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THE ZULU WAR OF 1879, 


I. INTRODUOTION; AND OPLRATIONS AGAINST SEKUKUNI, 
Frprvary ro Ocrobnr, 1878. 


In the history of South Africa it has rarely happened that 
peaceful relations have subsisted for a lengthoned period between 
the small community of European descent and the great masses 
of the native race among whom they dwell, and the sixth of 
those periodical struggles which have become familiar under 
the name of Kaffir Wars was in progicss when tho command 
of the troops in South Afiica was handed ovor Genoral 
Sir A. T. Cunynghame to Laeutenant-Genaal* the Honoablo 
F. A, Thesigor. 

This took place at King Wilham’s Town, British Kaffraia, on 
the 4th Maich, 1878, when the Impeial tioops m the command. 
consisted of two batteries R.A. (N Sand 11 7), the 7th Com- 

any RE, and the 1 24th, 88th, and 90th Regimonts m the 
Bape Colony, with the 2 | 81d and 80th in Natal, and the1 13th 
in the Thansvaal, amounting im all 10 about 5 000 mon, 

It is not proposed here to follow the cowsg of this Kafr 
Wa, which was practically torminated at the boginnmg of June, 
1878, by the death of the great chicf Sandillh, and was formally 
concluded by the proclamation of an amnesty on the 28th of 
the same month. 

A very wide-spread feeling of restlessness and hatred towards 
the white races had fo. some time boen known to oxist among 
the natives of South Afvica, and at the date whon this wa on 
the eastorn frontier of the Cape Colony was ended, disturbances 
claiming serious attention had occured in remote districts, .The 
ayvea over which they extended was luge. While a waa willi te 
Zulua could hardly be 1egaided as mprobablo, hostilitics woo 
actually in progress in Griqualand West, in the country on tho 
north-west of that tenitory, aud in two distiicts of the l'ransvaal, 
one neal Bloemhof, and the other neai Lydenburg, this latior 
being known as Sekukun’s countiy, 

Sekukuni, who with his tiibo is of Basuto descent, was tho 
most ee chiof acknowledging the supromacy of the Zulu 
King Ketohwayot, and had in 1876 taken up avms ageiustsiho 
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Boeis when tho Govenmont of the Tiansvaal Republic at- 
tempted to exercise 1ights of possession over ceitain lands on 
the left bank of tho Blood river, clamed by the Zulus, and 
geneially known as “the Disputed Tonitory.” On that occasion 
Sekukuni and his tribe had made active and tolerably successful 
efforts on behalf of thar suzerain. Though the Dutch forces, 
aided by Swazie alhos, had at fist gamed certain advantages, 

et, on their attempting on the 2nd August, 1876, to storm 
Bemikiens main stronghold, they had been repulsed with loss, 
and, being short of provisions, had been obliged to abandon 
the ente.piise and retne. 

Nc fmther operations had been then attempted, as this 
failme had iesulted in the disuiganisation and dispersion of the 
Boeis, and Sekukum, on promising to pay a fine of cattle, had 
been left in undisturbed possession of his mountain fortress, 

It may hee be remaiked, that at the date of these operations 
the ‘limits of the Tiansvaal were veiy imperfectly defined, and 
that while the Republican Government iegarded this wai as 
“undertaken in self-defeuce agamst an insuboidmate chiof 
livmg far within the boundaiies of the Republic,” the view taken 
hy the British Government Was that Sekukum was not a rebel 
agamat the Transvaal Repubhe, inasmuch as his tenitory had 
never formed part of thar dominions, and that the war carried 
on against him was an unjustifiable aggression against an inde« 
pendent ruler, 

In April, 1877, the annexation of the Transvaal took place, 
and Sekukuni’s countiy appems to have been included without 
question in the terutory which was thus added to the Buitish 
possessions, 

The relations of Sekukuni with the new 1ulers of the Trans- 
vanl were not unfriendly. The fine of cattle remained unpaid, 
and he settlement of this clam, though demanded, was not 

essed. 
: In Febuary, 1878, however, Sekukuni, acting under the 
influence of messengers from Ketchiwayo, despatched a small 
force, m conjunction with the retainers of his sister Legolwand, 
to make a 1aid on a neighbouring chief named Pokwana, who 
was friendly to the Enghsh, and a somewhat severe struggle 
ocemred, which resulted in the defeat of the assailants, 

Eozly in March, on receivmg & message of 1emonstrance 
fiom Captam Claikeé, British Commussioner for th district, 
Sekukuni, who was fortified by the picsence of somp fresh 
énvoys from Ketchwayo, ropled that the English wore afraid 
to fight, that the country was his and the white people must 
leave and that he was quite ready for war 

At this time the foice available fo. the mamtenance of order 
in the Lydenberg district consisted of a small number of police, 
and the only Impetial troops within reach weie three conipanios 
of the 1 13th Regiment, which formed the garrison of Pre- 
torla, These, howevei, could not be oes from the caprtal, 
as their presence there was necessary to keep in check a portion 
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of the population, who, disapproving of the annoxation, tool 
the occasion of the retinn fiom England of ecetain commis. 
sioners to express their discontont openly about this tame, 

Under these ciicumstances, Sir T Shepstone, tho Admi- 
nistrato. of the Transvaal, appoalcd to Sn TT Bulwer, Licutonant- 
Covernn of Natal, and 10 Sun Baitle Fiore, Governor of tha 
Capo Colony, 1equestmg that additional Inporial troops might 
be sent to lus assistance 

Tn comphance with this request, thiec companies of tho 90th 
Regiment, 1ecently landed in Natal, maichod from Pictormautz- 
bug for Utaecht on the 12th March, and about the samo time jor atmch, 
three companies of the 1 18th wero moved fiom Utrecht to 1878 
Standerton and Pretoria. 

Local efforts were also made, and a force of fifiy Voluntecis 
proceeded from Pretoria to Fat Weebei, a post on the bordeis 
of the mountainous district 1Wed by Sekukuni, aud on the 5th sth Apul 
Apuil this forge, aided by somb native contingents fwmished by 
Pokwana and other fiiendly cluefs, attacked Masselaroon, tho 
stronghold of Legolwana. : 

Massekuvon, Ike wost othe: Busute towns, had considcrable 

capabilities for offming a strong resistance. Round « rocky 
conical hill, whose sides were mote or less covered with thorn 
bush, clusters of nativo huts had beon built on platioums atix 
ficially levelled. Each of these clustcis of huts was smiounded 
by a stockade and hedge of piickly pear, whilo tho hillside was 
in places scarped, and the approaches Jeading fom ono plat 
fom to anothor wero stockaded and flanked fiom rifle pits. 
Such a fastness could not be camly carzied by assnult, and as on 
this occasion the native contingents poved tsoless for oflousivo 
operations, the Voluntecis and pclico wore ouly able to attum 
a modified success, ‘They clomed tho northern ond of tho hill, 
however, and carried off a certain amount of cattlo, 

Mattets still 1emainmng unsctiled in this part of tho Tianr- 
vaal, two companies of tho 1 13th left Pactoria on tho 16th 16th Apul, 
ar for Lydenbw.g, wlulo anothe: company mazchod for Mad- 

eburg. 

Towards the end of April Legolwana’s taibo snbmittod, but 
Sekukuni continued in open icvolt, and dming tho month of 
May, the small force opposed to him remained in fortafied posts 
established near the tak mountams, in which luis stronghold is 
situated, These posts howeva, we1o insufliciont to icsam 
the marauders of his ube, who omly in June made a, successful 
iaid on a fame: near Pilgnim’s Rest, On tho 81d July the ga Tuly 
Volunteeis assumed the offensive, and attacked the Magnot 
heights, which form tho southe:n end of tho Lulu mountams, 
but thoy were repulsed with a loss of 7 killed and 9 wounded. 

On the 26th July some horses and cattle were carted off fom goth gut 
a post named Ifoit Faugh-a-ballagh, one Voluntoc being killed; 
and on tho 7th August 2 party belonging to tho Diamond Fields yw Aug 
Tlorsa were su nised on the Dwars vor, and lost 52 horses 
and 48 oxen, ‘This force, about 88 strong, had beon raised in 
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Griqualand West, and had arrived at Lydenburg on the 8th 
June. By the loss of its horses it was now iendered almost 
useless, and as many of the Volunteers, finding the discipline 
irksome, began to withdhaw about the same time, while the native 
police had to be disaimed for mutiny, it became evident that 
the local forces could not cope unaided with the revolted chief 

It was therefore decided by General Thesiger, whose Head- 
quaiters weie estabhshed at Pietermantzburg cn the 9th 
August, that the Imperial troops in the Tiansvaal should be at 
ones incieased by one battahon of infantry, and on the 13th 
August the command of all the troops in that territory, Colontal 
as well as Impeiial, was placed in the hands of Colonel Row- 
lands, V.C. 

The 80th Regunent, which had been stationed in Natal, was 
now ordered to the Transvaal to take the place of the 1 18th, 
which was in garrison at Pretoria, Lydenburg, Middleburg, and 
Standerton, and was now to take the field agamst Sekulcuni 
The force m Natal was maitamed by the amval of the 2 24th 
Regiment fiom the Cape, set fiee by the termination of hostilities 
there, This battalion had landed at Duiban on the 28th July. 

The Frontier Light Hose, a colomal force of about 200 
strong, raised in the Cape Colony, had also become available 
‘for service in tha Transvaal, and rereved ardeva ta march to 
Lydenbag. This corps was at ths ame m Kaffravia, and left 
Kokstadt on the 19th August, marchmg by way of Pietermaritz- 
burg and Newcastle, 

in the 28th August the Head-quaiter column of Colonel 
Rowlands’ force left Pietonm and marched by the Mand river 
into the valley ot the Ohphant, where on the 6th September a con- 
sultation was held between its commander and Cap tam Clarke, 
who had come out fom Fo.t Weebor to meet him. 

It had been origmally mtended that Colonel Rowlands’ 
column should follow the Oliphant nver down to its junction 
with the Steelpoot, and then ascend the valley of the latter to 
Tort Bughers, a post at this time abandoned, which was to be 
re-occupied and formed mto an advanced depét for the opera- 
tions against the stronghold. 

Jt was now, however, 1ecognised that there wee serions 
objections to this plan, and it was decided to move on Fort 
Bugheis by the more direct route past Fort Weeber, abandoning 
the Ime of communiations by the Olyphant river, and making 
Lydenburg the base of operations 

On the 8th September, therefore, Colonel Rowlands moved 
his force across the Oliphant, near an old Dutch fort, and havin, 
detached one company of the 1 13th to occupy an siesholed 
camp about 10 tiles ‘lowe: down the river, proceeded to Fort 
Weeber, which was reached on the 10th September, Here the 
force halted for two days, and staiting again on the 18th, en- 
camped on the Speckhoom uver on the 19th September, having 
had vaiious slight skumishes with the enemy, who occupied the 
iugged hills on exther mde of the track, 
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Foit Burghers is situated at the junchon of the Steelpoort 19th Sept, 
and Speckboom rivers, and at this point the troops were conccn- 1878 
tated about thénd of September. On the 31d Octobe: Colonol 
Rowlands march®l out with a foice of 180 men of the 1 13th 
Regiment, 888 mounted mon belonging to the Frontier Light 
Horse and Mounted Infantry, and two 7p. Krupp guns.* Tho 
object of the expedition was not to make an immochate attack 
on Sekukuni’s stionghold, which hes in the northein part of the 
Lulu mountains some 25 miles wost of Fort Bughas, but to 
ocoupy @ position near it, from which raids might bo made on 
the cattle of the tnbe, and from which fmther opaations mht 
be undertaken. 

On the 3rd October the distanze traversed by the forco was ad October. 
about 8 mules, and a halt was made at a watercowse, where 
there were a few pools of water. Starting at 5 A.M. on the 4th, 4th Octobor. 
the column proceeded up a valley in a north eastaly duoction, 
and afte. marching about 7 miles though a vay augged 
country where some opposition was met with, crossed the water- 
shed separating the affluents of the Stcelpoort fiom those of the 
Oliphant, and at 3,30 P.m. bivouacked near a lage dry water- 
couse. By digging in its sandy bed, sufficient water for the 
men was obtained; but both hoses and cattle faicd badly, as 
there was ttle water for thom, and tho country sound was 
totally denuded of pastme. At 8 Pat, the enemy attackod this 
bivouack on three sides, but were chiven back and silenced in 
about half-an hour. The firing caused a stampede of some of 
the horses and of the slaughtor oxen, and tho latter wore not 
recovered, 

On the 5th Octobe: the column again advanced, tho fhat sh October 
part of tho route lying in the bed of a doop ravine with pieer 
pitous sides, When clear of this, the advance was continued 
mto a sort of natural spouse of hills, near tho centro of 
which it was ascertained that wate: was obiainablo, The water, 
which was only sufficient for the men and the horses, was in 
two pools, entirely commanded by a koppic or isolated hill, and 
this was ocoupied afler a httle resisiance by men of the Volun- 
teers and Fronter Tight Horse, who held it while the column 
halted, After about three hows the maich was resumed, tho 
advanced paity havmg 1cported that a camping-ground oxistod 
some 3 miles cistant, in a nothaly dicction, On auiving 
at this camping-ground, howover, it was found that tho water 
‘was insufficient, as the advanced party had already quite ex~ 
hauated the supply. Holes wore duz m the sand, and about one- 
third of the horses of the column ‘were waterod, the .omainda 
of the anmnals having to do without any. 

Recognising that tho oxceptional diyness of the season ren- 
dered an advance impossible, Colonel Rowlands on tho ovenin, 
of the 5th issued ordas for o ieticat to Pot Burghas This 
was commenced at 6 A.M. on the 6th, but on aviving at tho pools oth Oolobor, 





* These guns had bolo: god co tie sranavanl Republic, 
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Sth October, of wate where thé column had halted the day before, it was 
found that the isolated lull, aheady 1eferned to, was held in force 
by the enemy. Although the want of water was very severely 
felt, Colonel Rowlands did not consider rt advisable to meur the 
delay which the capture of this position would have mvolved, 
and the retreat was accoidmgly continued. At 430 PL, after 
marchmg about 15 miles, the troops arrived at the pools of 
water where they had brvouacked on the night of the 31d, men, 
horses, and oxen thooughly exhausted by this trying march, 
made under a burning sun*, when they had already been without 
water foi many hows. 

‘7th October. On the 7th October the column reached Fort Burghers, the 
casualties having been as follows: One man wounded, 15 
hoises lnlled ot died of hoise sickness, 4 hoises and 1 w1le 
wounded, 

27th October, _ No further attempt was now made against Sekukuni, but on 
the 27th October Colonel Rowlands attacked a kraal belonging 
to one of lus dependants, situated at a distance of about 5 
miles from the British camp on the Speckboom river, The 
position was stiong, rocka and caves affording a considerable 
amount of cover to the defendeis, but the attack was suc- 
cesstul, a loss of 16 Julled bemg mtheted on the enemy, the 
lnaal bunt, and a ceitam number of catile being captmed, 
The casualties on the side of the Bntish wae 11 wounded; the 
force engaged bemg 8 guns, 140 mounted men, 340 infantry, 
with 250 native tioops. 

Active opaations in the Lydenbing district were after this 
ought to a closc, Fo1t Burghas and other advanced posis 
weie abandoned, and the troops ‘withchawn to various partisons 
in the Tiansvaal and on the Loidets of Zululandt.

It is now necessary to consider the aspect of affans in Natal 
in August, 1878, when General Thesigm auived in that Colony, 

The fecling of restlessness and hostility to the whito inhabi- 
tants, which has been spoken of as pervadmg the South Afiican 
yaces, was not wanting among those tnbes whose touutories lay 
near Natal, and 1t was not certain to what extent thei lansmen 
who dwelt within the boundaries of the Colony wee fluenced 
by the same sontments, 

As the colomed population of Natal amounted to more than 
800,000 peisons, in the midst of whom some 20,000 white 
settlers were scattered, the mere possibility of a nativo 1ismg 
was sufficient to cause grave anxicty tc those 1csponmble for 
the dnection of affans When, howevcr, m addilion to this 
the prospect of a war with tho Zulu nanon presented itself, this 
anxiety was propoitionately intensified. 

The Zulus had boen consohdated into a nation in the ely 
part of the present contmy by Chaka a bloodthnaty clucf, 
‘whose mulitary talents and aggiorasive disposition had raised his 
oe to the position of the dominant native 1aco in South 

rica. 

Under Chaka and his succossois tho Zulus had frequently 
been involved in hostilities with then naghboms, anong whom 
were the Boers who had enngiated fiom the Capo Colony, wd 
in these encountas gallantry and numoiical superioity had 
enabled the savage wariiois to clam some not meonsidaable 
successes, even against the fheame of the Emopeans, With tho 
Buitish in Natal they had not come mto colhiston, and the rola 
tions mamtamed were genorally inendly. in recont times, 
indeed, the moral support of the Colonial Government had beon 
exerted on the side Aa tho Zulus whon catam differences had 
eta between thom and the Boos of tho Transvaal Re- 

ublic. 

rE Tho principal causo of these differcnces had beon tho dis- 
puted tenstory nea the Blood riva, to which 1¢ferenco has 
aheady been made ‘T's question was still unsctiled m Apml, 
1877, when the Tiansvaal was annoxed to the Brith Donm 
nine els August, 1878, no dofinito airangement had been 
arrivéd at, and by this timo the Zulus were quito ready to 
transfer to the English the ill feclmg which the dispute had pres 
viously caused them to ontertain towaids the Bons 

The dispute was of long standmg and had given rise to much 
hhouble. It had brought on tho waa: between tho Bocas and 
\Sekukuni in 1876; it was the cause of the war with that chief 
now ii progress; and it might at any tme lead to a rupture 
between the Brtsh and the Zulus. This was a contingency of 


April, 1878 
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@ very serious nature, Ketchwayo, who had been crowned King 
of the Zulus in 1878, was an ambitious chief, who was desirous 
of rivalling the ele of his uncle Chaka. With this view the 
muibtary system of his predecessors was maintained and improved, 
and at this time an aymy of some 40,000 men, bold, vainglorious, 
and eager fox distanction, weie ready to obey his ordeis, It was 
known, Moreover, that this army was well supplied with fie- 
arms, many of them biecch-loaders, and that a considerablo 
amount of ammunition had found its way into Zululand, 

Previous to the annexation of the ‘Tansvaal Ketchwayo’s 
mihtary preparahonus were regarded m Natal as a measure of 
defence against the Boers, but afte: the annexation had taken 
place this 1eason for ihe maintenance of the Zulu army no longer 
existed. It was ascertained, however, that the army was main- 
tamed, wwimpaiied m numbers and efficiency, and as Zululand 
‘was now encompassed by British possessions, it was plain that 
the Zulu wairiors could gain distmetion only by coming into 
colhsion with British subjects. 

Under these ciicumstances the mportance of setting at resi 
the border dispute had been fully 1ecognised. In December, 
1877, messengeis had been sent by the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Natal to Ketechwayo, suggesting that the matter shonld be 
settled by arbitzation, and to this course he had willmgly agreed. 
It had been accordingly ananged that Sir Batle Fieie, Her 
Majesty’s High Commissioner, should be the final arkitrator, and 
iu February, 1878, theo Commussioncis* had been a, pointed by 
the Lieutenant Governor of Natal to visit the ground, examme 
witnesses, and repoit on the conflicting clams, The Transvaal 
and Zululand had each sont tla ee 1epicsentatives,t and the Com- 
mission bad held its first sittmg at Rorke’s Drift, on the Blood 
river, on the 12th March, 1878. As aleady mentionod, a deci- 
sion had not been ainved at in the following August. 

While the work of the Commissioners had been in progiess 
the attitude of the Zulus had not been reassuring, as m the 
month of April all tho missionanes iesident in Zululand were 
forced by the teats of Ketchwayo to abandon tlew mission 
stations and leave the country, while m July two sons of an in- 
fluential chief named Sirayo had, with a force of some 70 men, 
pursued and captuied withm the limits of Natal two refugees 
who had sought the protection of the British Colony. 

It was therefore necessary for General Themgcr, when he 
arrived in Natal, to 1egard a war with the Zulua as a possible if 
not 1 probable contingency. 

Besides the 1 | 18th and 80th Regiments, which were now 
required for the Transvaal, the only troops which were imme- 
diately available consisted of three companies of the 2 3rd at

a the operations which wer: now imponding, the pomt 
of primary importance was to secure Natal and tho Transvaal 
from invasion by the Zulus 

Lhe frontier to be defended was about 200 miles long, and 
was divided into two nearly equal faces, formmg a 10 entering 
angle in the neighbowhood of Rorke’s Dift. Whilo tho county 
along the greater pat of the Transvaal frontie:, which forms 
the northein of these two faces, is opon and can bo watched 
with comparative ease, the distiict Eoyand the Buffalo and 
Tugela rivers, which constitutes the southorn face, is broker and 
mountainous and in many places clothed with thick forcsts. 
Considerable facilities woie therofore offoicd to a Zulu force, 
unhampered by wheoled taansport. to assemblo unsoen at any 
convenient point in this long lino, and, unless prevented by 
floods in the boundary 1iveis, to make a aid into Natal and to 
retuin before the troops gua ding tho fiontia. could each thom, 

It was apoondingly 1ecognised that, in the event of waa, the 
Lritish troops would have to take the offensive promptly, and 
invade Zululand as the smest mode of guaiding Natal 

The invasion of Zululand, however, could only be attempted 
by such tracks as woio passable by the long train of wagons 
necessarily accompanying Emopean tioops, and mfomation as 
to these tracks was difficult to obtum. No maps of the country 
existed, and the statements of adas and others who had 
visited the interior of Zululand were conflicting, and in many 
cases proved to be msléadmg Lventually, howoyer, the pune 
cxpal wagon routes were ascertained, and in Soptomber, 1878, 
Geneial Thesiger cow up a memorandum proposing that, on 
the declaration of wax, five colun ns should mach on Ulundi, 
Ketchwayo’s principal laaal 

Their star ras points wero to bs as follows :—No. 1 from iho 
Lower Tugela Drift; No, 2 from Middle Drift; No. 3 from 
Rorke’s Drift; No. 4 from Utrecht; and No, 5 from Luneburg, 
Each colunm was to consist of a complote battalion of eight 
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companies, with one reserve batlalon, and a depédt company ab 
the -rineipal base of operations, Pictermaritzbmg. In addition 
to this, 12 companies woie 1equiied for the protection of stores 
at various places, making im all q force of ove: eight battalions 
necessary. 

At ths tme six battalions rep csented the Bnitish foice avail- 
able in Natal and the Tiansvaal, and on tho 28th September 
General Thesiger made an mgent appeal for two moie batta- 
lions of infantry and two companies of Engmeas. This request 
was comphed with and the 2 4th and 99th Regiments with 
the 2nd and 5th Companies R I, weie despatched from England 
towards the close of the year 

In the meantime the political piospect had not improved. 
During the month of September a surveyor employed by tha 
Natal Government was captured by a party of Zulus when on 
the right bank of the Tugela mvei, near Fort Buckingham, and, 
detained for a short time, and towards the end of the same 
month the German settleis in the Lunebug district were 
odered by a Zulu Chief to leave then faims, as the land was 
required by Ketchwayo, In consequence of this Lynchwg was 
occupied on the 1th October by two companies of the 90th 
from Utiecht. 

On hearing of the unsuccessful 1esult pf the expedition of 
Colonel Rowlands agamst Sekukuni, Genoral Thesiger ordered 
one wing of the L 18th to Middleburg, and the otha to Derby, 
Pietcna being now ganisoned by two companies of the goth, 
while the remammg companies of this rogiment ware loft to 
observe the 10ads leading fiom Sekukuni’s country to Middle. 
burg and Lydenburg. 

On the Both October Her Majesty’s ship “Tyne” arrived at 
Dwban from the Mauntius with thee companies of the 2 | 8rd 
Regiment, which wae at once moved along tha coast road to 
Stanger. The rest of this regimont was aheady on the frontier, 
four sompanies being at Thimg’s Post, and one at the Lower 
Tugela Drift, where a fort was commenced. early m November, 

a the month of Octoha 1t had been ananged. that the garri- 
son duties at Cape Town should be peiformed by Volunteers, 
and in tis way it bogame possible to relieve five companies of 
the 1 | 24th at King Wilham’s Town by four companies of the 
88th, who had been at Cape Town. These fiye companies of 
the 1 24th weie moved to Natal, thee joming two companies 
of the regiment which had arrivod at the end of September, 
qiule the 8th Company remamed at the mouth of the St. John’s 
iver, Pondoland. 

In order to supplement the small military force available, a 
Naval Biigade wus landed fiom Her Majesty s ship “ Active” on 
the 19th November. This, consisting of 170 sailois an] marines, 
with two 12-pr. Armstiongs, one Gatling, and two rocket-tubes, 
and commanded by Captain Campbell, R.N,, proceeded by the 
coast raad to Fort Pearson, the wok which wags being con- 
structed at the Lower Tugela Drift, The Naval Brigade arrived 
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here on the 24th November, ielievmg two companies of the 24th Nov 
« Buffs,” who next day rojoined the Hend quarters of their rogi- 1878. 
ment at Thrmg’s Post 

It was recognised that in the evont of a war with the Zulus, 
the employment of both local troops and native lovies would bo 
absolutely necessary. 

The local troops available consistad of RO mon of tho Natal 
Mounted Police, and of about 300 Mountod Voluntees, both 
bemg similarly aamed. with carbines and 1evolvas, 

All natives resident in the various “locations ’ within the 
Colony of Natal are logally hablo tc mhtary service at tho call 
of the Lieutenant Governor, whom they recognise as thew 
supreme Chief, and ealy m Nevomber Genaal Thosiger 
obtamed the necessary authonty for 1asing and organising 7,000 
of these natives m seven battaltons of 1,000 men each.* 

Jn order to reduce tho risk of thus aiming possible cnemios, 
rifles were only issued to 10 por cent. of the :ank and file, whiloa 
strong white element of 95 officers and non commissioned officers 
per battalion was introduced, and no uso was mado of the tribal 
organisation under which the natives are accustomed to dwell. 

Hus Excellency Sir Baitlo Frere, Ihgh Commissionor for 
South Africa, had avvived at Pietemaritzbm g on tho 28th Sep- 
tember, 1878, and afta lengthy communications with tho Lieu 
tenant-Goveinor of Natal and with the Administrato: of the 
Transvaal, gave his decision on the Transvaal Zululand fontior 
question about the middle of November, 

This decision was that tho boundary lino from the Buffalo to 
the Pongolo should be aceopted as 1mmmmg “drom the yunction 
of the Buffalo and Blood rivers, along tho la{ter river to its main 
source in tho Magadela mountains, and {honce direct to tho 
yound hull between tho two mam scuces of the Pongolo rivor 
in the Diakenberg.” 

The boundary claimed by tho Boos, and beaconed off in 
1864, lay considerably to the cast of this linc, Starling trom 
Rorke’s Drift, it ran in a north-easterly direction by the Inse’co" 
to the Zungi mountain, and thence to a pomt on tho Pongolo 
about 50 miles from 1ts someo. ‘The disputed terutory between 
these two lines was now acknowloged as formmg part of Zulu. 
land, and thus the award, though it did not recognwe Kotch« 
wayo’s claims to their full oxtent, was decidodly in his favour 

By this timo, however, the agercssive beaing of the Zulu, 
and the known power of their aamy had produced a condition 
of affaiis which thei European neighboms found to be intole- 
able, and it was finally decided that certain demands should be 
made on Ketchwayo when the awwdwas commumonted to him, 
These demands wee embodied mm an * ultimatum,” of which the 
main stipulations were as follow :— 

1st. ‘That the sons of Snayo, who had violated Natal toni. 
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tory, should be surrounded for trial, and that a fine of 500 head 
of cattle should be paid for thew outage, 
2nd. That a fine of 100 head of cattle should be paid for the 
outrage on the suiveyor. 
aid. That a man named Umbelin, who had made a raid into 
British teritory noth of the Pongolo, should be smrendered, 
Aes hus associates whose names were to be notified at a later 
late. 
4th. That the Zulu army should be disbanded and only 
brought together with the permission of tho Cneat Counc of 
the nation assembled, and with the consent also of the British 
Government. 
5th. That every Zulu on arriving at man’s estate should bo 
fiee to marzy, the King’s permission bemg no longe: required. 
6th. That the administation generally ghoutt be 1eformed, 
and that accused peisons should have a personal tial. 
7h. That a British Resident should be recoived at the Zulu 
capital, 
8th, That the missionaries and native converts should be 
allowed to refurn to the mission stations. 
9th. That if a missionary or othe: European should be in 
volved in a dispute, the matte: should be head by the King in 
orgs of the Resident, and that any sentence of expulsion 
om Zululand should receive the approval of the Resident be~ 
fo1e being carried into effect 
On the 11th December 1878, a number of Deputies sent by 
Ketchwayo aruved at the Lowa Tugela Drift, and crogsed 
to the Natal side, whee they were mot by Commissioners ap. 
ponies by Sir Batle Free to announce the award on the land 
ispute and 10 communicate this ultimatum a 
The award was fist made puble, and was received by the 
Zulus with satisfaction, The meeting was then adjourned for 
half an hour, and on its re-assembly the ultimatum was read to 
the Deputies, who wae mformed that a definite roply was re- 
quned by the 31st December, and that, the accused persons wae 
to be delivered up and the fines of cattle paid on or before the 
10th January, 1879, 
The Zulu Deputies, who weie regmded as representing the 
erce party, hstened to the ultimatum with marked attention. 
With reference to its stipulations, thoy obseived that they could 
not understand why the disbandment of the Zulu army was de- 
manded, as they considered thet their nation had as much right 
to maintain an army as the English. The sons of Siayo, they 
said, had fled, and could not be found, and they requested that 
the limt of time might be extended. They were informed, how- 
ever, that no change could be made in the terms, and the 
mene being concluded, they .ecrossed the Tugela into Gulu- 
land. 
The Imown temper of Ketchwayo rendered the acceptance 
of the terms of the ultimatum more than doubtful, and it was 
now necessary to make active propaiation for the war which his 
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rejection of them would bring on, For the contemplated offon- 
sive operations, the tranapoit question vas of piimary impo2t- 
ance, and effoits weie made to overcome the very setious 
difficulties connected with xt." 14 was decided that the number 
of inyadmg columns should be 1educed to thes, advanoin,, 
staultancously fiom the Lowa Tugela Duft Rorke’s Dutt, and 
Utrecht, and that a fomth columm consistmg mamly of native 
troops, should move forward at a later date betweon the lnes of 
advance of the ceniie and wght colums 

The command of the night column was given to Colonel 
Poarson, 2 3rd Regiment; that of the centro to Colonel Glyn, 
1 24th Regiment; and that of the left to Colonel Wood V.C,, 
90th Regiment, while the colunin of natrves was under Colonel 
Durnford, R.E. 

The county in which active operations were now impendm; 
extends over some 15,000 square miles, and in its physica 
tedtures resembles the adjonung Biitish Colony of Natal The 

neater portion consists of igh open giassy downs, fmiowed 
= deep watecomses, and bioken by 10cky ominences, the 
iemainder bemg a stiip of law lymg alinvial enuntry, fiom 20 
to 40 miles wide, :unning along the coast. The whole country 
18 well watered, but the 1vers are all fcidable except when in 
flood. Wood for fucl 1s tolerably plentiful in the coast district 
and in the valleys of the principal ves but on the uplands it 
is very scarce and bad, consisting moroly of the biushwood 
which, grows on the mountain sides and m tlie ravines, or 
“kloofs.” Bemg within a few demo of the tropics, tha 
climate of the coast 10gion 18 waim damp, and fevorish, but 
the ar of the uplands, some 3,000 feet above tho sca lovel, is 
diy and biacing, and proved to be exceptionally hoalthy. It 
was through ¢ 8 latter region than the certie and left columns 
weie to advance, while tho ight colunm was to traverse part 
of the coast district, 

Tn front of the left or northern column theo was ro serious 
natmal obstacle, but the Buffalo and Tugola rivers crossed the 
tiacks to be taken by the contre and ight columns 1espectively, 
and for passing these streams provision had to be made. The 
Buffalo at Rorke’s Drift, though répid, 1s seldom unfordable for 
any length of tme, but the Tugela below its junction with the 
Buffalo, is, during the rainy season,} an obstacle of considerable 
importance, The prcparations at Rorko’s Diifl, thorefore, were 
on a comparatively sniall scale, and consisted in supplementing 
the oxisting pont by a banel raft, but at the Lower ‘lugela 
Drift, where a iapid stream some 800 ynds wide and liable to 
heavy floods had to be passed, more extensive works wor neces- 
sary. A new pont was constructed hee, and steel wire hatveed 
fo. working 1 sont from Durban

20th January, mts the middle of the stream, but by the LOth it was again

During the period allowed foi the iccapt of Ketchwayo’s 
reply. stores were bemg collected at pomts near the frontier as 
rapidly as the difficulties of transport would permit. These 
pomts were, Stanger and Foit Peaison for the 1ght column, 
Greytown, Ladysmith, and Telpmakaa: fo. the centre, and 
Newcastle and Utiecht fo. the left, the mam dapdts beng 
Dwmban and Pietermattzburg Fiom the sea base at Duban 
the les of communication were as follows: Durban to Fort 
Peaison, 66 miles; Durban, Pietermaitzbmg, Cicytown, Help 
imakaar, 155 miles; and Dwban, Piete:mantzburg, Ladysmith, 
Newcastle, Utiecht 260 miles. 

The road from Greytown to Holpmakaai was not in general 
use, and, to make it practicable, ponts had to be placed on the 
Mooi and Tugela mvas. ‘The portion of the 1vad, however, 
between these streams iequired constant repair, and was a 
frequent souce of dolay, while after heavy 1am it became tem- 
porarily impassable, 

The mmmg and orgamzation of the Natal Native Contin- 
gent had heen actively caiied on, and by the end of December, 
1878, this force had begun to assume a definite shape The 
seven battalions of which it was composed were formed into three 
regiments commanded by Colonel Dunford, RE., Major Giaves , 
(2° 3:d Regiment), and Commandant” Lonsdale 1aspectively. 
The 1st Regiment, which founed the bulk of Colonel Durnford’a 
column, had thee battalions ude: Commandant Montgomery, 
Major Bengough (77th Rogiment), and Captain Chony (82nd 
Regiment), Tho 2nd Regiment. which was attached to Colonel 
Peason’a column, had two battalions under Major Giaves and 
Commandant Nettleton, and the 31d Regiment, which belonged 
to Colonel Glyn’s column, had also two battalions under Com- 
mandant Browne and Captain Cooper. 

At this time there was no regular cavalry in South Afiica, 
but two squadrons of Mounted Infantry,t which had Leen formed 
for Tuty in the late Kaffir war,’were available, while the Mounted 
Volunteer Cops of Natal, which had been called owt eaily in 
December, were encamped at vatious points along the frontie.

The 11th of January, 1879, passed away without any com- 
munication bemg received fiom Ketchwayo, and the invasion of 
Zululand by Colonel Peaison’s column began at daybheak on 
Sunday the 12th 

A party of the Naval Brigade wee fist taken across the 
Tugela in the pont, and established themselves on the left bank 
without opposition, These were followed by some of the Natal 
Mounted Volunteers, afta whom the infaniy were feted 
across, 

The woking of the pont, a flat-bottomed vessel some 380 
feet long by 11 bioad, was found satisfactory. It was hauled 
across by oxen, and two to three tips per hour were made. 

By the evening of the 12th, the Buffs, part of the 99th, tho 
artillay with two guns (11 7 R.A,), the Naval Brigade, and 
some of the mounted mfantiy weie encamped on the further 
bunk, ee an enticnchment had been commionced by the fitst 
aiivals, 

On Monday tho 13th, the 1emainder of tho troops, including 
the 2nd Company R.E., which had reached Fort Peaigon the 
evening before, weie taken across, a battalion cf the Natrve 
Contingent bemg left at Foi Peaaon. 

A fout on the left bank, called ot Tenedos, was commenced 
this day, and in it a large store house was orocted. 

Tho next few days wero employed m conveying the stores, 
wagons, and oxen to the left bank, and in working at the new

16th Jonumy, On Wednesday, the 15th of January, a reconnaissance was 
made by the mo. uted mfanth y rude: Mrjon Bariow, to a distyace 
of some 9 mules in advance, without discovering the !presencé 
of any force of tho pers ; and on the aflernoon of the same 
day the Head quaiters and two companies of the 9th Regimont 
jomed the column. 

17th January. By the evening of the 17th, Fort Tenedos was completed, 
aud as the necessary stores and means of transpoit had by this 
tune been collected on the left bank, it was now possible to 
ecmmence the advance The right column was to move for- 
ward in two sections, marching at such an interval as would 
admt of mutual suppoit m cage of attack, and a convoy of 
supplies was to follow with a small escort as soon as the safety 
of the oad was assuied, 

18th Jung  Statmg at 6 Am on Satumday, the 18th January, the lead- 
ing section”, wider Colonel Pearson, progeeded as far as the

enemy. 
The second section of the column,* uncer Colonel Welmas, 19th denn wy 
99th Regiment with eighty wagons, stuted trom tho Tugela at 1870. 
BAM. on the 19th, and 1cached the camp on the Inyo before 
the fist section had marched off. This now moved on to the tyyoii to 
faither side of the Umsundusy, and theie encamped, A portion Umeundusi 5 
of thé second section followed the first to the Umsundusi the 
sainé evening, but a lage number of tho wagons romamed at 
the Inyoni. ‘To allow those wagons to come up, and to mako 
preparations fo. ciossmg the Amatikulu, an impoitat wata- 
cose some 4 miles m front, the column 1emaimed halted at 
the Umsundusi on tho 20th, From heie a waking parly was 20h Janupry, 
sent fo1 ward to impiove the ie Zepapey to the ford of the Ama- 
tikulu, aud this party retuned to ca np the same evenng 
On the moining of tho 21st tho column again moved on, and. alt Janyary, 
traversed, unmolested a somowhat bushy district The Amat 
kulu, though 1ather doep, was fordablo, and was passed without 
much difficulty, but the track on the northern bank led through 
heavy sand, and the progiess of the wagons was slow, so that 
it was very late before tho teil of tho columm anived at the new y. nana 
camping giound, Thus was at a spot namod Kwasamabola, and to nanos 
from here the first section of the column movod off at 5 A.M. on bol 8. 
the 22nd of January, the second section following lata. 22nd Jam ary, 
The mountod mon im advance i sported that thero was some 
tolerably opon giound on the banks <i tho Inyozane, and Colonel 
Peaison, on murving there with tho head of the column about gywasunabel 
8 AL, deterntined to halt on the farther side of the atieam [or to Inyornne, 
two hows to rest the oxon and allow tho men to bioaldast, 4 
The track, which fiom the Tugola to this point sknts tho 2and Tanner 
base of the hills, and 18 comparatively lavel, hee bears to the 
left. and commences thé ascent of the 1anges This ascont is 
thade on a low ridge running up the mddlo of a valley between 
two lulls of considevably greater height, which mao steeply on 
cither sido, At 8 AM, when the solumn halted, a fow Zuly 
scouts were seon of the eastorn of theso Inlls. known as Majia’s, 
which lay about thiec-qtiates ot a mile in fiont. Though on 
the previous day Zulu scouts had keen observed on the distant 
Ini] tops, none had appericd go close to the Butish troops, and 
Colonel Peason now ordered this paity to be dispersed, * tho 
company of the Natal Native Contingent which had led tho 
column, This was done, and the scouts all dixappemed from 
the top as the base of Majia’s hill was approached, but as another 
party now showed thomgclyes on a spur of the same hill, tho 
company turned m ther direction and proceeded to dislodge 
them. In odo to reach this spm i, was nocessdiy to cions

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wooded ravine oy Kloof with a mashy bottom, and when thé 
company emerged on to the open ground beyond, they ware 
mate ahesyy fire fiom a lage body of Zulus who now ap- 
pe on Mayia’s bill, distant some 400 yards on their left 

To thiy fhe the native Loops could make no effective reply, 
ag only ten m the company, bcsides the Etopean non-commis- 
sioned officers, cartied 11fles; and to avoid pring cut off by the 
Zulus who now descended the hull, a hasty 1cteat becamo 
necessary. Tlus was caruied out with the loss of one heutenant 
and four European non commissioned officers, besides threo 
natives, 

The foremost wagons of the column were heing parked for 
the halt when the heavy firmg of tho Zulus was heard in front, 
On leainmg thatthe enemy was present in fo.ce, Colonel Pearson 
advanced with the leadmg troops of the column, consisting of two 

s R.A, two companies of the Buffs, and two of the Naval 

rigade, and occupied a knoll usmg fiom the ridge already 
mentioned, along which the road ascends towards Etshowe, 
From this moll dense masses of the enemy were seon ahout a 
mile off waking round the right flank towards the rear of the 
rolumn, where the long strmg ot wagous was slowly moving up, 
and against these masses shells and iockete were durected wit! 
good effect. 

Tio companies of tho Buffs and the 2nd Company RD. 
now advanced on the nght of the 10ad w skirmishmg' order, 
and, suppoited by a detachment of the 99th sent forward fiom 
the second section, forced the advanomg Zulus back out of some 
bushy ground into the one, where they again came under a 
flanking fire from the Imoll. 

Meanwhile, however, following thew usual tactics, the Zulu 
right wing had pushed forward, and had occupied tho high Inll 
on the west of the 1oad, as well as a kraal on the central ridge, 
From this kraal and from the hills above a galling fire was 
opened on the tioops who ocoupied the Imoll, To this the 
artillay and the 1ockets of the Naval Brigade rephed, and a 
Lae of officers and non-commissioned officers of the Native 

ontingent,* supported by a portion of the Naval Brigade, 
pushed forward, and took the kiaal which was then set on fire, 
This foree being jomed by a company of the Buffs, a farther 
advance up the 10nd was made, and in spite of a heavy fire fiom 
the Zwus who occupied the adjacent heights, the dommatng 
crest of Mapa’s Inll was clemed of its defenders ‘ns point 
won the Zulus retreated rapidly, and by about 9 80 A.M. the last 
shot had been fired, In thie action ha casualties were as fol- 
lows ~-10 killed (of whom 2 were officcis of the Natal Native 
Contingent), and 16 wounded, Theo Zulu losses were estimated 
at about 300.

As xheady montionad, tho conte colamm, under Colonel 
Glyn, was oncamped on Friday, tho 10th J umary, on tho mpi 
bank of the Buffalo nver at Rokos Drift, On the ovening® of 
that day oidas wore issued that tho troops should cross iho 
following moming, tho invasion hore commonemg! one day 
carhor ‘han at tho Lower ‘Tugole. 

At dayeak on the 1th Januay the mounted mon and 
natives bogan to cioss by the ford, while the British antantry 
were taken over im the ponts which had boon prepared. Tho 
operation was covered by Haincss’s battay, which occupied a 
knoll overlookmg the points of passage, but no opposition was 
attempted, and by 6.80 AM. the whole of the troops were on the 
left bank, The mounted men were gout out in font, and during 
tho day wagons, stores, and camp equipage were feuied across, 
and a camp was formed an the Zale side of the Buffalo, the two 
battahong of the 24th in tho centre, with a battalion of the 
Native Contingent on either flank. 

Having seen tho crossing: satisfactorily carried out, Lod 
Chelmsfoid started with an escort of mounted infantry and 
Volunteers to communicate with Colonel Wood, whom he knew 
to have ciossed the Blood mver, and to be approaching the left 
Hank of the centie column. 

Riding mm a northerly dhrection for a distance of about 12 
males, Colonel Wood with his advanced force was met, and after 
a consultation with him, Lord Chebnsford retwned to las own 
camp at Rorke’s Drift, where, later in the day, he had an mter- 
view with Colonel Dunford, commandmg No, 2 Column. 


tath Foumy, _ At 8.80.4, on tho 12th January a force under Colonel Glyn, 


consisting of four companies of the 1 24th Regiment, the 
1 {| dd Natal Native Contingent, and most of the mounted men, 
lett camp to recounoitie the country to the eastwaid, whee the 
Imaal of the chief Sivayo was known to be situated. 

Lord Chelmsford and his Staff accompanied this force, which, 
atter a march of about five miles armved at a ravine im, the 
valley of the Bashee 1ivan, m which a considerable number of 
cattle had evidently been collected, A small body of Zulus was 
seen on the hills above, and agamst these the mounted men ad- 
vanced, while the 1 ard Native Natal Contangont with thiee 
companies of the 1 | 24th pushed up the valley towards whee 
the cattle had been observed. Thesc were in somo broken 
rocky ground about the base of the cliffs, and, from the cover 
there afforded by bouldms and shrubs, the Znlus who were 
guarding them opened fire on the advanemg force. They were 
speedily dislodged however, and the cattlo taken, 

Meanwhile the mounted men Had met with some registance 
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from the Zulus on the high grounc, but these also waco dispersed 12th Tanyary, 
without much difficulty, ‘The whole affin was over soon after 7 

9 aM, having lasted about half an hour, Snayos kraal, which 

lay futher up the Bashee valloy, was bunt ater m the day, 

and the troops retuined to ther camp at Roke’s Diilt the same 


evenme. 

The losses on each side wore as follow: Zulus, 80 lnlled, 

4 wounded, 10 prisoners; Birtish forces, 2 natives Killed, 1 
office: aud 1 non-commissioned officer wounded, and 12 nativos 
wounded. 

The stock captured consisted of 13 horses 413 cattle, 382 
goats, and 235 sheep. _ : 

On the 14th January a foice consisting of four companies of 14th January, 
the 2 | 24th, the 1{ id Natal Native Contingent, and some 
Native Pioneers moved to the Bashee Valley, some 4 mmles fiom 
Rorke’s Duift. 

From the 14th io the 19th January the two portions of the . 
column remained in the same positions, and dming thw me 
wagons and stores contmucd to be brought up from Ielp- 
makaar and fericd across the Buffalo, and bad placos in tho 
1oad were rendeied passable by stiong working patios. 

It must here be observed that though footpaths and cuttle 
uuacks led unough Zululand, roads did nov exst, Tho ouly 
wheeled tiangpoit which had previously traversed this region 
was the wagon of an occasional trader or sportsman, antl the 
old arabian ruts which theso had lef{ wete the sole guides 
in selecting the 1oute fo the lino of advance, 

On the 15th January a reconnaissance was inade to the 16th Janumy, 
Isypezi ill, and on the 17th Lord Chelmsford rode out to tho 
Tsandhlwana, hull, which, as fel was thas obleinable, ho had 
selected as the next halting place of tho column. 

The countiy, which was generally open and tiocloss, appeared 
quite dese:ted, No Zulus had beon seen noma Roike’s Drift, aid 
no earthworks covering the crossmg place had been constindtéd 
there, Atthe camp on the Bashce river, however, « low wall 
was formed on the exposed faces, 

Two companies of the 1 24th bomg loft at [elpmakaar, goth daumy 
and one of the 2 24th at Roike’s Drift, the coutie a a ad- 
vanced on Monday the 20th Jannary. Tho oops machmg 
from the Buffalo wae preceded sy thoss who had boon ou- 
canipetl on tho Bashee, and the whole colin moved on tho 
Isandhlwana hill* accompanied by about 4 hundiod wagons for 
iegimenfal transport. These woe in chage of the officers 
edrmmanding corps, subjéct to the genetal contrcl of the trans- 
port officor of the column 

The track was boggy and bad in plages, and though thoso 
had been improved by working patties, the advando of the 
column ‘yas slow. By about mid-day, howover, tho eamp had 
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boan lad out ou the eastern sido of the preapitons mag known 
as the Isondhlwana hill, ‘Chis hill, whic. Jouns a conspicnons 
landmark, 15 glongated, its greatest! Jongth be ig fiom north to 
south, and iis shapo has beon compamed to that of a sphinx or 
lion conchant ‘Tho Inghest put of the hill o het of the 
animal, 1s to the south, and still futher to the south is a small 
stony hill or koppie, bayond which the ground is cxtrcmely 
ragged and broken The country io hene hol thy Isandhlwana 
inf 18 Bimiler m charactor, se tat te baricr is tvs forme accent 
tho route taken by the coltmm and im this bari the only track 
passable by wheeled velucles is that which leuds over the neck 
of land umting the koppic to the [sandhlwana hill, 

The ground on the caster side of the Intl talls gently hke a 
alacis towaids a watercoutse im font, and on the yppor part of 
this slope the camp was formed. Sq much dolay, howover, 
ceotried in passing vatious obstacles ou ihe way fom Rorke’s 
Diifi, that tho whole force did not 1cach the camp on the 
evonng of the 20th, about one-thng of the total mumber ot 
wagons failing 10 get boyond a watercourse I mila west of 
Isqndhlwana, At this point thoy halted for the night, guarded 
by a wing of tho 2 | 24th Regiment, whose rogmental tianspoit 
formed part of the numbor of wagong thus delayed, The wagons 
of the column on airiving at the camp were tommed yp in rear 
of the ground occupied by the coips to winch they wore 
attachod. The shieibntéat of the corps is shown on the Swvey 
of the Battle Ficld, and it will be perceived that tho loft was 
assigned to the two battalions of the Native Ccntangont. Undor 
ordinary circumstances these wonld, for sanrtmy roasons, havo 
been put “down stream,’ 1¢, on tho right flank, but the koppio 
commanding tho pass ovor the neck above mentioned was con~ 
sidered of such importance that the camp of the 1 | 24th was 

itched close by it, aud the natives wore jut on the othor 
ate aah was moreoven 1egardod as less hable to any hostile 
attack, 

In fiont of the camp thus formed, with its back 1o the 
Isandhlwana hull, an open plam extended {o a distance of some 
8 miles, ‘fins plan, which is much intersected by water- 
courses, is about 4 miles wide, and is bounded on the south by 
the 'Ndlazagazi 1ango, and ov the noth by rolling hills of no 
great haght connected with the ’Nguiu range, which lics a 
fow joules bebind: Thus, while the vicw from the camp towards 
the fiont was extensive, 1t was lmuted on either side by the 
crests of these two nemly parallel ranges of hills between which 
the plain hes Nothing of the natme of an ontrenchinent was 
formed for the defence of the camp, which was guarded by a 
chain of vedettes from 2 to 3 mules distant, and by an infantry 
outpost Ine closer in. 

This Ime was composed of mon belonging to tho four baita- 
lions present, each of which had one compa y on piquet, the 
24th bemeg on the right and the Natrve Cohtingent 6n the left. 
By night thie outpost linc was brought to withm ebout 500 
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yards of the tents, and, Boing made continuous, encircled tho ae Tanuary, 
camp and the Tsandhlwana hill, while a dotached piquet of the 187 
Native Contmgent was stationed some 1,200 yards to the 
noithwad to watch a pathway leading down from the high 
ound 
e Loid Chelmsford and his Staff armvod at tho site of the 
camp about noon and at 1 Bat started agam on a 1econnais- 
gance with an escoit of the mounted mfantry Tho object was 
to examme a fastness known as Matyana’s stronghold, some 8 
oy 10 ules to the south cast of the camp, and believcd to be 
occupied by that chef and his ietaincis. The stionghold con- 
sisted of a deep 1avme or glen with preciprtous sides, the Aman~ 
gene stream, wluch forms a waterfall at its head, runnmg 
through it, and eventually joming the Buffalo. From the high 
giound overloolang this chasm no signs of a Zulu forco could be 
perceived, and tho General 1eturned to the camp at Tsandhiwana, 
where he arrived about 6 30 p.m 

It was, however, 1eported that many Zulus wore in thé 
valleys near this stronghold, and on the mght of the 20th ordas 
were issued for a 1econnaissanco to bo mado in this duection on 
the following day by the mounted Voluntoais, polico, and 
native troops. ‘The mounted Volunteers and polio, under 
Major Dartucll, were directed to proceed by the track on tho 
Ingh ground taken that day by the Goneral, while the two bat- 
tahons of the Native Contingent, unde: Commandant Lonsdal >, 
weye to work round tho sonthen sido of tho Malakata moun- 
tam and search out the valleys below. 

The latter force started at 4.30 AM. on tho 21st, tho mountod gist Jonumy 
men, about 150 strong, leaving an how Iata, both parties 
carrying 1ations for one day, Major Gossot, A.D.C, actompanied 
Major Dartnell’s fo.ce, whilo Captain Bulla, ADC, and the 
TIon. W. Drummond wont with Commandant Lonsdale and the 
infaniay. This consisted of 16 compames, eight fiom cach of 
the two native battalions, two companies of each being left in 
camp. 

tt had been ananged that 50 of tho wagons which had 
accompanied the toops shquld be sent back tu Roko’s Duft o 
bring yp mote snpphes, and tho mon who remained im camp this 
day were employed in unloading these wagons, and in picparing 
the track m font for tho next advance, 

Duwing the torenoon Lord Chelmsford went io sce a brother 
of Su'ayo, named Gamdana, who had previously submitted, and 
had been allowed to romam m his knaal near ihe Malakata 
mountain, This man was away when the Genaal anived but 
‘was sont: for, and late: in the day caine into tho camp and had 
an interview with Loid Chelmsfoid outside his tent, alter which 
he retuined to his hone 

On the morning of the 21st small party of mountod infantay 
under Lientonant Browne had been sent out to make an indo- 
pendant jeednnatasance towards the Isipexi hill They returned 
about mid-flay, .oporting that they had secon some Zulu scouts 
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and a amall paty of tho enemy, with whom they had had a 
skimsh, 

About 4 pat. Lord Cholmsford and Colonel Glyn, whon riding 
out to a luill* whee one of the most advanced vedettes was 
posted, met Majo: Gosset and Captayn Buller 1eturume trom the 
force sont out that moinmg to reconnortro and theso officers 
toported that a considerable Zulu force had been geen, and that, 
Major Dar'tnell zcquested 1emforcements to be sont to him. Lad 
Chelmsford, however, declined to accede to this requost. 

The proceedings of this icconnoitrme force faa boen as 
follows :—The two battahons of the Native Contmgent, under 
Commandant Lonsdale, proceeding noaily due south from 
Tsandhiwana, had, aftor a mai¢h of about 5 miles, reached 
the deep thorny valley of a sticam which flews beneath the 
northein side of the Malakata mountam. The contimgent was 
sent up this valloy with a battalion on each bank of the stream, 
but no Zulus being found here, Commandant [ onsdale oidered 
his men to ascond the *Ndhlazagazi range, which rises above 
this glen. The slopes of ts 1ange were also unoccupied by the 
enemy, but somo cattle weie discovered and sa yas At 
about 2PM, when the contmgent reached the level top of the 
range, the mounted mon were seon near its caslein end, and 
Lonsdale’s force moved on to join them, 

The Volunteers and police, who formed the mounted section 
of the veconnoitamg force, had loft camp about 5.80 aM, and 
had proceeded south-castwads by the Qudont forest track to 
withm about a milo of the Amangono sticam Imo the two 
parties had separated the Volunteeis, uiler Captain Shepstone, 
ascending the ’Ndlazagazi haghts to co-opeate with the 
Native Cohtingent, while Majo. Darinoll, with the polices, about 
40 or 40 stiong, advanced still furthe: along the track. This 
latter paty had ciossed the Amangene sticam when a consile.- 
able Le of the enemy was seen about a milo off, moving 
towards the north east, and this torce presently took up @ posi 
hon on the left of the 10ad along which Daatnell’s party was 
moving. Tindmg the enemy in considerable stongth, Major 
Daatnell pushed his reconnaissance no futher, but recioasing the 
Amangene, ascended the ‘Ndlazagazi1ange, whore he joied the 
Contingent aud the Voluntesis, Major Cosset, Captain Buller, 
and Mi. Drummond then iode back to camp to report to Lord 
Chelmsford, while the 1econnoitring foice 1emained on the 
eastern end of the ’Ndhlazgaz, where 16 was proposed that 1 
should bivouack that night, 

Blankets and provisions wero sent out fom camp on pack 
horses, in charge of a small party of mounted infantiy, and 
these avitved af the hivanack jnst hefore dark, 

From the bivouack there wag a clear view over the hills to 
the eastward, and the number of Zulus seen here at sunset was 
80 large that Major Dartnell sent in a note to the camp, stating” 
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that he and Commandant Lonsdale did not consider the force at 
thet disposal sufficient to attack, and iequesting that a rein- 
forcement of two or thee companies of the 24th mght be sent 
out to them next mommng 

This note was recerved by Major Clery, Stafk Offem to 
Colonel Glyn, at 1.30 A.M. on fio mornmg of the 22nd January, 
and Loid Chelmsford on hearing its contonts, gave orcers that 
the mounted infantry, with four puns of Harnosas Battery, six 
companies of the 2 P bath Regiment, and tho Native Pioneas, 
should march out at once in support of the troops who were on 
the ’Ndhlazagazi range. 

The wagons which had boen unloated on tho 21st wore to 
have returned to Rorke’s Dnift ths day, but the oders on this 
head were now countermanded, as the force remaming was too 
small +6 fiuimsh the necessay escort. 

The toops above montioncd paiaded unde Colonel Glyn 
before dayneak. Tho men were in hght maiching o1doy, with- 
out gréat coats or blankets, and cach cained one day’s cooked 
rations and 70 rounds of amuauttion, The force moved off 
Seed A Aoi, and was accompamed by Lord Chelnsford aud his 

taf, 

The troops left m camp consisted of 30 mounted infantry for 
vedettes, about 80 mounted Voluntoors a 1d Police, two guns, and 
70 men Royal Autillery, five companies 1 | 24th Regiment, one 
company 2 | 24th, two compames 1 | 8rd Natal Native Contin- 
gent, two companies 2 8rd Natal Natrve Contingont, and 10 
Native Pionecs, 

Bofore leaving, Lord Chelmsford sont oidas to Colonel 
Dunford, R E., who was at Roiko’s Duift, to advanco at onco to 
Tsandhlwana with all his mounted men and the rocket Buttory, 
and as senior office: to take command of tho camp. This, dl 
his anival, was loft m charge of Licu.onant-Colonel Pullome, 
2 ath Regimont, who 1ecoived ordois in wing to the offect 
that, m tho absence of tho force then startmg, tho cavalry 
vedettes were to be kept fo advanced, but the lno of infantry 
outposis to be ciawn in closer, and thataf attacked he was to 
act on the defensive. A wagon loaded with ammunition was to 
he kopt ready to follow the forao maiching out, in case they 
should be aoriously engaged. 7 





After the depaitme of the column ncthmg unusial oceured 
in camp till about 8 A, whou a report was sont in by a few 
mounted men posted some 2,000 yards to the noith,* that a 
body of the enomy was m sight approaching from the north- 
east, 

On this the troops were got under aims, and dawn up in 
front of the camp, facing in fo chrechon from which the onomy 
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was reported to be coming, a mounted man being sent off with 
a nief despatch to acquaint Lod Chelmsford of the oicum~ 
stance, 

Fiom the camp no Zulus were vimble till about 9 AM, when 
a small number weie seen on the crest of the hills,* apparently 
coming fiom the direction reporter, These withciew almost 
mumediately, aud about the same time the party on the heights 
sent m woid that the cnemy wero in thieo columns, of which 
two were 1ething and that the thnd had passed out of sight, 
moving mm a noth westerly dnection. 

Colonel Durnford, R E. who commanded No; 2 Column, had 
on the 11th January ieceived dnections fiom Lord Chelmsford 
that on the advance of Colone! Glyn’s column he was to move 
lus mounted force and rocket battery,f with one battahon of the 
Native Contmgent, to the neighbourhood of Roike’s Drift, and 
that he was to be prepared to follow the centre column with the 
1ocket battery ee mounted men, 

On the might of the 21st, therefore, Colonel Durnfoid, with 
five troops mounted Basutos, the 1ocket battery, and two com- 

anies 1 Ist Natal Native Contingent wee encamped on the 
eft bank of the Buffalo at Roke’s Duift, having crossed the 
rivei on the 20th. 

At about 6 AM. on the morning of the 22nd January, Liou< 
tenant Smith-Dorrien conveyed to Colonel Dunford Lord 
Chelméford’s ordaa to advance immediately to Tsandhiwana, and 
at 7.30 A.M the force moved off, accompanied by 10 wagons, 

About 10 am Coloncl Dunfoid airved at Teondhiwea, 
where ho found the troops still diawn up under arma, Tle thi 
took over command of the camp from Coloiel Pulloine, who 

ave hia a verbal statemefft of the number of tho troops, and of 
fhe otders he had recerved, 

On leainmg that a foice of Zulus had boen seen on the left 
front of the camp an hour previously, Colonel Durmfoid sont 
back one tivop of Ins mounted natives to protect lis wagons, 
which were following in 1¢ar, and despatched two troopst to the 
haghts on the lett flank to reconnottie, while he limeclf ad- 
vanced into the plam m font with the remamng two tioops of 
mounted natives, the 1ocket battery, and one company of the 
1 | ist Natal Native Contingent This party hs appems to have 
wished to be increased by- two companies of Ais 94th, but 
Colonel Pulleine strongly represented that th2 instructions, as 
conceived by lum, did not wanant such a step, Colonel Dun- 
ford, therefore, only took with him that poition of ius own force 
which is mentioned above,

Before siartmg Colonel Dwnford ordercd a company of the 
1 24th (Lientenant Cavaye’s) 1o move to the hughts somo 
1,500 yaids north of the camp, and about the samo time the rest 
of the troops who had been drawn 1p 1ctuned to thew private 
parades, and were broken off 

At 12 o’elock, when Colonel Durnford and lis paity wei 120 noon 
still absent in front, and the trogps m camp weie engaged m 
prepazing for dinner, fomg was heard fiom the Ini whee 
Livutenant Cavaye’s company had been posted. 

Tt appears that Licutenant Raw’s tioop of Basutos, which 
had been sent out to reconnortre on the high ground north of 
the camp, had, after gomg some 3 or 4 mules, come on a had 

,of cattle which they had followed over a small 1smg giound, 
From the top of this they had seon the Zulu amy about 
a mule off advancmg mm hne, and extending towards its left: 
Captain Geoige Shepstone and a Mi. Hama, who had gone out 
with Tneutenant Raw, had udden back to the camp to report 
the presence of this large foice, while tho tioop of Basutos fell 
back'befoe the enemy, 

An open yalloy hes to the north of tho range, along which 
this troop was retring, and while the bulk of the Zulu amy was 
advancing diect on Caaidibvase, its 1ight horn was pushing up 
towards the head of this valley. Crossmg the neck by w! ah 
the hills immediately novth of Isandhlwana me umted to the 
main ’Neutu iange, this ght hoin began to doscend into the 
valley to the westwaid, and soon came wider tho fio of 
Cayaye’s company, which was on the 1idgo oveloolang thig 
valley. The Zulus, however, did not turn aside to attack tho 
company ; but passing its front at a d stance of about 800 yaids 
streamed onwards m loose order +) carry out then ‘usual 
encircling: movement 

When the information reached the camp the troops again 
fell in, and Captaim Mostyn’s company of tho1 24th was sent 
out to support Lieutenant Cavaye. On reaching the haghts 
Captain Mostyn extended his men along the crest between the 
main portion of Lieutenant Cayaye’s company, and a section* 
which that officer had dotached some 500 yards to his loft. On 
Cavaye’s right a company of the Native Contmgout which had 
prived on the heights about the same time as Captain Mostyn’s, 
prolonged the hne, while still further in this dnuecuion the 
mounted Basutos were descending from the range: 

About five minutus ufter Captain Mostyu’s VUunIpeLy lad 12 26 rit, 
‘oined Lieutenant Cavaye's, odes were received that the troops 
n the heights were to retire slowly as the enemy appeared to 
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be threatenmg the front of the camp Tus retreat waa carried 
out in good oder, and a fiosh lme was formed facing tho 
heights, and about 400 yads fiom them, the two companics of 
the 1 | 24th bemg supported by a thd (Captain Younghus- 
bands), which was chawn up m échelon on their left, and lie 
thom m catended oder. 

Tho company of tho Native Contingent which had beon 
cn Cavayes ught appoars to have been that dotailod by the 
2nd Battahon Natal Natrve Contmgont for piquot duty, and it 
would seem that when the troops lett the heights this company 
joined the piquet furnished by the Ist Battalion Natal Native 
Contingent, which at this timo was on tho low ground to the 
loft front of the camp, 

Tn the meantime Colonel Durnford, with Captain Davies’ and 
Captain Hendorsons troops of Basutos, had pushed on across 
the plain in fiont of the camp, outstipping the tocket battay 
and its escort of the Native Contmgont which followed him as 
fast as the difficulties of the ground would permnt, 

Afte: passing a small pomted Inll on the loft front of tho 
camp Colonel Durnford’s paity, hearmg to then left, asconded 
the ndge, and advanced more than a mile beyond it, Tere a 
message biought by two Caabincers, was 1ecerved to tho effect 
that a large Zulu force was close by, and was trymg to sutround 
the party. Shortly aftarwaids the enemy came in sight, and a 
retreat on the camp was oidaied. This was carried out pteadily, 
firo being maintamed by altemato troops, and alter a distance 
of about 2 miles had been traversed they came on all that 
remained of the rocket battery. 

When this, followmg Colonel Durnford, had got about 
8 miles from the camp a Carabmecr had beon met who had 
repoited that the Basutos* were heavily engaged on the futher 
side of the ridge, and had offeicd to pomt out a short ent, by 
which tho battery mmght jom them, Almost at the same tine a 
large number of Zulus had appeared on this ndgo, and a rocleet 
had_been fired at them, but a paity of the enemy, issning 
suddenly fiom a ravine 00 yards off, had iopliod with a volloy 
which had fughtened the mulos, and had led to tho retreat of 
the native escort, 

The Zulus now rushing in, a hand to hand fizht onsued, in 
which Majo: Russell R.A. who commanded tho battery, 5 of 
the § men and the mule chivers were killed, 'Tlus strugglo waa 
still going on when Colonel Dmnfoids party approached, ani 
on this the Zulus withdiew, 

Tins party continued its retreat on the camp, haltmp and 
opening fire whee the ground was favouable, end making a 
detormmed stand at the watercomse iu fiont of the ¢ump, where 
ticy were supported by those of the mounted infantry and 
Volunteera who hed remained beLind when tho column had 
maiched out that moining, 
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The two guns of N | 5 R.A, with thew detachments turnod 22nd Tmaary 
out along with the other troops at 12 o'clock, and camo intc 18% 
action on the left of the camp, and about 400 yards from it. 

Fiom this point a largo hoy of Zulus was secon advancing, and 

fhe was mmediately opencd on tiem at aiange of about 3,400 

yards. A force was also reportod on tho ught flank and ono of 1210 par. 
the guns was presontly moved a iow hundred yds i this 3226 rx 
direction, but was afterwards lnought back to its ongmal 
position, 

When the troops turned out at 12 o’clock two companies of 
the 1 | 24th were sent, as aheady mentioned, to the support of 
Lioutenant Cavaye. The remaining two compantes of the 
1 24th were also sent to the left of the camp, and formed up 
in skumishing oder near the guns which weie already in 
action. 

Lieutenant Pope’s company of the 2 | 24th, which, having 
come off piquet that moining, had vot marched out with the 
rest of the battalion, puaded along with the compames of the 
1| 24th at noon. This company appears to have been sent 
direct to the fiont, and to have been drawn up in extonded 
order near the wagon track. 

It would seem that the same ropoit of Zulus threatening tho 
right, which caused the gun to be moved towmads that flank, lod 
also to the right company of the 1 | 24th bemg oxtended in 
this direction, tall it approached the loft of Lieutenants Popo's 120 rat 
company. 

n. this portion of tho field, owing to the Zulu advanco 

being ictaided by the mounted men, tho prossmo was as yot 
less severely felt than on tho left, wha the onemy descending 
from the heights which they had «ceupted on the withdiawal of 
Mostyn’s and Cavaye’s companies, soon toreed the defenders to 
fall back still furtha, and to take up a fresh position within 
about 800 yards of the camp. This movemont, while tending to 49? ¥ 
unite the two portions of the force, had tho effect of leaving the 
Native Contingent in a somewhat advanced position at the 
salient of the dofenstve lino, which now fo1med two neaily con- 
tinuous faces, one towards the north, and the other towards the 
east. ‘The troops thus engaged weie exclusively occupied with 
the onemy’s forces m thei immediato front, and, so far as 
can be ascertained, occupied the following positions about 
1p, 

On the left, facing the north, Younghusband’s, Moslyn’s, and 
Cavayo's companics were extended in the ada named, The 
two companies of the Native Contmgont were on Cavayo's right 
front, and near them were the guns, irmg towada the cast. ‘Io 
the right of the guns, one company of the 1 24th m oxionded 
orde: faced the east, and the remaming company of the 1, 24th 
was stretched over the space betweon is and Liontonant 
Pope's, which formed the right of the infanty Ime at the wagon 
faack, Beyond this, and some distance m advance, was a force 
of mounted men, compared of those loft behind in camp, and of 
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tena Januny, those who had been ont m front with Colonel Durnford The 
Hee

remauder of the Native Contmgent was diawn ip somewhat in 
tear ot the defensive linc, aud was to havo beon employed to 
pmsue tho cuemy when iccoilmg fiom the attack, which (fol- 
ine tho expenence of previous Kaffir wailarc) be was to be 
encomagedio make. 

The camp itself was in no 1espect prepaicd for defence. 
The tents were still standing as they had been lett when tho 
iroops had maichcd out that moimng, and weie oecuped by 
officers’ scivants, bandsmen, cloiks, and non-combatants, who 
werd entiicly unconscious of danger. The 50 wagons which 
were to have gone back to Roike’s Drift, had been diawn u 
the evening befoe in thice lmes on the neck, between the track 
and the Isaudhlwane hill, and were still m the same position, 
The rest of the wagons were mica: of the camps of the corps 
to which they weie attached The oxen, having been collected 
for safety when the Zulus were first seen neai the camp, were 
with the wagons, and, owing to a mistake on tho pait of the 
native diiveis, many weie regularly yoked in mstcad of bemg 
merely tied up to the wagons as ordercd 

Meanwhile the advance of the Zulus was contmucd steadily, 
and without check o halt. Moving fiom the noith cast in 
loose but deep formation of hoiseshoe shape, their loft hon was 
directed towards the ight of the Bitashs boy while then uphti 
was descending the valley at the back of the Isandhlwana hill, 
and then cential mass was amcd directly at the camp 

The onomous force of then adversaries cou now bo 
reakisod by tho defendas of tho comp ‘These extended ma 
long: thin tine,* saw themselves outaumbered wb mt six to onet 
by an enemy who pressed forwad fiom all sides, ream dloss 
of the heaviest losses Soon after 1 P.M. the Loomost 2nks of 
the Zulus had got withm some 200 yards of the mon of the 
Native Contmgent who thon twned and fled 

A gap m the line was thus loft, mto which a mass of Zulus 
pomod, and in an instant all was confusion, Before Mostyn’s 
and Cavayes compames of the 24th, which wero oxtended on 
the left, had time to 1ally, or even to fix bayoneis, the Zulus 
were among them, and slaughtered them to a man. Oaptam 
Younghusband’s company, which was on the extreme loft, 
succeeded, however, in retreating and eventually gamed a soil 
ot ledge or teirace on the southern side of tho Tsandhhvane 


The two guns, after discharging a few rounds of case into 
the dense advancing mass of the enemy, limbeied up and retired 
towards the camp. This was already m, the hancs of the Zulus, 
who had come up fiom the west, and before 1t was tiaversed 
nearly every gunner had fallen stabbed by assepaia 

On reaching the neck the track to Rorke’s Dnifl was found

to be completely blocked by the enemy, and an attempt waa 22rd Jammy, 
made to take the guns ove: the ough and 10cky pound to the" 
southward, whee a space, as yet unoccupied by the Zulus, 

seemed to offer a hope of escape to the numerous fugitives now 

hastenmg m tlis duection. Most of these fugitives were 

enthely ignoiant of the countiy though which they weie 

seeking to make thei way, and nunbeis were overtaken and 
massacied by the pursumg Zulus, who, exceptionally fect of 

foot, were ablo on such rough g ound fo outstip even horsemen, 

The guns did not get far, About 800 yards from the neck, 
a deep watercomse was reached, which proved mmpassablo for 
vehicles, and hoe dives and hoses weic assegaied, two 
officers and a scigeant alone escaping.* 

The route taken by the majouty of the fugitives was along 
ths watercourse, and hence to a pomt on the Buffalo, distass 
somethmg over 4 miles from tho camp, Tho Zulus, howevor, 
pursued so hotly that no dismounted European succecded in 
traversing more than half this distance, and of those hoisemen 
who icached the 11ver many wee diowned in trying to cross, 
and many weie slain on its banks. The few who smuviyed 
struggled on to Helpmakaar, 

f the conflict in and around the camp, but little trustworthy 
information exists. Io. a short time after the defensive lmo 
was broken, men fought hand-to-hand among the tents. The 
only compames which appear to havo mado any organised 
resistance were Captam Younghusband’s and the two on tho 
night, which 1allred, aud were joined by men of other companivs 
and corps. ‘Tho formei, on the tenace below the Tsandhhwana 
hill, and the two latter near the camp of the 1 24th, held thew 
sound in compact bodies, till, their ammunition being expended, 
they were overpowered, and dicd where they stood. 

Colonel Durnfoid on lus retin to the naighbomhooid of tho 
camp appears to have 1emamed near the mounted men, who, by 
holding the watercourse on the cxtome ight, were keeping the 
Zulus at bay. These, howeva, findmg a dneet advanca 
or ees extended to them left, and crossing the watcrcomse 
still lower down ontilanked the mounted men, and thycatened 
to cut off thew ietreat, On this it would secm that Colonel 
Durnford determined that the forces under his command should 
adopt a more compact formation, and that with ths objcot ho 
ordered the “Retire ’ to be sounded, This was done, and the 
time of 1ts occmyence appears to have beon just previous to the 
yush of the Zulus, which penetiated the dofenmye line, 

The troopers, whose hoses had been unde: covor im the 
‘watercourso, rode back some 1,500 yards, and took up a fresh 
position on the castein slope of the neck of land before men- 
tioned, over which a stieam of fugitrves murt now have ban 
hastening. But the stony koppie to the south was aheady in

By 2 pt the only survivors of the force which had ocoupied 
the camp were those who wore endcavoming to make good 
thei escape to the Buffalo.t 





As already mentioned, the column fo. the suppoit of Dart- 
nell and Lonsdale left the Isandhlwana camp at 4 AM, on the 
22nd January, Loid Cholmsford and his Stafl pushed on ahead, 
aud about 6 a.M. arnved at the place where the Native Contin

othe: men that I didn't know Wo rinsacked the camp and took aw vy ovorythi g 
that we could inke, wo bioke up the ammunition boxes and took owt ul the 
caitridges Wo piaclisod o grent dual at om baal with tho uflos and ammnunitio 1. 
Lots ot us had got the samo soit of uflo that tho soldira used, having bought 
tem in ovr countiy, but somo did not know how to use them, and hid to be shown 
by those who cid.”

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gent and tho Caiabineas hid bivonacked, These had passed 22nd January, 
the mght undisturbed except by a pame which had occoned 

among tho natives, and which had iesulied m some of them 

bemg inyjwed by thei comades. 

Tho mounted portion of this outlying force was now sent off 
mndei Major Daatnell towards the left of the encmy’s position ; 
while the Native Contmgcnt was ordered to descond into the 
valley and move against the hulls to the noith east, on which the 
Zulus had been seen in force the evening befoie, 

An oider was at, the same time issued fo. the mounted in- 
fantry of Colonel Glyn’s column under Licntenant Colonel* J C. 
Russell, 12th Lancas, to move 10und a hill on ther left font, 
while the aitillery and 2 24th were to continue their advance 
YF tho track, This order was 1ecerved by Colonel Glyn about 
6.30 AL and was acted on. 6,80 AM. 

The two battahons of the Native Contingent, having been 7.80 as. 
formed m hne on the plain, were sent up the Inlls m font, while 
Colonel Glyn, movmg Ins column eastwards mm support of this 
force was now on 1s loft 10ar, and to the noith of the tack 
which he had heen followmg The giom d here, however, was 
found to be much mtersected by waicicomses, and the delays 
occasioned by makmg these passable for artiller i rendered tho 
progiess of the column so slow that Colonel Glyn evontually 
moved on without the guns, which were left to follow with two 
compames of the 2 | 24th detached as an escort. 

‘ne hills ascended by the Native Contingent were found to 
be unocoupied, but Major Daitnell’s force which had moved go 4x 
round behind these heights came on a numbei of Matyana’s 
tube, and lnlled some 30 of them; while many moic who had 
taken Se m cayes and among tho 10cks were altorwards 
despatched by the Native Conimgent, who, on icaching the 
spot, worked through those hidmg places 

All effots to reach the main ae of the Zulus, however, 
proved fruitless, as they constantly fell hs elk from rango to range 
in a north-easterly direction, abandoning very shong positions 
without fing a shot, and showmg that thoy had no intention of go tp 90a3t 
waiting to be attacked. 

At 9.80 AM., soon after Lord Chelmafoid and lus staff had 990 am. 
halted for bieakfast, a messenger attved from the camp with 
Colonel Pulloine’s 1eport referred to on page 82. ‘Ts noto ran 
as follows: “Staif Bificer —Repait just como in that the Zulus 
are advancing in force fiom loft front of the camp, 

(Signed) EH B, Puucivn, 
8.5 AM. Licutenant-Colonol. 
“Received 9.80—22/1/79. (Signed) II. Py’ 


Lod Chelmsford 1eceived this note fiom Majo: Clery, and in 
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consequence of the intelligonce it contained, sent Liontenant 
Milne, R.N., to a jill from which the camp was waible, with 
oidois to oxamine it with his {olescope and to report : 

Soon afterwards the 1 31d Natal Native Contingent arrived 
at the place whoie the Hoad-quarters Staff lad halted, and this 
hattahian was oidered to march back to the Tsandhlwana camp, 
exammmg on the way the dongas which intosected the open 
country m front of that camp. 

Laeutenant Milne on ieaching the top of the hill, was unable 
to detect any sign of the Zulus ieported by Colonel Pulleine as 
advancing on the camp, and announced to Lord Chelmsford by 
flag etal that the cattle had been driven in close to the tents, 
tus bemg the only point which appcared to require notice. 
After 1emaming on the hill for an hour and a half, Licutenant 
Milne 1ojomed Loid Chelmsford, without having ascertamed 
anythmg fut ther, : 

Almost simultancously with the depaitwe of tho Native 
Contingent, o1dois wore sent to Licutenant-Colonol Harness, R.A., 
who was some distance m rem, that he was to abandon his 
attempts to advance, and was to make his way w.th his guns 
and then escort to the Amangone valley, where 1t waa mtencdod 
that a new camp should be formed, 

As this new camp was to be occupied at once Wy the greator 
potion of the force which had accompamed Lerd Chelmsford, 
Captain Alan Gardner, who, with Major Stuart Smith and some 
other officers, loft the column about 10.80 A.w, was the bearor 
of an oider for tho requisite tents, &e,, to bo sent out from 
Isqndhiwana,* 

At about 1145 a.m. Lord Chelmsford remonntod and mo- 
seeded over the high ground to the place whore the action with 
Matyana’s peaple fad taken place, On arrrvmg hore at about 
12 30 pat, the ongagement was over, but the Native Contingent 
were still searching the cavos and bioken ground Load Cholms~ 
fod thon moved or to the Anangone valley, and pointed out 
the position whero the now camp was to be formod 

deutenant-Colonel Haness, RA, on iecervmg the order 
mentioned above, tuned round, and having 1egained the Qudeni 
fo.est 7 ies proceeded along it towards the new camping- 
groun 

About noon he halted his force on a ridge where this tack 
begins to duscend into the Amangene valley, and half an hour 
lati while thus halted, it was noticed by some of the party that,

Theutenant-Colonel Pulleine also replied to the order, his note being addressed 
to “ the Steff Officer — “ Hoary finng to loft of our onmp ; cannot move ona ni 
present (Signed) H B Puileine, Inoutenant Colonel ’ (This note appems to Haye 
been dehiyoyad tg Lo,d Chelmsford, probably about the samo hour as the fo:mor,) 
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the two guns left bohind at Isandhlwana woo fiing, but this 22nd Jom ay 
floes not seem to have caused uneasmcss or alam Tiom the 187 

spot where [ainess's paity was halted, the camp self could not 

be seen, but the pround to the nortlrvaid where the guns had 

come into action lay faiily visible with field glaasos, the distance 

bemg about 9 miles * 

Soon aftor noticing the guns fumg a luge body of natives, 1245 vx 
recognised as belongig to tho Native Contmgeont was observed 
in the low ground, diectly between Licui cnant-Colonel Tai ncss's 
party and the camp. Tom this body a mounted man was seen 
hastening and Captam Church, commanding one of the com- 
pames of the 2 24th, 10de towaids him on_an aitillery horse, 
accompanied by a sergeant of the battery. Caplam Church on 
his return about half an hom lata, .2pated that this mounted 116 ras, 
man was an officer{ of the 1 3rd Natal Native Contingent, who 
was beumg the followmg message from Commandant Biowne: 

“Por God’s sake come with all your mon; the camp is sm- 
1ounded and will be takon unless helped.” 

Major Gosset, AD.C., was present when Captain Chinch 
brought this information, and a Lacutenant Colonel Harness 
aeciiod, in consequence of it, to move towards Isandhlwana, 

Major Gosset rode back again to acquamt Lad Chelmsford, 
accompanied by an officer of tho battcry.t 

Loid Chelmsfoid had reached the sito of the now camp ir 
the Amangeno valley about 1 Pa, and very soon aftor his 101 
aival here had recerved a report from a native that Zulus wero 
near the Isandbhvana camp, and that heavy fimg was gomg 
on. On this Loid Cholmsford and his Staif had iralle pped up to 
a lull from which the Isandhlwana camp was Saihl Ane on. 116 Past, 
socing with thow field glassos that ihe tents wero standmg and 
that all was appaiontly quict, had concluded that this report 
and a similar one which had pioviously beon 1cceived from 
anothor native source were alike unfounded. 

The height from which Lord Chelmsford was oxamming th 
camp was within half a mie of the spot whoro the guns had 
been halted, and the report of [lainess s movement which Majo 
Gosset carited, 1eached the Genoral at this placo. 

On receiving this report Lord Chelmstoid gave odas fo 
Licutenant-Colonel Hainess to retrace lis steps and movo as 125 ra. 
previously arranged to the new camping ground by tho Amau- 
gene river, This order was carried by Major Gosset, who over- 
took Iarness’s party after they had gone about a milo anda half, 145 rar 
and m accordance with it they turned back. 

At about 2.0 pa, Lod Chelmsfmd stated to 1ctum to 202m. 
Tsandhiwana, accompanied by the mounted Voluntoors, and had 
not gone far when he met Lieutenait-Colonel Russell. This

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22nd Jonumy, officer, having been detached early on the day with the mou ited 
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infantry to cxplore the valleys near the Isipezi Inll, had found 
this lutl occupied in force by the enemy. 

No colhwion, however, had occured, and the party, alto 
tiaveismg these valleys dmmg the foronoon, halted and off- 
saddled between 12 and Lo’clock. About 115 pa. a mounted 
Eutopean of the Native Contingent aiuved at thew halumg 
place, and stated that ho had been sent to toll the General that 
the camp was attacked 

At this time tt was not known wheie Loid Chelmsford was, 
as he had not been with this paity smce the ealy pat of the 
day, and efforts weic made to find lim, but without success, 
As some of the mounted infantry stvled that they had seen the 
guns in camp firme, and as a second mounted Dmopean bearing 
a message simula to the first was met about this tune, Lieutonant- 
Colonel Russell moved is paty to a pomt near the track to 
Tsandblwana, with the view of jommg the 1cmamda of the 
fo.ce which he presumed would now move in that dicction, 
Leaving the mounted infantiy hee, he pushed on to find the 
General, and on the way mot Ilarnoss’s paity marching towards 
Tsandhlwane, in consequence of the message conveyed by Cap- 
tain Develin 

After 2 eonversahon with Tientenant Crlonol Ila.ness, 
Russell moved on, and about @ oule fmthea met Lod Chelms- 
foid with the mounted Voluntecis, proceeding lcismoly towards 
Tsandhlwana, On a report being now mule of the pm port of 
the messages received fiom tho Native Contingent, no uncasiness 
was caused, as the camp had been secu withm the last half- 
hour to all appeaance uncistmbed ae p41). It was con- 
aidoied that if any small bodics of Zulus should be oncountered 
on the way to Isandhlwana, the mounted toc ps accompanying: 
Lad Cholmstoid would be quite sufliacnt to dive thom off 
Russell turncd ag un towards leandhisrana with dhe Genaal and 
lus Staff, and very soon alter wards Harness and lis party were 
met, 1eacing thei stops as montioned abovo, and moving m 
the dnection of the new eump, When the Genetal anivod at 
the spot where the mounted infantry wore chawn up, these 
jomed the Voluntess, aud the fo1co moved slowly towards 

saudhhvana. 

At about 2.80 pa. Lord Chelmsford camo up with QGom- 
rset Browne's battalion of the Native Contingont, halted in 
yont, 

The proceedings of this battahon, which had beon o1dored 
back at 10 Aa, had been as follows: Shortly alter loaving the 
General, a Zulu scout had been captmed, tram whom it was 
ascertamed that an attack on the Isandhlwana camp was con- 
templated, On this, Commundant Biowne, sendmg back an 
office.*® to form Lod Chelmsford, moved his battalion forwmd 
with the design of 1einforcmg the defendeis of the camp, Aftor 
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advancing about 8 miles, it could be seon that the attack had 22n@ January 
commenced, and that the guns had cpened fie. A sergeant* 187 
svas now sent to report the stato of affairs, and as a large number 12° noon. 
of Zulus were seen m front, Commandant Browne decided to 
withdraw lus battalion, and retuned towaids his Icft rea. The 
battalion thus 1eached the position where it was seen by Lien- 1245 ec 
tenant-Colonel larnoss’s party, and it was fiom hese that Captain 
Dovelin was despatched to give any Staff Ofhcer he could moot 
tho incssage: “Tur God's rake, come Lack, the camp 1s sur- 
rounded, and things, I fea, are gomg badly.’t 

Somewhat late: the mounted infantry came in sight, and 
Commandant Browne scent away another messenger, beaing a 
wiitten memorandum to the effect that “ there was a lage force 
of the enemy between bin and the camp,” 

This notet was 1eceived by Lientenant-Colonol Russell as 
he was escoitmg Lord Chelmsford back to Isandhlwana, and 
was communicated to the General, who, bemg ontuely* uncon- 
scious of the disaster which had happened: regarded the report 
merely as an oxplanation of the halt of tho Native Contingent. 
This was now oidcied to advance immediately, and its march 
towmuds tho camp was iesumed, Lad Chelmsford with the 
mounted men loadmg the way. 

At about 8.80 vat,§ when the united force had 1eached a, 8.80 1 at, 
point some 5 miles fiom Isandhlwan., a solitary horseman was 
met, 

This proved to be Commandant Lonsdalo, who, in oide. to 
make some arrangements about lus mens rations, had returnod 
eailier than tho Goucial, and had reached the camp at Isand- 
hiwana soon after 2 pM, Ridmg ou unsuspectingly, he had 
got withm 10 yards of tho tonts when ho was fired at, and had 
then i1ccognised that all tho men m icd tunics whom he saw 
about hm woe Zulus, aud that the camp was entirely in the 
enemy's hands. Luinmg his pony away with somo difficuliy, 
he foitunately escaped untouched by the bullets which wore 
aimgd at him, and was thus able to biing this news to Lord 
Chelmsford, 

Orders were now sent back fo1 Colonel Glyn’s toops at the 
bivonack to march for Isandhhwana forthwith, and the Gonoral

havmg formod tha native battalion in tno, with tho mounted 
mon on cach flank, continued tho adyance towards Isandhlwana 
for about 2 mules, 

TIore the force halted behind a 1dgc, which concoaled 1 
fiom tho camp, and the mounted infanty weie sent forward {o 
rccomnatie, ‘The report which thoy brought m about an how 
later, was thet Zulus to the number of mary thousands were in 
occupation of the camp 

Colonel Glyn had received the o1de1 to movo to Isandhiwana 
at 4,5 PM, and the maich had been cammenecd with as little 
dalay as possible, 

At 6.10 pat. his force came up with Lord Chelmsfoid, who 
then, sending out the mounted men in front, formed the colnmn 
with tho guns in the centie, thee compames of the 2 24th on 
eithor side of them, and the nitives on the flanks, and gave the 
order to advance, 

It was about 630 P.at, when the advance was rested, and 
at 7.0 PM, when the sun sot, the camp was still some 2 mics 
chstant, Dayhght rapidly faded, and about 7.45 pa, whon tho 
column was withm half a mile of Isandhlyvana, daikness com~ 
pleicly covered the camp, Meroly the black outhne of the hills 
was visible and on the crests of those to tho northward pai ties 
of Zulus could be secn against the sky. 

The colunm was now halted and a fire of shiapnel was 
opened by the aitillcry against the neck south of tho Tsand- 
hiwana hull, over sand the 10rd to Rorko’s Duft passes. ‘To 
this no reply was made and tho tioaps then advanced to within 
800 yads of the neck, on which fie was again oponed, while 
three companies of the 2 24th under Major Black were sout 
forwaid with ordas to see the koppio to the south of it, This 
was done without opposion wad thon the 1emamder of tho 
column moved forward though the camp, which was silont and 
deserted, 

Tt was now 8380 Pat and quifo dark, go the troops halt ad 
and bivouacked on the neck, Major Black and Ins throo gomn- 
pames remainmg on the koppie. 

At about 4 A.M. on the following moanmg tho colitmn started 
for Rouke’s Drift. 


When the centre column advanced on tho 20th January, ono 
company of the 2 24th Regimont, under Lieutenant Dai 
head, had been left at Rorke’s Dnnft to gid the ponts, some 
sick, anda ceilam amdunt of stoics, On a 1ocky taiace, on 
the Natal sido of the Buffalo about a mle from the grossing. 
place, stood two stone buildings, with thatched 100fs, belonging 
to a Swedish mission station. The company of the 241h was 
encamped close to these buildings, of which the oastom, for 
merly tho chuch, was now converted mlo a stoichouse, while 
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the other, which had beon the missionary’s dwelling, formed the 22nd Tanumy, 
hospital, 180. 

‘A force of natiye troops, under Colonel Dmufod, had 
arrived at Rorkes Drift on the 20th; but on tho removal of the 
gieate: pat of them to Isandhiwana on the moining of the 
22nd, the defence of tho post it Rurke’s Diift was loft to tas 
one company of the 2 | 24th and a detachment of the Natal 
Native Contmgent, 

The nemost troops were tw) companics of the 1 24th at 
Pelpmalee 10 miles distant; and at 2 Pat on the 29nd Major 
Spaldmg, D.A.Q.M G, who was m chaige of ts pat of tho 
Ine of commuuecations, 10de over to that place to bing up one 
of these companies to reinforce the mall gaiison at Rorke's 
Dyrift.* : 

When Major Spalding left, tho command at Roike’s Drift 
devolved on Lieutenant Chad, RE. This officer at 3.15 pat 
wag watchmg the ponts at the river, whon Lieutenant Adondorft 
and a Carabinee: galloped up from the direction of Isandhlwana, 
aud informed him of the Hnastn which had happened there, 
The Carabineer was sont on with the news to Helpmakaa and 
the two officers hastenod to the military post, where preparations 
fo defence had already been commenced by Lieutenant Brom- 
head, in consequence of a repoit bought in by a man of the 
mounted infantry. These preparations consisted in stukmg tho 
tents, bairicading, and booker the siorchouse and hospital, 
and in connecting these two buildmgs, which at their nemest 
points were about 30 yaids apart, by a pmapet. Materials for 
this woio fortunately at hand’ iu tho bags full of Inthan coin 
which formed part of the commissauat stores, and with these 
and a fow wagons a dofensible hne was foumed, The pont guard 
was called im, all the men avai able were told off to then 1¢- 
spective posts, and the work of building the parapot was pro- 
ceeded with as rapidly as possible Soon afta 4 pM, famg was 
heard to the south, and the enomy wore ieported to be cluso at 
hand, upon which the detachmont of the Native Contingent, 
who wero within the post, quitted it with their officor, The 
gairison was nowieduced to the company of the 2 24th, about 
80 strong, and some men of other corps, the total number within 
the post being 139, of whom 85 wore sick in hospital. The 
length of parapet to be defended was too great tor this dimi- 
nishod gaison, and Licutenant Chard at ones commenced an 
inner rebronchment, forming a parapet of biscut, boxes acioss 
the larger encloswe, ‘Tus was only two boxes high whon tho 
enemy, who had crossed the river below Roiko's Dut, advanced 
on the post, The follownig is Licutcnant Chard’s dcscrrption of 
the stiuggle which ensued :— 

“About 4.80 Pan 500 o1 600 of the cuemy came in sight 
round fhe full to om south, and advanced at a 1m against the

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south wall, They were mot by a woll-sustained fire, but not- 
withstanding their heavy loss, continued to advance to withm 
50 yards of tho wall whoie thoy met with such a hoavy fie fiom 
the wall and cioss-fire hom tho store, that they wae checked, 
but tacing advantago of the cover afforded »y the cookhouse, 
ovens, &., kept up ae heavy fue ‘Tho greater number, however, 
without stopping, moved to the lett, around the hospital, and 
mado ainsh ab om north-west wall of mealic bags, but afta a 
shat but despaate stiuggle wore duven back with heavy loss 
mto the bush around the wok. 

«The mam body of the onemy were close behmd, and had 
ined the ledge of 10ck and caves oveilooking us, about 
400 yaids to our south, hom whee they kept up a constant 
fire, and, advanemg somewhit moic to then left than the fist 
attack, occupied the garden, hollow 1vad, and bush m great 
force. 

‘ Taking advantage of the bush, which wo had not timo to 
cut down, the enemy were ablo to advance undor cover close to 
om wal, and m this part soon held ono side of the wall, while 
wo held the other <A smies of desperate assaults woo made, 
extonding fiom tho hospital, along the wall, as far as tho bush 
reached; but cach was most splendidly met and repulsed by our 
men wit 1 the bayonot, Corporal Schicss, Natal Native Contingent, 
geally distmguishing himself by his conspicuous gallantry 

“The fire tom the rocks behind us, though badly rected, 
took us completely in 1evuac, and was so hoavy that wo suffered 
vay seveicly and aboul 6 PM wore forced to 1ctive beltind tho 
robrenchment of biseurt boxes 

“All this tine the onomy had been attempting to force the 
hospital, and sho tly aftor sot fire to its roof 

«Tho ganiison of tho hosp tal defended. it, 100m by room, 
bringing out all the sick who could be moved before thoy 1otitcd 
Privates Walliams, Hook, R Jones, and W, Jones, 24th Regi- 
ment, bemg tho last men to leave, holding the doorway with the 
bayonet thoir own ammunition bemg expended From the 
want of meio: commuucation and the buning of tha house, 
1b was impossible to save all Wath most heartfelt souow I 
: egret we could not save these poor fellows from their termblo 
ate 

“Secing tho hospital bummg, and tho desporate attcmpts of 
tho onemy to fire the roof of the stores, we conyorted two 
mealie bag heaps into a sort of redoubt, which gave a second 
lino of fiio all round, Assistant Commuissai y Dunne woukmg hard 
at this, though much exposed, and 1endeimg valuable assist- 
ance 

“ As daknoss came on we were complotely swrounded, and, 
aftor several attempts had been allantty iepulaed, were forced 
eventually to retiie to the middle, and then innor, wall of tho 
Inaal on our cast, The position wo then had wexrotained 
throughout. 

“A desultory firo was kept up all night, and sevoral assaults 
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woe need and repulsed, tho vigour of tho atiack con- 22nd Jmumy, 
tinwing until after midmght Om men firmg with tho gieatost 18 
coolness, did not waste a smite shot the light afforded by the 
bwning hospial being of great holp to us, 
*“Abont 4 am, the 2aid instvnt, the fhing ceased, and at 
dayhieak the enemy were oul of sight, over the hill to the 
south-west, We patiollad the giounds callecting the arms of 
Aa dead Zalus, and strengthened om dofonces as much as pos- 
sible, 
«We were tomoving the thatch fiom the roof of the stores, 
when about 7 AM a large body o° the enemy appeared on tho 
hills to the south-west 
. “IT sont a fiiendly Kaffh, who had come in shortly before, 
a a note to the officer commanding at Helpmakaa, asking for 
help. 
mi About 8 Am the 31d Column* appeared in sight, the enomy, 
who had beon gradually advancmg falling back as they ap- 
proached.” 
Majo Spalding, who had staited fo. elpmakaar, at 2 PM, 
on the 22nd, rcached that placo at 345 PAL, and afterwards 
irebuncd towards Roike’s Duft, with two compames of tho 
1 24th Rogmont, under Majo. Upeher Pushing on m ad- 
vanco of the infantry, Major Spalding ariived at sunset, within 
about 8 miles of tho post, and thee met a body of Zulus, who 
opposed Ins progicss Tom thie pomt the Mission {louse was 
soen to be on fire, and the assortion of the fgitives that tho 
ost had fallon appomed to be carect, On rojommng the in- 
funtry, therefore Majo Spalding mdacd them to march back 
to Hapaakads, This place was the pumcrpal advanced dopdt 
for tho centro column, and contained luge stores of wmnmuni- 
tion and provisions, and for the protection of tlicso stores, tho 
defences which had been commeneed by tho fugitrves from 
Jsandhiwana wore stiengthened on the ictmn of the tavops, at 
9 PAM. 
The night, howevar, passed without any attack boing made 23 A Jonusty. 
The march of the force wih Lord Chelmsford, from Isand- 
hhwana to the Buffalo, on the moning of the 2d Januwy, was 
made without opposition, though a lago body of Zulus was 
scen at some distance on the left flank of the column, When 
the force aived at Roke’s Drift tho mon were supplied with 
food, and moasmes wes taken to improve the defences of the 
oBt, 
ni 52 officers and 806 white non-commasioncd offices and mon 
wero Inilod at Isandhiwana, on tho 22nd January. Of tho 
native troops in camp rt seams fibers that from 200 to 800 
fell, but the number who perished “1a3 not been ascer ainad with 
acemacy, This disaster also deprived the contro column of 
the whole of its taanspont, and 1ondeacd the troops who com- 
posed it incapable cf making any olfensyo movement. Officers

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and men found themselves on tho 2id January with nothing 
but what they stood in, for those who had sss out on tho 
mommy of the 22nd had gone in hght maiching odor, and 
those who escaped fiom the camp had saved nothmg, All the 
documents of the Ifead quate: Office wee lost, as well as 
those cf both battahons of the 4th, The coloms of the 2nd 
Battalion had been left in the guard tent, when the tegnnent 
maiched ont of camp and they weio never scen agam, ‘The 
1egmental colour of the 1 | 24th had beon lelt at Helpmaknar, 
but the Quoons colour was in the camp, and when the success 
of the Zulu attack was evident this a was taken by Liew 
tenant Melvill the adjutant, who, accompanicd by Licutenant 
Coginll, endeavoured to bear rt to a place of safety Theso 
officers followed tho same iavino as tho other fugitives, and 
reached the Buffalo, but were bc th killed at that rivei,* fiom the 
bottom of which tho colom was recoveted on the 4th Febuary, 

By the crptwe of the camp tho Zulus became possessed. of 
two 7 pi. guns with their ammunition, and of about 800 Mantin- 
Lenry rifles, with some 400,000 cartridges, 





Tiom statements made by Zulus who wod prasent at 
Tsandhlwana, it appeais that Kotchwayos army, 13,700 strong, 
aud commandcd by T'shingwayo, lelt the nuhtay Inaal of Nod- 
wengt, neal Ulnncd, on the altencon of the 17th Jamazry, and 
marched to the White Umvolosi, On the 20th the army bad 
reached the Jsipor1 In], and on the 21st halted under the ‘Ngutu 
lull, about 7 miles io the noith-cast of the camp a. Isaud- 
hiwana. 

The Zulu amy waa organized m thice bodics, the Nod- 
wengu Rogment eeu tho Nokcnka (830), and the Umeityn 
et), fammg the right; the “Mbonambi (1240), md tho 
’Nkob unakos (3260), the centre; and the ‘Tulwana (2450), and 
Qukazi (1220), the loft It 1s asseted that there was uo inton- 
tion of attacking the Biitish on the 22nd, as the state of’ the 
moon was considered unpropitious, and that tho coremonies 
which usually precede an action had not boen performed, 

On themorning of the 22nd, however, on dhe sound of fiimg 
bomg hard, the Nokenke 1egiment advanced, thinking that one 
of the zegiments on 118 left (the ‘Nkobamalom) was ongapod, 
This fring was the action near Matyana’s, and when the Nokenlo 
found all quot m the neighbourhood of the ‘Nkobamakow, they 
retired to the onginal position. - 

Soou afterwards some mounted men came upon, and fired at 
the Umatyu regiment, which thereupon sprang up and advanced 
agamst them, ‘The other two 1cgments of the ught wing, the 
Nodwongu and Nokenke followod tho Umatyu, as did the 
"Mbonarabi and ‘Nkobamakosi, which formed tho centre,

In the attack on the carp, the Zulu 1egments were in the 
following oder: On the right was the Nokenke, with the 
Nodwengu, Mbonambi and Umeityu next to it, m the oder 
named, the left bemg formed by the ’Nkobamakosi, which was 
the strongest of the 1cgmments engaged 

There is some difficulty in fixmg the amount of the Zulu 
losses on tlis day but xt appears probable that at Tsandhlwana 
not less than 1,000 fell, while at Rorke’s Duft about 400 bodics 
were found round the post 

On the evoning of the 22nd January the Zulu aimy, after 
pillaging the camp, rotmned to its halting place unde tho 
Ngutu hill, and shoitly atte: wads dispased 
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VY. Oporations or ano Lorr Couumn Itt ro 23rp 
JaNuaki. 


The left column (No. 4), undar Colonel Evolyn Woed, was 
encamped at Bumbv’s Kop, on the Blood aiva, on the 10th 
ao Fonum, Janumy. At 2 pat. on that day, Golo rel Wood started with 
2 guns (11 7 R.A,), 6 compames 90th Regiment, 6 aisle 
1 131 Regiment, the groater part of the Tiontia Light Louse, 
and Wood’s Inegulais, and maiched down the let bank of tho 
Blood rivor. 

The difficulties of this maach weie considerable, as, in addi- 
tion to the delays caused by passing maishy giotind, 1 was 
necessary to Cioss numerous Hibutary sheams which run down 
fiom #] ¢ Jncanda and Ilalatu mountams. To rendu the deep 
beds of these streams passable by volucles, thoi banks had to 
be cut down, but by 6 PM. a distance of 9 miles had beon 

Mth Jammy covered. Ialting tll 2 aAat on the 1th, Colonel Wood agam 
moved foiwaid with macly a flymg column, composed of the 
Tiontica Light Tose, the 2 gims, 24 marksmen fiom tho two 
infantry 1egiments, carried in mule wagons, and 600 of Wood's 
Tuegulus, The 1emandea of the foreo wader Licutenant- 
Colonel Galbut, was mdered to follow in support, for a distance 
of 9 nules, 

Colonel Wood, with his flymg column, pushod on through 
darkuces and fog and guided by Mr P, L, Uys rcached a spot 
about 12 niles from Roike’a Dillt, at 8 Am. Ilao he had tho 
interview with Lod Chelnsfoid which has beon alvoady mon- 
fioned, and thus leaned that the centre column had a cssed tho 
Buffalo without opposition 

After a short halt Colonel Wood started on his rel nu and 
having 1ejomed the mam body of Ins column, the whole furea

Dung these movements, though laigo numbers of ontile 
were captued no hostile encounte took place, as the Zulus, 
though well aumed and present in lage numbuis, wee at this 
time without defiute oiderg as to the attitude they wae to 
assume towards the Birtish. 

Tiom the 13th to the 17th January, the column 1emainod 
halted at Bemba’s Kop ; 1econnaissances being made on the 15th 
and 17th by the momuted oops. 

Isth Juumy. On the 18th {he column advanced eastwards to tho Insepene, 
oa. Sand rvm, a distance of about 10 miles, and cure this 
inaich Wood's Tirogulas had a shght skinnish on the farther 

' side of the White Umvolosi mvor, 
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A halt was made on the 19th, and on the 20th the column 20th January, 
moved on to tho \Whito Umyolosi, and encamped nea Tinta’s ! 
kraal. This chicf submutied, and was sent with his people to 
Utrecht, a company of the 80th escoitmg them as fa as the 
Blood iva, On this day, the 20ih, a 1eccnmaissanc ¢ was made 
by the Tiontia Light Lore, and vot of the Dutch Contingent 
to the top of the Zungi tango, a lago table-topped mountan, 
whore they met with so much opposition that they were obliged 
to withdiaw. 

On the 21st a stono laage fort was completed on the White 21st Januny, 
Umvolosi, and in it most of the stores of the column were depo- 
sited in charge of acompany of the 1 18th, and of the company 
of the 90th which had now retuned fiom us escort duty witl 
Tunta’s tribe. 

At midnight, on the 21st January, the remainder of the 22nd Jonumy, 
column stated on a patrol towaids the Zungi iange, This 
name 18 given to the western portion of a more or less continous 
line of hills which extends fiom west to cast, for a distance of 
over 20 miles The cential emmence im this line 1s known as the 
Tnhloblana mountain, and the castorn as the yenteka. Colonol 
Woodl’s fo.co was divided into thee sections, Ono of these, con~ 
sisting of the Fiontior Light Hose and the Dutch Contingent, 
with 2 guns, was sent under the command of Lieutenant-Colonal 
Buller to ascend the valley of the White Umvolosi, and gain 
the western end of the Zungi range; whilo anotha, consisting’ 
of the 90th and Wood's Tnegulais, under tho command of 
Colonel Wood himself, marched dnect to a pomt in the range, 
about 3 miles to the castward of that on which the mounted 
men weio moving — The third section, consisting of the 1 13th 
Regiment, wider tho command of Colon) Gilbert, left camp 
later than tho othos, and, maichmg about 12 miles, encamped 
beneath the south-castern extiomity of the Zung: mowntain, 

Both the parties which ascended the mountain aruved on 
the sumnit mopposed, about 6 A.M, and after a halt, proceeded 
togetho: wloug it towaids tho cast, duving away some Zulus, 
and capiurmeg the cattle which thcy had beon guarding. 

When the force reached the easton extiomity of the Zungi 
range a number of Zulus estimated at alout 4.000, wero scon 
dyillmg on the north-westein slopes of the Inhlobana moun- 
tain, Thaw evolutions, which were plainly visthle with the aid 
of a glass, were oxocuicd with vaso and precision, a circle, a 
triangle, and a hollow squaie with a partition across it, being 
formed rapidly by movements of compames, Colonel Woods 
foice now pemonded the mountain, and at 7 P.M. auived at the 
age which had boon formed by tho 1 | 13th Regiment. 

Tere the lef colon temainad halted on the 284, and 
advanced again on tho morning of the 24th Janumy. At 2dth Jonumy. 
7.30 AM, when a distance of about 8 milos had been traversed, 
a force of Zulus was encounterod to the noith of the Inhlobana 
mountain, and disporsed without chiliculty. Durmg ibis sknmush 
news of the Isandllwana disaster reached Colonol Seeds who 
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decided to withdraw to his fo1mer position on tho White 
Umvolosi, 
After a halt of two hows and a half, the retun march was

The foice under Colonel Pearson, on its airival at Etshowe 
on the 231d January, 1879, lost no time in formmg the Mission 
Station mio a defensible post as ths was a necossary pie 
liminary to the advance on Ulundi, 


Ou the 25th January 48 empty wagons left Eishowe for the 25th Tanuary, 


Lower Tugela, escorted by two companies of the Buffs and two 1879 


of the 99th. This convoy arrived without interference at Fort 
Tenedos on the 27th, 

The troops at Kishowe, busily employed in the construc- 
tion of the fort and in prepaiations for their next advance 
wore entirely ignorant of the movements of the other mvading 
columns cad of the events which had oocuned at Isandhlwana 
unhl the 27th January, when a hiief message from Sn Bartle 
Frere announced that Colonel Durnfoid had been defeated, 


About 9 A.at, on the 28th January, Colonel Pearson xeceived 26th January 


the following teleg;am from Loid Chelmsford; “ Piete:mazitz- 
Dug, 27th Jununy, 1879, Couside: all my instiuctious as cau- 
eelled, and act in whateve: manner you think most desiable in 
the interests of the column under your command. Should you 
conaider the ganison of Etshowe as too far advanced to be fed 
with safety you can withdhaw it. Ilold, however, if possible, 
the post on dhe Zulu side of Lower Tugela. You must bo pio- 
pared to have the whole Zulu force down upon you, Do away 
with tonts, and let the men tako sheltc: ynder the wagons 
which will then be in position for defonoe and hold so many 
more supplies.” 

Though the extent of the disasie: which had befallen the 
centre column could not be realised fom this message, it was 
evident that the situation was matmially changed, and the 
couse to be adopted was discussed at a council of war, com- 
posod of Staff and Commanding Officers, held the same day, 
At this council it was decided by » small majonty not to retjeat 
to the Tugela. 

- Etshowe, which had been selected as a depét by .eason of 
‘the buildings which existed thee, had many disadvantages as a 
permanent post, On three sides the fort was commanded at 
short range, and some dangerous wooded ravines lay ¢lose 
below. it. “Plenty of good water was near at hand, but there 
‘was to largo stock of provisions in the fort, Iven though the 
convoy of! el rap snow on its way, should airive safely, the 
provisions available would still be madequate for the entire force 
during a protracted blockade, and the difficulties of the 10nd by 
which the position was reached gaye little hope of a futhor 
supply being soon received. Whils, therefore, 1b was determined 
that Rtehovre should be held, and fortified as strongly as the 
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fiom Lod Chelmsford, the movemont which Colonel Pearson 
had been piepmed to make did not take place. 

On the 18th Fobiumy a messenger fiom Ttshowe succeodod 
in passing to the Tugela, and bac a deepaich ropot{ing that no 
attack had boen made on tho fort and that the health of the 

ar ison was good. 

On the 20th Fcbiuary the property « f those who had marched 
out on the 29th Jauumy was exanmed, and the stores of food 
which were thus bought to hght were put up to motion and 
realised Jage paces. Of the neccssmics of life there was no 
scaicity, but by this time the want of tca and tobacco began to 
be felt” The ganison had plenty of employment, fo additions 
weie constantly made to the dofences and a road inside tho 
fort was constructed The bands, both of the Bufls and of the 
99th, were with the besieged foice, and these played daily, 

When Majo. Burow’s force maiched out, a cerlain number 
of sick hoises had been loft behind, and with these and some 
officas horses a small mounted party was oganisod This httle 
force did excellent service in finishing vedettes aud im scoul- 
mg, ana on tho 2isr and 22nd Felnuary, ag well as on ovhor 
occasions, made successful attacks on small parties of Zulus who 
had fued on the cattle guard. 

On the 1st March a forco of 400* infantiy with ono gun 
and about 30 mounted men marched out to a distance of some 
7 milos fiom Ttshowe, and bunt » kiaal belonging to the Chief 
Dabulamana. On thei rotwn the troops were thed on by 
Zulus who oceupied the bush thiough which tho fack passed, 
but no casualties ocomiod. 

At this time the latest nows which tho ganson had roecived 
was dated the 8th Iebruary, and thercfore intense excitement 
was catwed on the 2nd Maich by tho discovery that a Inught 
Hight soon m the dircetion of the Tugola, and which was at first 
re i for a bunmg knaal, was in reality 0 flashng signal. 

At first nothing contd be read, but on tho did the followme 
portion of a message was made oul -—* Loolc out for 1,000 mon 
on the 13th sally ant when you soe me to ——” 

Nothing could be read on the 4th but on the 5th March the 
signallug was fanly distinct, and a message was rocoived in 
these terms :—-“l'rom Colonel Law to Colonel Pemson. About 
13th instant, by General’s orders [ advance to your support with 
1,000 mon, besides natives, as far as Inyezanc, Bo prepared to 
sally out to mect mo with your surplus garison thers, by signal. 
I ee como by Dunng rond, Mako answer by flag on church,” 

he next few days were cloudy and communication by 
flashmg was mpossible, but on tho 9th a rumer succeeded in 
reaching the Tugela with letters which informed the signallors 
that thei: mossagos had boen understood, [Efforts were mado 
by the ganison to acply by signal, but appliancos woo wanting, 





* 4 companies Buffs, 1 company 99th, 1 conipany RW, and 20 merinos 
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and the first attempts were withoul success * Evontually, how 
ever, all difficulties woe overcome and by the 14th Maich 
intercommunication was satisfactoily ostabhshed, and thenco- 
forwaid was only intuupted by cloudy weather. 

At the begimung, of March a 1unning survey of a route Iead- 
ing fiom the fot to a pomi o the hack to the Lawn, Tugela 
had been made by the Engmeci officas By the use of this 
route which 1an through a faily open country, a long détow 
might be avoided; and as it was considucd practicable, work 
‘was commenced on it on the 7th March. ‘The length of the 
now road was about 8 miles, and the punupal operations neces- 
saay to open 3b consisted in cutting down the steop banks of 
watercourses and in cauying the track along the sides of hills, 
On this working parties were now daily employed, and though 
thoy were fied at occasionally by the enomy, no serious intei- 
ference was attempted. 

On the 18th March a message was ieccived that the reliof isth sorb, 

was postponed till the Ist Apul, when the whole garrison sould 1878 
be removed, and accordmgly the contemplated march of a por 
ns cf the force tus day vowaids the jayorme did not take 
place. 
: By this tamo sickness had spnencs within the fort to a seri- 
ous extent. Up to the end of Pebiuary the general health of 
the gainson had boon toleably good, but about that date the 
number of sick showed a marked mcreaso. 

Euly in Merch tho whole of the slaughter oxen weie con- 
sumed, and the moat rations were now supphed fiom the lean 
carcages of the diaught o1 “fick? oxcn. "Tho meat tation was 
14 Jb at this time but rt was tough and mnutattious and the 
want of fatty matte: was vory scverely felt, 

On the 15th Mach large 1wabeis of the enomy were seen yin Maroh. 
moving pe Rtshowe from the dicetion of the Inyezane, but 
they tool: no notice of the fort o its defondas. 

On the 20th March, for the fist time since the 11th February, 20th March. 
a runner aruved from the Tugela with lottors and a dleciailah. 
By this Colonel Peaison was defintely informed that the relief 
column would start on the 29th. 

During the previous fortn ght the work on the 10ad had 
Lt gomg forward, and by the 21st March it was nearly com-

While about this ame a few maraudmeg parties crossed from 
Zululand into Natal and caused serious alarm, Ketchwayo’s in- 
tentions remained wiknown and no icheble information was 
forthcoming as to the position of his amy which had fought at 
Isandhhwane 

Under these circumstances very giave fons of mvasion were 
felt, not only in the more exposed portions of Natal, but also m 
regions remote fiom the fiontion, At Pictoamaritzbmg and. 
Durban, aa woll as at Utrecht, Greylown Staugar and athor 
towns and villages near the boida, contial posts o lnagers wore 
prepared in which im case of need tho white mhabitats might 
assemblo, and where they might stand a siege. 

Gord Chansford on Ins auaival ab Pictormait aburg tool

As has been already mentioned no portion of Colonel Pea- 
son's foice left Etshowe at ths fme and Lod Chebnsfunrd, after 
remaining at the Lowe Tugela for about a weck, returned to 
Piotermaritzburg where he aved on the 21st Febuay 

In consequence of a request fiom Colonel Wood the 
mounted infantry and Natal Carabinceeys which had romamced at 
Helpmakaar sce the 24th January, marched on the 14th Feb- 14th Feb, 
iuary to join the left column, and on tho same day two com- 
panes of the 2 / 4th Regument also left Telpmakaa for Utrecht 

By the middlo of February, the feais of an vasion of Natal 
wee considerably allayed, and Loid Chelmsford s efforts, on his 
retum to Pictermautzburg, wac pimeipally dnected to the 
collection of transpoit to replace that lost at Tsandhiwana and 
to the 1corpanization of the Native Contingent, now former. mto 
five battalions. Additional native levies wero also enrolled, and 
the mode m which they should be employed led to a long cone- 
spondence between Lad Chelmstord, Sir Batle Frere, and Sir 
Henry Bulwer 

Tt was finally decided that the bulle of these levies, which 
weie enrolled for the dufenc. of Natal, should not ercss the 
Zulu frontica, 

In the meantime, howovei, 1cipforcemeuts were on ther way 
to Natal.

Havimg ascertained tht the whole of the tianspal. ap 
pliances, baggage and effects of what had been the centre 
column was now represented by a coitain numba: of uninjured 
wagons, the little party 1ctwned {0 Rorke’s Diift unmolested, 
The ariival at Duban of six compames of the 3 | 60th Rifles 
on the 20th March, completed the remfo.cements which Loud 20th Mach, 
Chelnaford consideed nocessary fo. undertaking the rehef of 1879. 
Etshowe. 
These Hoops were at once sent forward to join the column 
on the Lowa Tugela of which Loid Chelmsford took peisonal 
command on the 231d March. 28rd March. 
Tho force assembled neai Foit Pearson consisted of tho 571th 
and 91st Regiments six compames of the 3 60th five com- 
panics of the 99h, and two con panies of the Bully, with a 
naval bugide foruned of mun fiow the “Shah,” “Peue tus,’ and 
“Boadicoa’ In addition to thesc, thoe were tho mounted 
infantry and Volunteers with the 4th and 5th Battalions of tho 
Native Contingent, so that the strength of the column amounted 
4o 3,390 whites and 2,280 natives with two 9-p. guns, four 
24, p rockot-tubes, and tayo Gathngs. 
Ivo bugades weie formed, of which one was commanded 
by Juentenant Colonel Law, R.A, and the otha by Lioutenant- 
Golaaal Pemberton, 60th Rifles, , 
On the 28th Mach this force, togotha with 122 carts and 26th Much 
wagons contaming provisions, was assombled on the left bank 
of the Tugela, and the advance commenced at 6 a.a. on the 
29th March. 20th March, 
Tho ronte adopted was not tho same as that by which 
Colonel Pearson had maiched m Jannary, but was nemer the 
coast, and passed through a moro open country. Heavy rain rot Ponedos 
had fallon on the 27th and 28th, and piogiess was slow, but by to Inyonr, 10. 
midday the Inyom river had beonicachod, Here an entrenched 
camp was formed, the wagons bomg ciawn up m a square with 
a shelter trench at about 20 yaids dhstanco outside, No tents 
had bedn taken, and the troops biy suacked m the space between 
the wagons and tho sheltcr aench The oxen winch had been 
sent out to feed as goon as the column had halted, wae col- 
Siet at dusk and driven within the wagon enclosure for the 
night, 
On the following moining tho column again moved forward, soth Mweh, 
and in the afternoon formed a similar ontrenched camp on the Tayont to 
right hank of the Amatikulu ‘Thus u1ver was drossed on the Anette %

half boyond it. : 

About noon on the Ist Apul the column These marched 
some 6 mics, ocoupicd a shght eminence about a mile from the 
Inyezane uver, whae an entrenched camp, hie those on the 
Tnyom and Amatihuln, was fomed.* ‘The Gingihlovo sticam 
ran close to the site of this camp which was smionnded by 
country generally fice from bush, th ugh clothed with long 
grass, aff nding a considerable amount of cover ; 

On the Ist Apul some luge partics of Zulus woe geen mn 
the distance, aid dung, the following night the nu neous fitcs 
on the hills to the northward mide it evident that a considerable 
force of the encmy was jn the neighbourhood, 

The mght however, passed without any alarm, and at dawn 
on the 2nd Apul tho mounted men were rent out to teconnoitio, 
while the infantry stood 10 then ams with the entronchments. 
It was not mtended that the coltumn should advan o this day, 
and the cattle wore alout to be tuned out te giaze, when, 
shortly befere b AM infounation was sent m by the mounted 
men and by the advanced piquets, that the Zulu army was 
approacinng, and exactly at 6 o'clock the enomy camo in sight 
of the camp, 

Two nonin appeared on the father bank of the Inyezane, 
and after passmg this stream at different pomts rapidly do- 
ployed outivards and assumed a loose formation which allowed 
all advantage to be taken of the cove, which he giound 
afforded, 

The ught of these two columns advancing fon nem the 
inined mission station soon became cngrged with the {vont or 
noth face of the lage, while the left whose poi of crossing: 
had been lower down the st cum, was hastening ait to atta = 
the north-castenn angle, 

Those fo colimmns fomed the lelb wing of tho Zulu army, 
and the aight wing was bat hulle bdundhand in coming into 
action, Thos wing adv uced m cohunn ftom the westward, and 
on smeigmg fiom the bash to the noith of the Unnsi hill de- 

loyod and oinaced the southan ad westiin fiecs of the 
dager in ity attacs Sn the assault on the letter tho co-opoa- 
tion of the ght column ot the lott wing wis recerved, ag this, 
checked in aty Sist attompt, had enclod ronnad 491 3 1ghi, and 
wis now endoavoming to make an improssion on the Wert erm 
face 

‘Thus, withm a shot time aftor the commencenient of the 
action the defenders of tho camp were on thee sidas hotly on- 
augad with an enany, who, pushing on in spite of the deadly 
fie of breech-Jondes and Gatlings, at some pomts got to within 
20 yards of the sheltor trench, “Closer than this it was impos- 
sible to approach, and whon the Znlus had icalised that thig 
stingglo was one in which tho assega: would bo usclosp, they

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- recoiled from the hopeless attack. On the first signs of wavering 
in their 1anks; the mounted men under Major Barrow wero 
direpted to move outside, and assailed the nght flank of tho 
evemy. A few shots were fied at the advancing horsemen, 
and thon the Zulus turned and fled 

Tn the pwswt which now took place, the fugitives suffeed 
severely from the mounted mfantiy, who, following for about 
2 voiles, used with good effect the sabres with which they had 2nd Ami, 
been aimed a shoit tnne pieviously. The Nativo Contingont 
were also sent out after the flying Zulus, and Inlled considerable 
numbes, 

In this action, which lasted about an hour and a half, and 
which resulted in sich a complete victory for the British, their 
loss was 9 lnlled and 52 wounded. 

The Zulu army was about 10,000 strong, and had only 
arrived in the neighbowhood of Gingihlovo on the previous 
evening. It was commanded by Dabulamanz, who was igno.ant 
of the real strength of the iclief column, The Zulu losses in 
this engagement amounted to neatly 1 200. 

Congratulations from Etshowe having been received and 
acknowledged by signal, the troops of the ielievmg column 
passed the 1emainder of the 2nd April at Gingshlovo, engaged 
in reducmg the size of the laagey and in strengwoning its 
defences, a8 Lord Chelmsford had dete:mined that a part of his 
force should 1emain here, while he advanced to Dtshowe with 
meiely a flying column, Lord Chelmeford also decided that 
Etshowe, on account of its inaccessibility, should bo abandoned, 
and orders were flashed to Colonel Pearson to prepare for its 
evacuation as soon as he was relioved 

At 8 Aa on the 8rd Apnl, Lord Cholmsfoda flying column Sxl Apnl 
consisting of the 57th, 60th, and 9ist with pat of tho Naval 
Brigade, left Gmgihlovo for Ltshowe, These troops oscorted a 
convoy of 58 cats of stores for the gamson, and on ihe march 
were preceded by the mounted infantry and Volunteers, under 
Banow, and by a number of native scouts organisod by Mr, 
John Dunn.* . 

By road the distanc’ to Etshowe was about 15 miles, and 
the route led up the right bank of the Inyezane as far as tho 
crosang-place near, which Colondl Pcaison’s action of the 22nd 
January had been fought, Fiom hence the ranges near Majia’s 
hill were ascended by the taack followed after that action, and 
by this track, though it was in two places partially destroyed, 
Lord Chelmsford’s column eventually pret at the commence- 
ment of thé new road to Hishowe, which had been formed by 
the A aslyar

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VII. Operations or Tat Lorr CotuMN 24Ta JaNuaRY TO 
38RD APRIL. 


The left column, which had fallen back to Fort Tmta whén 
the news of the Isandhlwana disaste: was received, halted at 
that post durmg the 25th January, takmg up the loads of 73 25th Junumy, 
wagons there deposited, and on the 26th marched 9 mules j879 
towards the ’Ngabaka Hawane mountam. Next day the move- syn Jan, 
ment was continued to the White Umvolosi, whore the column 
halted till the 81st January. On this day Colonel Wood marched 
to Kambula hill, an eminence on the south eastern side of tho 
‘Ngabaka Hawane, wheie water was plentiful and wood obtam- 
able, and here a strong entrenched camp was formed. 

At 4 a.m. on the lst February a forse of the Fionher Light 1st Fobruary. 
Hoise and Dutch Burghes, about 140 strong, under the com- 
mand of Lioutenant-Cclonel Bulle, left Kambula and proceeded 
to the Makulusini Inaal =This Inaal was known to be a centio 
of resistance and a 1allying point for the most hostile natives m 
this region, and its destauction was considered advisable. It lay 
some 80 miles east of Kambula,m the centie of a basin sur- 
rounded by precipitous lulls, Leaving a force of 80 men to 
gue the pass by which these hills were traversed, Lieutenant- 

olonel Buller’s party descended into the basin, and at 12:30 

P.M, galloped up to the kraal from which the Zulus fled in all 
directions, The lnaal which contamed about 250 huts, was 
burnt, some cattle wae captmed, and the partly retwned to 
Kambula the same evening without any aealey 

On the 8rd Febuary, | ot Kambula was finshed and armed 84 Fob. 
with two guns, and on the 5th Lieutenant-Colonol Bulle: with a stn Tob. 
party of the Frontier Light louse, thc Dutch Contingent, and 
some of Wood’s Irregulais proceeded to the Lloya mountains, 
while another party was sent to seek some Zulu 1aiders reported 
as beg in the southein part of the Utrecht district. Neither of 
these parties met with any force of the enemy, and both 1etwned 
to camp on the 7th. 7th Teb. 

On the 10th February, Lieutenant-Colonel Buller headed an 10th Teb. 
expedition to the Inhlobana mountain, which iesulted in the . 
capture of 500 head of cattle without any serious resistance, 

Fuel for the Kambula camp was obtained from wood giow~ 
ing on the top of the Ngabaka Ilawane and as the transport of 
this fuel was an mportant consideration, it was now detemined 
to build a new fort nearer the mountain A site was accordingly 
selected some 2 miles highe: up the sume spm on which the 
onginal Foot Kambula was situated, and the work was com- 
menced on the 11th Febiuary. 11th Feb 

On the 13th February, the new fort was occupied, and on 18th Fob, 
the same day Lieutenant-Colonel Buller started tor Lunebeig 
with 70 of the Frontier Light Horso and the Burghars in order 
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to restrain a chief named Manyanyoba who was reported as 
killmg and plundering in the Intombivalley. Manyanyoba had, 
however, boen joined by Umbelini, the turbulent chief who, in 
September, 1878, had ordered the Germans to quit their farms 
neat Lunebeig, and on the night of the 10th February, their 
cuolibined forces Lad Gumuutted many Darbarvus Murdes ur tho 
Tntomln valley, 

_ Toavenge this raid, a small party under Lieutenant Schwartz 
leopf had on the 11th made a successful attack on some of the 
enemy and on Jieutenant-Colonel Bullers arrival at Luncberg, 
he determined io punish them fmther. Accordingly, at day- 
light on the 15th Feouay, he advanced against Man- 
yatiyoba's stionghold, which consisted of a series of caves on 
the Intomln nva.* Ma. Piet Uys with a portion of tho force 
moved along the ngh ground over these hiding places, while 
Lieutenant Colonel Buller attacked them from below, The 
Zulus made little .esistance; 34 of thew number were lalled, and 
a quantity of cattle captmed. The attackmg force, which had 
two natives lalled, one missing, and thee wounded, 1eturnad to 
Luncbag the sume night, aud on the following dey Lwutcnant- 
Colonel Buller maached back to Kambula. 

On the 15th a forcef under Colonel Rowlands, V C., was also 
engaged. Tins officer, while marching on the road from Lune- 
beg to Daby, found the 'lolaka mountain occupied by the 
enemy, who held the caveins and rocks on sts southen side. 
An attack nade on this position was partially successful, a loss 
of 7 killed bomg inflicted on the defendas, and 197 head of 
cattle captmed, 

On the 20th February some of Colonel Rowlands’ troops had 
an action with the Zulus at the Eloya mountain, and oh the 25th 
Febuary anothe attack was made on Manyanyoba, but neither 
of these alfans had decisive results, and the 10ad between Derby 
and Luneberg remained unsafe oxcept for strong parties. 

About tlus time the attitude of the Bous of the Transvaal 
had become exticmely unsatisfactory, and on the 26th Febi aay, 
in accordance with adets from Head quartas, Colonel Row- 
lands and his staff stated for Pretoria, and the troops in the 
Derby and Luneberg district we1e attached to Colonel Wood's 
command, 

On the 17th Fobiuary two messengers had arrived at the 
Kambula, camp repoiting that Uhamu,t a half brother of Ketch- 
wayo, who had been kept a prisona at the king’s Inaal bad 
escaped, aud was anxious to give himself up to the English, 
On the 24th Tebiuary a white man named Calverley visited 
Kambula, under a flag of truce, with another message from

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26th Febiuary wore spent by Lioutenant-Coloncl Buller in oxpe- 
ditions with parties of mounted mon for the osc of mectin, 
this chief and of escorting him to Kambula. “'Tlicse expeditions, 
which weie made in the direct on of the Inhlobana mountain, 
wore howeve unsucecssful, as vo sign of Unamn or of any of Ins

It was now 1eported that, being hindmed fiom attending by 
a Zulu force, he was in Iiding among the Swazics, md the 
investigations made by Captam Noman Macleod, Pohtical 
Agont in Swazicland led to lus digcovaamg Uhami on tho ganda 
evening of the 2nd March in a Swazio kraal. On tho 4th Maich 1879 
Captain Macleod brought him to Daby, and fiom this place ho 4!) Marsh 
was forwaided to Luncbeig, ascompamed by Iys family and 
about 700 followas On the way to Lunchorg, he was met 
near the Intombi river by a party of the Fiontic: Light Tose, 
sent out as escoit from Kambula on the 6th,

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disposition of the force at this camp was as followé:—Qn the 
north or left bank of the iver thee were 71 men of all ranks 
sleeping mn tents, and under wagons, and on the right bank 35 
men, in tents, guarding the supply-wagons which had been taken 
across a few days earlia when the river was still passable. 
There was a guaid on each bank each guard furnishing two 
sentries, Lut fhars were no piquets, Captain Morimty was on 
the left bank, and the whole of the rese1ve ammunition was on 
tho same side of the river, Lieutenant Taiward was with the 
mon on the ught bank, who had the usual 70 1ounds in their 
pouches, . 

At about 430 a. on the morning of the 12th, when officers 
and men on both sides of the river were lying asleep, and un- 
dressed, a shot was fired by one of the sentries on the left bank, 
On this the men on the right bank wee roused, dressed them- 
selyes, and stood to thew arms. On the left bank, however, 
though 1t i fecery that similar orders were issued, this was not: 
done, and all were still lying down, when at about 5:15 AM. a 
lage Zulu force, which had got unobserved in the mist to 
within 70 yaids of the wagons, rushed in and assegaid a large 
number of the detachment as they came out of the tents, Cap- 
tain Monaity was lalled soon after leaving his tent, and his 
detachment on the left bank, completely surprised, could offer 
no 1csistance to this sudden attack, 

The party on the right bank, taking advantage of the cover 
afforded by the wagons and by some Jaige ant hills close to the 
steam, promptly opened fie on the Zulns, but were unable to 
shaking alout 200 of them fiom crossing the river. Lieutenant 

lawad who commanded the party on the nght bank, after 
giving his men directions to fire, ordered a retient on a farm~ 
house in rear, and havmg saddled. his horse, galloped away to 
Lanebeig.*

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Sergeant Booth, the senior non-commissioned officer presont, 22th March, 
now ralhed a small group of men and endeavoured 10 cover the 187 
retreat of those who wete trying to escape fiom the farthe 
bank; but to avoid bemg surrounded, this little band was soon 
abligedto fallback. The Zulus followed thom, for about 3 miles, 
but Sergeant Booth and his mon, showmg a bold front, and 
firing occasional vo.leys at thor pursners, held them m check 
and ietied without loss. Theit determination also socmed tho 
escape of several fugitives from the left bank, who, all without 
arms, and some without clothes, were now in full flight fox 
Lunebaig, 

As soon as the news of the disaster was reported by Licu- 
tenant Harward to Majo. Tucker, the latte: advanced to the 
Intombi river with the greater pat of the Luneberg ganison. 
On then arrival at the site of the camp, however, they found 
that the Zulus had withdiawn, talang with them the whole of 
the oxen, small e1m ammunition, rifles, blankets, and all other 
pale of value, except some rockets and atillery ammuu- 
not. 
The Zulu force which was secon in the distance hastily .etir- 
ing, was computed by Major Tucker at not less than 4,000

At the ond of Pepcaiy Colonel Wood's force at Kambula 
had been strengthened by the atival of Raafs corps,* followed 
on the 2nd March by Schermbracker’st and Weatherley’st and 
on the 14th March Lieutenant~Colonel Russell with the ist 
squadron of mounted mfantry marched m, This squadron had 
oulginally belonged to the centre column, and bad remaimed at 
Helpmakaat from tho 24th January till the 15th February, when 
it left for Dundee along with the Natal Carabineois.

On aniving at Kammbula on the 14th March, Lieu(enant- 
Colonel Russell received an orde directing bim to follow in 
support of au expedition unde: Licutenant~Colonel Buller, which 
Colonel Wood had himself accompamed ‘The object of this 
expedition, which had started at daybreak on the 14th, was to 
brmg m a numbei of Uhamvu’s tube who wee hidmg m caves 
ae Umkusiiiva, wartmg for an oppatunity to join the 
chief, 

Bulla's party of mounted men reached these caves, which 
where somo 45 miles east of Kambula, about 10 P.a., and tho 
iomainder of the night was spent im collecting the tribe, At 
9 aM, the followmg moruing, all woe sessile’: and the retmn 
jones was commenced, This was unopposed, except by somo 

ong shots fired from the Inhlobana mountain near which place 
the pose pmuty was met hy Lieutenant-Colonel Russell and 
the mounted infantry, who, in accordance with Colonel Wood’s 
orders, had left Kambule at 1 A.M. that morning. 

Tho whole paty halted at the Zungi mountain on the 
evoning cf the 15th, and reachod Kambula at 1 P.t. on tha 16th, 
Tho number of Uhamu’s people thus escorted to a place of satoty 
was 958. 

Colonel Wood on this occasion had an opportunity of in- 
spocling the southern side of the Inhlobana mountain, which 
appeared. to be ocoupied by about 800 or 1,000 men. 

This mountain, liko many other eminences in Zululand, 18 
table topped, and from its precipitous sides irregular masses of 
vook have fallon, which he pulcd in confusion about the base of the 
cliffs, Ths holes which exist among these masses of rock are the 
so-called “caves,” used by the Dalts ag hiding places, On the 
southern side of tho mountain there is an almost inaccessible 

edge or ieriace on which the native Inaala were byilt, hut the

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top of the Inhlobana, which can only bo reached by a fow diffi- 
cult paths, was unmhabited, and was used as a place of safety 
for the cattle belonging to the people who dwelt below. 

In the latte: part of Maich Colonel Wood received a 
despatch fiom Lord Chelmsford informing him of ihe steps he 
was about to take for the ichof of Etshowo, and giving nsiiuc- 
tions that a cdiveision was to be nado on the 28th March, 

Colonel Wood therciore dotemuned {o send out a recomneis 
sance to the Inhlobana mountain, and his ordeis, published on 
the 26th Match, dirocted that the summit war, 1f possible, to bo 26% March, 
gamed on the 28th. 1879. 

The force to bo employed was to be fmnished by the mounted 
men and native troops, and was divided mto two portions to 
aperate against the two ends of the mountain,* That sont 
against the eastern end was mtended to form the main attack- 
ing force, while the other portion was to coate a diveision and 
act m support, but was not to assault tho position in the face of 
selious resistance. 

The eastern reconnaissance was to be under Lioutonant- 
Colonel Buller, the westoin under Licutenant-Colonel Russell, 
and both these offices were spectally onjoined to send out 
soouts to watch tor a large Zulu aimy reportod to be advancmg 
on Kambula 

Qn the 27th Maich, in accordance with these ordors, Liou- ayth Mirch. 
tenant-Colonel Buller left Kambi la with a force of 400 moynted 
yoen and 300 natives, and marching about 380 mlcs, brvouncked 
some 5 miles to the south-cast of the mountain. 

About noon on the samo day Licutenant-Colonel Russell with 
250 mounted men, a 10cket detachment, » battalion of Wood's 
Inegulus and about 150 of Uhamn’s peoplo als» loft Kambula, 
and marching about 15 miles bivouackod somo 4 miles fram the 
wostern extromity of the Inhloba 1a, on the ground oceupied on 
a mght of the 15th by tho force returning with Ubamus 
tribe. 

Colonel Wood with ins Staff} an escort of aight mounted 
infantry and sevenft natives, armived at Lioulenant-Colonol 
Russell's bivouack at dusk on the 27th, and proceeding east- 
wards at 38,30 A.M. on the 28th, soon camo on Commandant 28th March, 
Weathorley with his force of the Border Ioise, 64 stiong, his 
Pauly ought to have beon with Lacutenant-Coloncl Bullor’g 

‘orce, but had bocome separated on tho march out, 

Buller, who had left Ins bivouack at 3.80 aM. was at this 
time at the north-castern cnd of the Inhlgbana, and under cover 40 am, 
of the morning mist succeeded in roaching tho summtt. Tho 
steep path was haidly passable for mounted mon, and as it lod 
up a re entering angle in tho centre of a concavity in the moun-

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tain sido, it could not have been traversed in the face of any 
scious iesistance. As 1t was, the few Zulus who were on the 
top, though surprised, were able to inflict on the Frontier Light 
Tlorse a loss of two officas killed and one man mortally 
wounded, in addition to numeious casualties among their 
horses, 

Colonel Wood, who was moving: forward, preceded. by the 
Border Iloise on hearing this firmg oideved Colonel Weatherley 
to push cn afte. Buller’s force up the eastern end of the mom 
tam, and proceeded himscif in the same direction. Bulle: was 
aheady on the summit, but the tiack he had taken was masked 
by the bodies of the dead and wounded hoises which had fallen 
dung his ascent. Most of the paity with Colonel Wood now 
dismounted, and leaving their hoises below a ledge of 103k, ad~ 
vanced on foot, Colonel Wood himself was Icading his hoise 
up the steep slope, and, with his Staff and a small escort, was 
8 naka ahead of Weatheley’s men, when, at a short distance 
fiom the top, a severe and well-carected fire was opened on the 
pat fiom some holes in the rocks above. By this fire 

1. Lloyd wag moually wounded, and Colonel Wood's horse 
was lulled and as these and othor casualties appeared to be 
caused by shots from one cavern m paiticula, Colonel Wood 
ordered Colonel Weathe:ley to send some of his men to the 
fiont to chslodge the Zulus fiom this nding place, As there 
was some hitle delay in obeymg this ode, Captain Ronald 
Campbell dashed forward, followed by Lieutenant Lysons and 
threo men of the 90th, but just as thoy ieached the dark 
entiance of the cavern Captam Campbell fell dead, shot though 
the head by a Zulu lymg hidden within. Fhs death was 
poss avengod by his companions, and the cavern was 
cleared, 

Colonel Weathealey and his men now moved on with the 
object of jommg Bullei's force on the swnmit, while Colonel 
Wood anT his egemt desconded to a ledge to which Mr Lloyd 
had boon cairiod, Ie was now dead, so his body, along with 
that of Captain Campbell, was taken to a spot lower down the 
Inll side, and thoie both were buried, 

Lieutenant-Coloncl Bulla, on gaining the high plateau 
which forms the summit of the Inhlobana mountain, found it to 
havo the laige area of about 3 miles in Jength by a mile and a 
half in hneadth.* Some 2,000 head of cattle which had been 

Jaced here for safoty were now collected, and the Zulug who 
had been guarding them dispersed, While this was being done, 
Lieutonant-Colonel Buller, accompamed by Mh. Piet Uys, 
examined the plateau and the tracks by which a descent from 
it might be wale Of these tracks thoro appeared to ba only 
threo, viz., that at the noth eastem end, by which the ascent 
had been made, and two at the western end, both of which

tain, however, descended nemly at tho apex of a sahent angle 
with long faces, and bomg thus secme from flanking fire, Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Buller determmed to uso xt for tho ietieat of a 
portion of his force. 

By this tine 1t was nemly 9 o’clock, and Lieutenant-Colonel 
Bullcr retmning to the east end of the mountam, sont off Cap- 
tam Barton, his socond in command, with a party of 30 men to 
bury the bodies of the two officers lalled dwimg the ascent. All 
‘was now quiet on the summut, and Captain Barton was mstiucted 
to find Colonel Weatheley, and to retuin along with him to 
Kambula by the route south of the Iuhlcbana mountain which 
had boon followed the day befove. 

Very soon afte: Captain Barton’s departwe, Lioutenant~90 ax. 
Colonel Baller saw a Zulu amy, estimated at 20,000 strong, 
approachme tho mountain from the south-east, The amy was 
at this time about 6 miles off and it was calculated that tho 
force on the mountain would thus have about an how's start. 
The retreat, however, of that portion of the force ordered back 
to Kambula by the south of the Inhloblana was seuously 
thieatened by tho Zulu advance, and two toopea were thore 
foro sont after Captaim Barton, tellmg him to retmn “by the 
right of the mountain,” an expression which was intonded to 
convey the idea that his homewaid route was to be by the notth 
side, mstoud of the south as previously arranged. 

The captured cattle had by this tame been collocted by 
Raal’s Corps and Wood's Inegulars near the westan oxtremity 
of the platean which forms the sumnut of the Inhlobana, and 
to tis pom! Buller and the force with him now procecded, 

Tt was considored that a descent by the iugged path at the 
noith-westein anglo of the mountam previously 1econnoited, 
would allow the scattoied tioops on the sumnut to bo united 
and withdiawn in compaative safoty, while they would thus 
gain the support of Lioutenant-Coloncl Russoll’s force, which, as 
already mentioned, had boon directed on this end of the moun: 
tain, 

To the west of the Inhlobana, and formmg a continuation of 704% 
the same range, 14 another and smaller plateau about 150 {eet Russell's pro- 
below tho mam platcau ocoupied by Buller, and on this lower des 

loteau, to which the above-mentioned path descended, Russell’s 
‘oice had by about 7 AL. taken up a position, Viewed fiom 
below, this path up the chifls had appemed so _pieerpitous that 

Laioutenant-Colonol Russell had considered 1 totally impracticable 

for hoigemon, and had consequently made no attempt to tale his 
pauty by it to the uppor plateau, The mounted infantry, 

Sohoinks uekor’s Corps, and the Basulos had thaefoie been 
chawn up in ee of the natives, who were engaged in cap- 

turing soma natile on the slopos of the Inhlobana, 

Ag it waa impossible fiom below to seo what was oocurme 
on the summit of the mountain, Lieytonant,Calonol Russell sont 
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Captain Biowne with 20 mon of the mounted infantiy to malo 
then way on foot to the uppa plateau, and communicate with 
Bulla. s party, Captam Browne anived at the top without oppo- 
sition, and atte: speaking to Majo Ticmlett, KA, and Majo 
Leat, 1 18th Regiment, retuned with a roport that all was 
qwet on the upper plateau, and that tho path was almost im- 
practicable even for mon on foot. 

Colonel Wood, after bwying the bodies of Captain Campbell 
and Mh Lloyd, 1etwned to the bottom of the moyntain, and was 
proccedmg slowly towaids its wostan ond to ascoitam how 
Russell's party had progessed, whon at about 10.30 Am. ho be~ 
came aware of tho approach of the Zula army on his left. On 
this Lieutenant Lysons was despatched with the following 
order :~—“ 10 80 AML, 28th March, 1879, Colonel Russell, thore 
is 1 large amy comng ths way fiom the sonti, Get into 
position on the Zunguin ueck, (Signed) E. W.” Colonel Wood 
with lns escort then moved on rapidly to this place, the name 
of which 1s more couectly wiitten ‘Zungen nek.” 

At about 9 aut, howeve,, Lieutcnant-Colonel Russell had 
hirself seen the Zulu army in the distance, and had immediaicly 
sont a icport, addiossed to Colonel Wood, to the upper plateay, 
whore ho believed lnm to he at thut tine.” 

At about 10 AL, im consequence of the rapidity with which 
the Zulus wae appoaching, Lieutenant~Coloncl Russell had 
issuod oideis for hig mon to abandon the cattle which they 
had collected, and to socute their own retreat to the open 
countiy below. The descent from tho lower platoau was sntcly 
accomphshed, and Licutcnant Colonel Russell, sending his 
native toops back towmds Kambula, procoeded to chaw wy 
ug mounted men on soma rising ground near tho foot of tha 
Tnhlobana, 10 cove tho retreat of Buller’s force, whom he ex~ 

ectod to find falling back towmds thie point. Boforo the 
founation was completed, the order ahove quoted waa 1eqcived, 
and Lioutenant Colonel Russell consequently propared to move 
his fica to the Zungon nek, 

There was some dopbt, however, as to tho spot which 
bore this name, and Licutenant-Colonel Russoll, after consyl- 
tation with Ins officors, came to the conclusion that the point 
10 which the oidor directed him to proceed, was that at which 
the tiack from Kambula ciogses tho weston portion of tho 
Zungi mountain, To this pomt, thorefore, he moved as rapidly 
as possible, 

The pomt, however, 10 which Colonel Wood had gone, and 
whero he mtended Lioutenant-Colonel Russell to jcin him, was 
at the castorn ond of the Zungi mountain, about 6 miles from the 
apot to which the mounted infantry wee now hastening. 

The appeaiance of ihe Zulu amy had not beon unpory 
eotved by the inhabitants of the Inhlobana mountain, wh 
soon ofise out from thei hiding places, and in constantly inn

Whon the top of the path lcading down the chiff was reached, 100 as: 

the setious dificultios of the descont became appmont; while a 

lance at the lowe: plateau showed that no support from 
Russell's party could be counted on, as they had akeady with- 
ciawn, Buller and Ins men, however, had no altoiative but to 
contmuc the reticat to which they were committed, and tho 
descent to the lowa plateau was undeitaken, The path, as 
stated above, had been reported 10 Licutenant-Colonel Russell 
as barely ptacticable for mon on foot, and it could only be con- 
sidered passable by houses by 1cason of the fact that the 10cks 
of the enewcliig precipice he13 Pieenien some appearance of 
regularity, and. formed 2 somes of lodges from 8 to 12 feot wide, 
on which an mscoute foothold could be obtained, the diop from 
one ledge to the next being about 3 a1 4 feat. 

The Native portion of Lieutenant-Colonel Bulloi's force 
went down fist, ther ictieat being covacd by the mounted 
men, These then began to descend, the Tiontic Light Lorse, 
who formed the 1ca1 guard, for a while successfully keeping m 
check tho onemy, who weie constantly ondedvoming io press 
closot. Much timo, however, was occupied in the descent, and 
before the bulk of the force had reached the lower plateau the 
ream pnard unfortmnately coasod firing, thnlang ‘teat the ap- 
proaching Zulus wore some of then own natives, The onomy, 
profiting by this mistake, promptly occupied the rocks closo to 
the Ime of descent, and powed a hot fie at short range into 
those who were endeavoming to get then horses over tha 
almost impassable natural obsticles in theh way The casual- 
tios, sybils up to this had uot been of much mportance, now 
bocame actions, as the Zulus snccecded m closing with tho 
assegei on the seattorod memb.1s of the party. One ollicer and 
about 16 mon were ost, aud at thus spot toll Mi. Pret Uys, tho 
gallant leader of the Boor Contingent, who had rendered such 
valuablo sorvices to Colonel Wood's column, 

Tho lowo plateau was at last reached, but Buller's force 
was by dus time ma very disorganised condition, Many of the 
mart Wee digmonnied, thon herses having bedn lost by fallag 
ovor the 10cks, andif the feais which were entertained of an 
attack Wy the main Zulu aimy had boen reahsed, a very seuious 
loss must have onsued, No attack, howover, was made by this 
amy, and Buller, having to somo extent 1alliod his men, with- 
dew towards tho Zungi mountam, wholested cxeept by the 
Zulus of tho Inhlobana, who followed and fied on his party fiom 
long range, 

Captem Barton, as mentioned above, had beon warmed of 
the apiroach of the onemy’s torco, and divected to withdiaw 
“by the right of the mountain.” Whon Capiam Barton reccived 
this messago he was facmng the oast, and unfortunately came to 
the aroncous conclusion that he was meant to retreat by the 
south of tho mountam. ITaying, thoroford, beon joined by 
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Colonal Weatheley and his party, they procaeded tc gether 
towaids Kambula, till they found themselves withm a short dis- 
tanco of the Zulu army, which had by this time approached the 
Tublobana so closely as to loave no outlet between its mght 
flank and the mountam. From this critical position they at 
once sought to extiucato themselves by tmning about and 
endeavoming to pass the Ityenteka Nek, in oider to gain the 
safe line of reticat by the north side of the Inhlobana. 

It _appeas that a small portion of tho main Zulu army 
turned aside to puisue them, but the principal opposition was 
caused. by a number of the enemy who descended fiom the 
Inblobana, and bated the pass oven the Ityenteka Nek. Tsong 
theso they endeavomed to cut theh way, but hampored by the 
difficulties of the giound, and greatly outnumbered, theu efforts 
weie unsuccessful, Colonel Weatherley, his son, and ll the 
Border Horse except cight were slain, and Captain Barton* with 
18 of the Tiontier Hoise likewise perished Those who suvived 
ieached Kambula late the same evonng, Leing bought in by 
Lieutenant-Colonel Buller, who, on hearing of what had fered, 
stated aga fiom the camp with a party to icnder assistance, 

Colonel Wood, afta ordamg Lieutenant-Coloncl Russell 40 
the Zungen nek, went himself to this place, viz, the low ground 
at the eastern end of tho Zungi mountam. Finding that he was 
not joinec by this officor and his paity, Colonel Wood sent a 
fresh ode, directing him to movo eastwards fiom the point to 
which he had g ne, im oidei 10 cover the icticat of tho natives 
belonging to Bullei’s force, who were suffering heavy loss at this 
fie, 

Befre this order was dclivacd to Lacutonant-Colonel 
Russell he had alicady, m consequence of the mistake as to the 
meaning of the term “ Zungen nok,’ taken up hus position at the 
western end of the Zung: mountam, and before he could come to 
the assistance of the native troops they had been cut off almost 
to a man, and the Zulus had withdrawn from the pursuit. 
Russell’s force then i1ctuincd to Kambula, whore it atived be- 
tweon 4 and 5 2.M., unmolested by the Zulu amy, 

Tho casualtios this day were heavy. Out of Buller’s force of 
400 Lurozeans, 92 were lulled and 7 wounded, 12 of the former 
being offisas, A heavy loss also ocemred among the native 
troops, but the numbcr has not beon ascotamed, as with the 
excoption of about 50 the whole of Wood’s Inogulust desorted 
the same night, 

On the moining of the 29th Maich a party of Raaf’s 
Coips who had been sent ont at dayhght to reconnocitre, 1¢- 
turned to Kambula, binging one of Uhamu’s men, whom they 
had met on the Umyolosi, some 10 miles fiom the camp, 

This man appears to have found himself on the 98th close 
to the Zulu amy, and to have jomed some acquaintances in

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its vanks who were ignorant that he had attached himself to 29th Marsh, 
the British, Fiom these Zulus he learned that it was intended 1879 

that the army should attack Kambula on the 29th, “about 

dinnor time,” and havmg afterwards sepaiated lumself from 

lus friends, was canying this intelligence te Colonel Wood, 

when he fell in with Raat’s party. 

This, howeva, was not the only source of informeon 
available, for spios were constantly passmg, and Colonel Wood 
on his return to camp on the evening of the 28th, had 1¢- 
cetved a detailed statement of the enemy’s force fiom a Zulu 
messonga, who had 1eached Kambula on the evenmg of 
the arith 

When this report as to the hom selected for the attack 
was recoived, two companies of the 1 | 13th wee absent fiom 
camp, brmging down wood fiom the "Ngabaka Hawano moun- 
tain in rem. As fuel was urgently roquied Colonel Wood, 
trusting to the accuracy of the infoimation, determined not to 
vecall these Some till this duty had been completed and 
it was satisfactorily caiiied out Lefore the enemy appeared, 

The position taken up at Kambula was on the ndge of a 
Spul cudiuny eustwaids from the 'Ngabake Tlawane mountain, 
A wagon laager had been formed on this 1idge, and the crest 
of a small knoll which at about 150 yards to the eastward 10se 
above the general level of the spur, was the site of a redoubt 
capable of holding thaee companies. On the southern side of the 
ridge, between the redoubt and the laagor, there was a cattle 
Ixraal 01 enclosure, formed of wagons, within whiohk the oxen of 
the column were now collected. . 

The ground to the north of the position thus occupied 
sloped gently down, but to tho south some aupt edge 
afforded a considerable amount of cover, and loft a lage aea 
comparatively close at hand unseen by the defondas. 

At about 11 so, the Zulus wore reported to bem mght of 12 0 as 
the camp. They wao then moving m dense masses fiom the 
diecton of the Zungi mountain, and, as on the pieviods day, 
their advanco was made m five columns, 

At 12.45 pat, dinnors boing over, the tents were struck, the 1246 var 
mon wwe1e posted, and boxes of 1eserve ammunition weie opened 
and placed m convenient spots This was done rapidly and 
without confusion, as simila. pidparations for defence had been. 
previously practisod. 

The enemy’s columns wore meanwhile drawing near, but the 
point on which thoy wo directed was not at first apparent, Tt 
seamed that this Zulu aimy wis about to paas by, and that, 
neglocting the Kambula camp, it would march on the town of 
Utiecht, which, though provided with a strong stone fat m 
which the inhabitants could find safety, offered a somewhat 
tempting object for a hostile 1aid. ; 

Che luval authorities ut this pluce had, since the Tsaudhlwana 
disaster, beon urgent that Colonel Wood should withdhaw his 
forco froni Kambula, aud gaariwon their town, With tus 
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veqiost Coloncl Wood had refused to comply, as ho considered 
that Utooht wag offootaally covered by bis foroo at Kambula, 
and ho had accordingly romamed in lus advanced position m 
apite of tho entroatios of tho townspeople, Now, however, ik 
soomod for a time as thongh their forcbodings would bo realisod, 
and that Wood's force might he poworless to protect thom, 

The gonial hno of advance of the Zulu amy was at this 
time towards the west but whon thei colwnns had 1cached a 

oint nearly dtc south of tho Kambula camp a change of 
chrection was made, and while one potion of the army moved 
to its mght and arcled round towaids tho north side of tho 
camp, the other continued its advance for somo distance, and 
thon wheeled up against the westain side, The latter portion 
was still on the march whon the mght horn of the Zulu army, 
having a shorter distance to go, had 1cached the position from 
which it was to atiack, and heie it halted in sight cf tho camp, 
but out of range of the guns. 

At 1,30 PM. Colonel \WWood dnected some of tho mounted 
mon under Buller and Russoll 1o move out againet this nght 
horn, and the action commonced by their 1iding up to within 
range, cismounting and. openmy fixe, Zulu disciplive, though 
good, was not strong enough to rostiain a colunm some 2,000 
strong, when attacked by about a hundred men, and the result 
was that the whole of the ught hoi spiang wp, and charged 
the little paty of hasomen, These speedily remountod, and 
fell back on tho camp holding a running Aght with the onomy 
who pressed on cagorly, Tho mounted mon now retired within 
the laago,, and fo was opened by the mtillay and infantry 
fiom tlion stong defensivo position, As tho piround io tho 
noith of this position was opon with a gentle fall this fre was 
vay effective, and obliged the onomy to halt ahout 3800 yads 
from tho camp, and eventually to fall back on some tocks to the 
hort 1-cast, 

Trom this point thoy kept tp a fie on the camp and its 
defondas but mado no {mlher atioripl to assault the position, 

The premaitne aitialk of the Zuln right havin For thus 
chocked, Colonel Wood was now ablo to direct his attention 
manly to 1opelling the onset of the contro and left columna, 
By £.15 P.M. them atlacks wore developed, the Zulu loft having 
woikcd ound to the west ofthe camp, while tho centro advanced 
againal the southorn face. Taking advantage of tho coyar 
‘which tho steepness of the udgo on thid aide afforded, they 
assembled in lage numbois in this dcad giomnd, and assaulted 
the cattle kraal s0 vigorously that a company of the 1 { 18th 
poe: i it was obhged to withdraw, aftor aufforingy aomowhat 

eavily, 

Encowaged by this success a Zulu cohumn, 1,000 or 1,500 
strong, was now formed up on the west of the cattle kaal, whad 
they wore sheltered fiom the fire of tho mam laage:, A sovious 
assault, on this was ovidently contamplaied, bet before it waa 
Aolivered, Colonel Wood ordered a counter atlack to be made 
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on the colunm by two companies of the 90th under Major 29th March, 
Hackett, and these issuing fiom the Jaager foiced the enemy to 1879 
retire The two companics, however became exposed to such 

a severe enfilade fire fiom a number of Zulus posted on a spur 

to the westwaid, that they wore iccalled, and agam took post 

within the laager. 

Those Zulus who had oceyned the cattle kaal fuled to 
remove any of the oxen; but as the position now held by the 
defenders consisted maely of the mam lange: and the 1edoubt 
the enemy's forces ware able to assemble below tho 10cks and 
steep ground, within 200 yards of the layer, and hence to 
assault it, This was doncseyesal tomes with great determination, 
but the steady fire of the infantry m the lange: and the redoubt, 
and the coolness with which the guns outmde we1o served 
diove them back on each occasion with enormous loss 

The action was a long one; but in the end ihe Zulus were 
forced to recogmsge the impossibility of passing the open space 
which separated them fiom the laaga. By about 5 30 P.M, the 680 yak 
vigour of the attack had so cvidontly slackened that Colonel 
Wood ordcied a company of the 1 18th to retake tho cattle 
Inaal, whilo a company of the 90th advanced on theh right to 
the edge of the rocks, and pomed a heavy fire into the mass of 
Zulus below, who wae now beginning to fall back The 
mounted men, who, after having placed them hoses withm tho 
laage:, had been assistmg' m the defence, now 1emounted, and 
were sent against the icticating enemy. The retreat specdily 
became a rout, and the horsemen, following foi a distance of 
about 7 milos, smote down the fugitives almost with impumty till 
darkness obliged them to desist 

Tho Zulu amy whch fought this day at Kambula had been 
assombled at Ulundi, and was special y detailed for the duty of 
attacking Colonel Wood's camp The right horn was composed 
of the ‘Nkobamnakos: 1cgiment, which, m consequence of its 
losses at Isandhlwana was specially cagor for distinction, and 
suffered very soveicly in ils premature commencement of the 
action, The mam attack was mad2 by the "Mbonambi and 
Nokenke regiments, the lati forming the force which occupied 
the cattle kianl, Both of these regimonts also suffered heavily, 
and, including the number Inlled m the pursuit, the loss inflicted 
on the Zulus this day 1s estimated at nearly 2,000. F 

The Burtish force engaged numbered im all 1,998 and its 
casualties amounted to 18 non-commissioned officas and men 
killed, and 8 officers and 57 non-commussioned officers and men 
wounded,” 

The Zulu army which atlacked Kambula dispersed imme« 
chately after the action, aud during tie period which followed 
all was quiet in this district,

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IX. Arrtvan or RrinrorcoMnnrs AND GUNDRAL SITUATION, 
Aru to 15TH APRIL. 


It had been determined by Lord Chelmsford that the position 
occupied at Etshowe should be abandoned immechately after 
the gainson blockaded there had been .cheved, and the ovacu- 
ation of the fort was accordingly commenced on tho mornmg’ of 
the 4th April All stoics of any value were collected and placed 
on wagons, and at 1.30 Pa. the head of the column moved off. 
Much delay, however, occured, and it was late m the day 
before the end of the train of wagons, 120 in number, got clea 
of Fishowe. The route taken was that which Colonel Peaison 
had followed on us auival m January, as the new tack was 
greatly cut up by the advance of the iclief column the previous 
day. 

Colonel Pearson and the relieved peneey bivonacked on the 
night of the 4th Apul on the same 1idge where they had passed 
the mght afta: the action of the Inyezane, and on the followmg 
morning aga moved forwaid., The ot:ginal plan had been for 
tis comm to proceed to Gingihlovo, but m the course of ihe 
day, while on the maich, Colonel Peaison reecrved orders to 
move dnect to tho Lowa Tugola by the old road, Colonel 
Pemsons force accordingly @ossed the Inyozane and cncamp-~ 
ing: botween that 1ver and the Amatikulu, moved on the 6th to 
withm 4 miles of the frontier, Next day the Tugela was 
reached, and the foree ontamped on tho Zulu mde of tho 
alremn. 

The ieheving column did not leave Etshowe tll the Sth 
April, and on the 4th Lord Chelnsford accompanied a patrol, 
which destroyed g Inaal of Dabulamanzi’s on the Entumeni hill 
some 8 mies away. When [tshowe was evicnated on the 
5th Apul the buldings were mumediately burnt Ly the Zulus, 

Lord Chelmsford’ column, bomg hghtly equipped, overtook 
Colonel Pearson while on the mmch, But the two forces soon 
acpmated, as Lord Chelmstoid was ictummg to Gimgihlovo 
‘while Colonel Pemson’s lengthy convoy was now pioceedme to 
the Tugela, 

The position nea the Imfuchini msion station, whee Lord 
Chelnsford’s cohunn bivouacked this night,* was the sceno of a 
false alarm, which had scrious results, At 3.80 a.m, on the 
mouning of the bth Apul, a soniry of the 91st Regiment, fied a 
shot at what he took to be a party of the onomy, A pigqnet of 
the 60th Rifles, which was on the opposite sido of tho entaonched. 
enclosure, on hoamg this shot, hoshky fell back, as did sonic of 
Ma, John Dunn’s scouts, who had been still finthor in advance,

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The main body of the 8 60th, who wore within the entrench- 
ment, opened fie on the paitly, thus hastenmg towards them, 
and the result was that 5 of the 601h, and 9 of ihe native scouts 
weie erther shot or bayonetied. Of theso 1 man of the 60th 
was lnlled on the spot, and 2 of tho natives died of then wounds 
shortly after waa ds, 

Fiom this bryouack the column marched on the 6th, and 
passing’ by the Camgihlovo laagen, formed a new centienched camp 
about amie to the southwaid. Tho foree which had been left 
in the ougmal Jaaga moved 1o this new entrenchment on the 
7 


Lod Chelmsford accompaniod by his staff, and Commodoe 
Richards, now hastened back to Natal, and at noon on the 7th 7, Apnl, = 
April reached the Tugela, where Colonel Peaison’s force was at 1879. 
that time anivmg. 

Leaving Foot Pearson on the 8th, Lod Chelmsford got to sth Apra. 
Dwban on the 9th, and found the bulk of the 1emfo1cements oth April, 
already disombarked.* 

The conveyance to Natal of theso 1¢einfo cements had been 
naiked by only two nnsadventures worthy of notice, Of these, 
one prepened to the “City of Pans,” which ran agiound n 
Sunouw's Ba, » UL the 23d March, aud was consequently ubhged 
to transfor hoi troops, &e, to Her Majesty’s ship “Tamar,’ and 
the other befell the “Clyde,” which was totally wrecked near 
Dyer’s sland, some 70 miles to the eastwaid of Simons Bay. 

The “Clyde,” which was taking out lego drafts for tho 

1 24th Regiment, appeas to have run agiound about 4380 AM, 
om the 31d April, on a reef betveen Dyci’s island and the main %d Apml. 
and, At 6.20 A.M. the firs! boats with the sick, were despatched 
lo a spot on the shore of the latter, some 3 miles distant hom the 
vossel, and, as the sca was foilrmately calm, successive trips 
wero made without difficulty tll 11.80 aat, by which ume all 
tho troops had been landed, with the exception of a porns 
paty. This party romamed on boad, savmg baggage and 
»ther property up to 1.80 p.m, when tho vessel was abandoned, 
us she appeared to be siuking, 

In consequence of the exceptionally calm weatha, the whole 
of the hoops and ew were thus landed without any casualty, 
but as the “Clyde” sank duing the following mght, tho late 
purelies of wailike sto.cs which she contained were totally 

ost, 

Those who had first reached the shore had sclected a con- 
vonient camping giound, about 2 miles inland, and the men’s 
provisions were conveyed from the beach to this place in the 
wagon of a neighbouing farmer. 

Shoxtly before 8 A.M, the Clef Officer of the “Clyde” hail 
slaited in one of the ship’s boats fo. Simon’s Bay, and on his 
arrival there at 10,80 P.M, the same evening, he reported to the 
Senior Naval Officor that the vessel had 1un ashore. 
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Tle: Majesty's sup “Tamar” was mmediately despatched 
to 1ender assistance, and at about 9 AM. the next mowing 
artived at the wreck, of which only the masts and funnol woo 
naw visible. 

The work of 16 embarking the troops was caisied on rapidly, 
and was neatly complete by 1.30 Pat, when Ie. Majesty s ship 
“TPenedos,” which had followed the “Tamar,” reached the 
anclimage Both vegsela anijved at Simar’s Ray, on tha Ath, 
and on the 7th the “famar ’ piocceded to Durban with the 
troops 

The airival of the reinforcements and of the genetal officers 
who had accompamed them, rcndered it necessary for Lod 
Chelmsford on lus 1ctmin fiom Etshowe to 1co1ghnise his forces, 
which wae now so largely moieased. Tho old designations 
wae at fst retained, ad the command of No. 1 Column, now 
to consist of favo bugades, was given to Major General If. lope 
Ciealock C.B. Colonol Pearson, with the local rank of Bulgacher~ 
Ganaial, was appomied {o one of these bugades, 

Columns Nos, 2 and 8 had ceased to exist, but No. 4 (Woods 
column) was likewiso to be ought up to a stiength of two 
bngades, of which one was 1o be formed by the troops now at 
Kambula, under Wood (to mado a Brigadier General), and the 
otaer by tho new arrivals under Major Gait, al Nowdigate. 

The cavalry bigade, consisting of the Ist Diagoon Guards 
and 17th Lancos, was under the command of Majo-General 
Mashall, and was dnected to jon the nother 1 cohwmn 

Majoi-Genal the Honomeable IL Child, VC. C.B., was 
appomted Inspector General of the Lines of Communication and 
Base, and established his [Toad-quaiters at Durb wm. 

On the 18th Apiil a diferent anangoment of tho forces was 
made No. 1 Column was now styled No. I Division, South 
Afiican Field Force, wider the command of Major-General 
Crealock; Wood's force was to remain widlepeidonts under 
the tatle of “Brigadiei-Geneal Woods Plymg Column,” end 
the 1emamder of the tivops m tho Utrecht distuct were to con- 
stiinte No, IL Division, of which the command was given to 
Maja-Gceneinl Nowdigate, 

Tho infantry on landing were sent forward imnociately, but 
the mounted thoops were encamped near Durban for about a 
pane afler disembarketion, in order to get the hoxses into cou- 
cht on, 

Dung the fist fortnight in Apiul few movements took place 
among the tLoops which had been oceupymg dofensrve positions 
on the fiontian. Telpmakam and Rorke’s Drift were still gamn- 
sonod by the 2 { 24th and the two remainmg companies ot tho 
1 24th, and a considerable forec of natives was maintained at 
Toit Cheny, Qn tho Transvaal sido, two compames of tho 
2 { 4th went to Lunobeig, rclieving five compautes of the 80th, 
who icached Utrecht on the 11th Apul, and thus materially 
inc.oascd VWoods available force. This furco had remuinod 
undisturbed at Kambula, after the action of tho 29th March, its 
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operations being confined to the sendmg out of various patrols 
of mounted men. In an expedition of this Innd, a mall party 
from Luneberg, under Ca) hi Puilor, of the 80th met a number 
of Zulus, on the 5th April, near the Intombi, and had a skiimish 
with them, m which one of thai number, who proved to be tho 
celebrated chief Umbelini, 1eccived a wound fom the effects 
of which he died a few days later. 

Qn the 14th Ap al frash ground wae taken mp by the gieator 14th Aprl, 
portion of the force at Kambula. While the redoubt was still 1879. 
occupied, a new ontienched camp was this day formed, some 600 
o1 700 yards to the westwaid of the old one, the site of which st 
had now, for sanitary 1easons, becomo desirable to vacate. 

On the 15th Api the general postion of the Army in South 1sth Apnl. 
Africa was as follows: Loid Chelmsfoids Iead quarters were 
at Durban, in the neighbourhood of which place the Cavalry 
Buigade and the aitilery wae encamped. The 2nd Bngade, 
Ist Division (57th 3 { 60th, and Dist Regiments) with a portion 
of the Naval Bngade and tho mounted infantry, was still at 
Gingihlovo, m the camp occupied on the 6th April. The Ist 
Bngade of this Division (2 did, 88th, and 99th Regiments), 
with the remainder of the Naval Buigade, was encamped on the 
Lower Tugela, pumerpally on the left bank of the steam. 

The infantry of the [Ind Division (2 2st, 58th, and 94th 
Regiments) were on the march up coyntry, the place named for 
their concentration being the Doornborg 4 wooded mountain in 
the angle betweon the Buffalo and Blood 1veis, 

Wood’s Column, consisting of the t 18th and 90th Regi 
monis, with Tiemlott’s batte:y* ent 7 RA.), No. 1 Squadron 
Mounted Infantiy, the Fronticr Light House, and other Colomal 
troops, was still occupying tho entrenched position at Kambula, 
and chew its supphes from Utracht, which was now held by the 
80th Regiment, 

Fort Pearson and Dundogt were the main depéts for the Ist 
and IInd Divisions respectively, and to these places supplies 
wote being forwarded as rapidly as the means of tanspoit would 
permit,

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On the 16th Apul, Majoi~Goncial Crealock 1sft Durban to 
assume command of his Division and on the 18th lis Head- 

uarters were established at Fort Pearson. 

By Loid Chelmstords instiuctions* io General Crealock, the 
worl: to be performed by tho Ist Division was to be as follows: 
—The Emangwene and Undi mihtay kaals noth of the 
Unnlatoosi tryer were to be burnt; a strong permanent post was 
to be formed on the Inyczane, and two months’ provisions for 
the Division stored init, and an mtermediate post was to bo con~ 
stiucted half way betweon this and the Tugela, Tho opmations 
against tho two laaals were to be undertaken with as hitle 
delay as posable, and on thoii complotion the fthar movements 
of the Division were to be at General Crealocl’s discretion, 
General Cicalock was informed that Ulundi would bo the objec~ 
tive of the northern force, and it was suggested that in support 
of this force en entrenched post and supply depét should evon- 
tually be established by the Ist Division, m tho naghbourhood 
of the St. Pauls mission station, 

On the 21st Aprit a convoy of 110 wagons, containing: thiao 
weeks’ supplies for the 2nd Brigade, loft the Lowe: Tugela in 
charge of an escurt of about 1,000 men and 2 guns, An ompty 
convoy, with an escort fiom the 2nd Brigade, was met on. tho 
22nd at the Amatikulu, and tho convoys having been exchanged, 
tho escort of the 2nd Brigade retwned 10 Gingihlovo, where it 
arrived on the 2did, ‘The oscort of the Ist Biigado remaining 
for a day on the Amatikulu, constructed an entronched post 
there, called Port Crealoek, and 1cturned to the Tugela on the 
24th Apul. 

On this day and the following tho 2nd Brigade moved to a 
now position lower down the Inyezane river, on tho right bank 
of which a fort was commenced on the 29th April, to which the 
name of }oit Chelmsford was given, 

These two posts having boon established m acemdanco with 
Lord Chelmsfoid’s instructions, all efforla were now directed to 
the collection of two months’ supphis for the Division at Fout 
Chelmstord, ‘Tho base authoritics dehvered these aw plies at 
the dopdt at Foil, Pearson, and thei conveyance from thts point 
had to be undataken by the divisional transport, ‘This 
transport was composer almoxt ontirely of ox wagons, of which 
about 250, with some 3,500 oxon, were available when the 
Division was formed, 

The convoy despatched on the 21st April was followed by 
others, at mtavels of ahout a week,f the avciage numba of

the enemy to interfere with the movements of these oomvoys, 147 
which usually took three days to reach Tort Chelmsford While 
supphes were thus being sent 10 the fioni, the two nigades 
1emamed m then positions on the Tugela and Inyezane, fur- 
mshing the necessary escorts, and stiengthening the defences of 

tho posts. Foit Tenedos, which had been constiucted on the 
advance of Colonel Pcaisons colunm m January, was found to 

be capable of considaable improvement, and the alteation of 
this work, as well as catun changes m the detensive auange 
ments on the Natal side of the uve, was undertaken by the 

Ist Brigade. 

After much delay, caused by the difficulty of tranapoiting 
the matonals from Durban, a pontoon budge acioss the Tugela 
was completed on the 7th May, and on the 11th June this was 71h May. 
teplaced by a semi-pamanent trestle and pontoon Iiidge. 
Among othor wo1ks which were cained out dung this period 
was the extension of the telegraph to Tot Chelmsfad. This 
was completed on the 30th May. 80th May, 

The low lying coast region m which the Ist Division was 
encamped proved to be exticmely unhealthy, and the amount of 
sickness was very lage, the most seiious disease being enteric 
fever. The 2nd Dazade though its camp at Fort Chelmsford 
was freo fiom the sanitary objections to which ihe Gingihlovo 
position was open, suffered severely, and 18 officers and 479 men 
of tho regular troops were sent back sick from Fouts Chelmsford 
and Ciealock, between the 16th Apul and the 17ti June. Duning 
the samo penod 3 offices and 68 men of the Division died. 

The transport difficulties of the Division did not dummsh as 

ume went on, By the passage of the convoys the grass near the 
road and round the halting places was consumed «i tiampleddown, 
and tho oxen, which weve thus obliged to travel farther tor their 
food, fell off mm condition, and became mnfit Lor hard wok, No 
otheis, however, were available, and the result was that lage 
numbers of anmals porished, the average daily loss being 10.* 
At the begimmmg of Junc the Natal Government dnected the 
magistrates of the different disinets to use thei: influence to 
indnce ownes to pait with thei cattle, and 674 which were 
thus boughtt to some catent supphed the doficiencies m the 
divisional taiangport. 

Great difficulty was also expaienced in obtainmg the 
services of natives to chive the oxen, but at length then numbers 
were made up, and the requisite two months’ provisions having 
been aceumulated at Fort Chelmsford, the Division was ready to 
move forward, 

The month of June, however, was woll advanced befoie this 
wag accomphshed, and it was on the 13th Junc that the first 19th Juno.

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movement was made. On this day, with a viow to the concen- 
tration of the Division at Fort Chelmsford, a portion of the 1st 
Brigade, congisting of the 2 3rd Regimont, Lonsdalo’s Hoxse,* 
and 2 guns, marched fiom the Tngela. Ths was followed on 
the 17th June by the second section of the Biigade, consisting 
of tho 88th Rogiment and the Naval Buigade, and on the 19th, 
8 companies of the 99 h Regmont, with a battery of atillay 
(QL 6 RA.) and vanous dhafts formed the thud section of tho 
troops moving up fiom the fiontia. 

n. the 17¢h June General Crealock’s Head-quarteas wero still 
at Fort Peaison, and the Ist Division, tor which two months’ 
provisiois had been stoied at I’oit Chelmsford, was now m 
process of concentration at that place, preparatory to an 
advance,

XI. Orprarions or tan IInp Drvision 16Tu Apri, To 17TH 
JUNE. 


On the 16th Apul the mfantry regiments of the IInd Divi- 
gran wera on tha march towards tha noth of Natal the2 21st 
and 94th Regiments takmg the 1outo by Gioytown, the 10- 
maindo. that by Cstcowt and Ladysmith, 

The mounted troops began to leave their camp near Dmban, 
on the 17th Apuil, anc proceedad by maichesavelagmg 10 miles, 
with a halt every thiid o fomth day, Two companies of the 
Aimy Scrvice Corps had landed about the same time as the 
cavalry, and for the march up country one of these companies 
was at fist attached to each cavahy 1egiment, for 1egimental 
tiansport. This anangement, however, was modified on the 
avtival of the cavahy bngadc at Pietermaritzbug, and from 
this point on, the cavalry were accompanied merely by detach- 
monts of the Army Service Corps. 

Lord Chelmsford moved his Ilead quaiteis fiom Durban to 
Piotermuntzburg on the 17th mee and was accompanied b 
the Prince Impeual, who had icached Durban on the 1st pea 
Bofore leaving England, the Prince had sought permission to 
serve with tho Buitish troops in Zululand, but as this was not 
sanctioned, he had proceoded to South Africa as a spectator, 
The Princo was tho beme: of a letter fom the Commanden-in- 
Chief to Lod Chelmsford, 1equesimg that assistance mht be 
rondored him to see as much a3 possible with tho columns in the 
ficld, and with this viow Loid Chelmsfoid now attachod him to 
lus ee sonal staff, 

Dining the few days which Lord Chelmsford spent im Picter- 
maiitzburg, ho endeavomed to hing about such a chango m tho 
existing laws of Natal as would enable the military authorities 
to impress camiage, as at this timo no transport was forthcommg, 
the owners holding back in hopes of a further advance in tho 
already enoimous pro offacd, ‘ho Government of Natal, 
however, was not disposed to take any = in this direction, 
and the requisite powor was not obtained till « much later 


Ce 

Anothe: difficulty which now became apparent was the want 
of native drivers and leaders for the wagon teams, The Isand- 
hlwana disaste: had caused such widely felt apprehensions 
among’ the class fiom whom tleso men were usually obtamable, 
that, on a frosh advanco into Zululand being about to take place, 
desertions became numoious, and most of those who now unde- 
took these dutics stipulated that then engagement should termi- 
nate on reaching the fiontic.. 

On the 22nd Apri, Lord Chelmsford left Pietermantzburg 
for Dundes, aud on lis deparvure Majoi-Genoral Clifford maved, 
to Pletermaritzburg fiom Dmban, 

Gonmal Newdigais, who had started a week emlia, had 
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employed the time dining which his Division was on the much 
in paymg a visit to General Wood, at Kambula, and now 
ictwuned to mect Lod Chelmsford at Dundee. This place was 
the mam dopét for the IInd Division, and hom it supphes were 
aftovwa 1s sent forwaid to Landman’s Drift and Conference 
lull. 

On tl e 29th Apul the 2 91st and Sith Regimonis vonchod 
Dundee, and by the 1st May the remainder of the mfantiy had 
anived. The cavahy bugado, the artillery, and the ammuni 
tion column wero still on the march. 

On the 2nd May Loid Chelinsford left Dundee for Kambula, 
and the same day the mfantry of the [Ind Division moved up 
to Landman’s Dift, on the Buffalo 1iver. Ilero an entienched 
camp was formed, in which the bulk of the Division 1emained 
fo. some time stationary, awaiting the completion of the anange~ 
ments for its advance, 

On the 10th May the Division occupied the following posi- 
tions: General Newdigate’s head quaiteis were at Landman’s 
Duift, whero the troops present consisted of the 58th Regiment,* 
and three companies of tho 2 21st;t N 5 RA.t; Bengoughs 
battalion of natives; and Shepstone’s Lose, ‘The oath Regi 
ment§ was at Conforence Ill, whither 1t had gone as escort to 
a convoy ; three companies of the 2 | 21st were at the Dooinbag 
cultmg firewood, and the cavahy brigade was at Dundee whee 
N {6 R.A. and two companics of the 1 24th wore also en-~ 
camped ‘The diafis for tho 1 24th, amounting to five companies 
having been delayed m consequence of the wieck of the “ Clyde,” 
were still on the 10ad, as were a half baltay (10 7 R.A.) and 
the ammunition column 

On the 12th May the 1ight wing of the 17th Lancers and 
N 628A. moved up to Landman’s Dift. ‘Tho 1st Dragoon 
Guards, who had been informed on the 6th that thoy were to 

nucced to Standaton m the Transvaal, remamed still at 
Ganies: with the other wmg of the Lanceis and the 24th,

quantities of stores weie forwaided to this placo. Gieat difli« 
culty was at fist expcuenced m inducmg the wagon drivers to 
cross the Buffalo, but, as the country was found to be quite 
desatod by the enemy, confidence was eventually restorcd, 

It had been ascertained that a route suitable for the advance 
of Woods column led fiom Conforence lull to Thabanango but 
ag yet no othe: track had been found by wluch the Ind Diyi- 
sion could jom in the advance, Hopes were, however, entorlained 
that this long détour might bo avoided by tho discovery of a 
more dneot lino fiom Landmans Dut, and on the arrival of the

were undertaken. On the 16th May a squadion of Lancers left 16th May, 
Tandman’s Dufl, and, after bivouackmg nem tho Vecht Kop 1479 
ieached tho Itelezi hill the noxt moung IIe they met a 17th May 
detachment of Bettingtou’s Llorse, which had mdden out fiom 
Gonference hill, bué nao Zulus wee soon, and the Lancas, 
recuussng the Buffalo at Robsons Drift, returned to the Laud- 

man’s Drift camp at 8 PM. 

On the 20th May Gencal Marehall, with the Ist Diagoon goth Moy, 
Guaids and the left wing of the Lancers, marched from Dundes 
fo. Rorkes Duift. 

This foice, after bivouackmg on the eastern side of the 
Biggushe.g, continued its maich the neat day, being joined on 
the road by the right wing of the Lancers and 2 guns of Hainess’s 
battery, which had stated fiom Landman’s Dift the same 
morning. ‘The uted force 1eachod Rorke’s Drift at half-past 
38 PM, and bivouacked near Fort Melvill * the object bomg to 
visit the battlefield of Isandhlwana the next day. 

Tsandhlwana had been visited on the 15th May by a small 
pee of officers and otheis, under Lieutenant~Colonel Black,f 

ut with this exception the giouud had been uutiodden by 
Emopeans smce Lieutenant-Colonel Black's previous visit on 
the 14th March, and those who had fallen on ae 22nd Januay 
still lay unbwiod. 

At 4 AM, on the 2ist May, Colonel Dinry-Lowe, with a gist May, 
force consisting of a wing of the Kn g’s Diagoon Guards, a wing 
of the Lancas, and 10 of iho Natal Carabincois, crossed the 
Buffalo, and proceeding up the Bashee valley, past Snayo’s 
stionghold, woiked 10und over the hills, aud eventually do- 
sconded to Isandhlwana from the heights to the noith of it. 

Goneral Marshall, with tho rem: mdor of the mounted force, 
consisting of the other wings of the cavahy .cements, pohce, 
and Volunices, with the 2 guns, stated fiom Rorke’s Duft at 
5.30 A.M, and proeceded by the direct track to Isandhlwana, 
Four companies of the 2 24th marched out as faa us the Bushee 
iiver, and occupied the heights on the eastein side of that 
sticam. 

Tho two cavalry columns amived at Isandblwana about 
8.30 AM. and found the battleficld, as well as the whole of 
the swroundmg countiy, oninoly desated,  Vedettes were 
posted oud many of the dead wae buued, but the bodies of 
all 24th men were left untouched at the express request of 
Colonel Glyn, who desied that they should bo mnterred by their 
own comades. A groat many of the remains were slill recog-

OF the wagons and carts which had now been standing on 
this giound for exactly four months, aboui forty wie 1emoved to 
Rokes Duft by hoses which had accompamed Genaal Mar- 
shall’s column. The whole force 1cturned to Roiko’s Darft the 
game cvening, and icached Landman’s Duft on the 28ic May. 

Keconnassances made im the month ol May by Lioutenant- 
Colonel Taiison, AQMLG., had established the fact that tho 
Thabanango mountam could be reached. fiom Landman’s Drift 
by a fauly practicable track leadmg by the Iteleza hil. This 
line was accordingly chosen for the advance of the IInd Divi- 
sion, which was now to enter Zululand at Koppie Allein, and to 
this place Bengough’s battahon of natives was sent on the 24th 
May. 
Ba the ovening of this day Loid Oholmsfoid aniived at Land- 
man’s Diift om Utiecht, where his Toad-quaiters had boen smee 
lus retin fiom Kambula on the 5th, 

Up to this tine the transpoit of the IInd Division had boen 
employed in pushing up supplics fiom Landman’s Dritt to Con- 
ference hill, and within the earthworks formed at this place very 
large quantitics ot stores had now been accumulated ‘The adop- 
tion of the more southern line of advance, howover, now neces- 
sitated the formation of a depdt at Koppic Allem, and the 
removal of stores to this place from Conforence hill and fiom 
Landman s Dut was at once commenced, 

The contemplated move of the King’s Diagoon Guards to 
Stande ton was found to bo wnncecesary, but in consequonce of 
tho great difficulty of transpoiting the requsto foiage it was 
decided that tho gicator part of this regiment should remain on 
the frontic, and on the 26th May tho 1ight wing left L indman’s 
Dyift fo. Conference Ill and the loft wihg for Rorke’s Drift. 

The advance of tho Division to Koppie Allom was com- 
menced on the 27th May, when [ainesy’s battiay* (N 5 RA) 
and the 58th Regiment moved forward. Two companios of tho 
2| 24th maiched from Dundee this day and occupied tho post 
vacated py the 58th. Next day both Army and Divisional 
Tlead-quaiters, with the remainder of the [Ind Division (17th 
Lancers, N 6 RA, No. 3 Company R.E., and tho 1 | 24th 
Rogment), movod up from Landinan’s Drift to Koppio Allein. 
Hoio they were jomed on the 20th by tho 2 | 21at Rogiment 
fiom tho Dooinberg, and on the 80th by the 94th, a squadion of 
the Kings Dragoon Guards, and Shepstone's Basutos fiom Con- 
ference fll Two infantry Brigades weie now foimed, of which 
the Ist, consisting of the 2 2ist and 58th Regiments, was com- 
manded by Colonel Glyn, and the 2nd, composed of the 1 24th 
and 94th Regiments, was undor Colonol Collmgywood. 

The IInd Division was thus concentiatod on the Blood river 
hy the end of May, at which timo Colonel Wood’s column was

On the 31st May Major-Genaal Newdigato, with the 1st sist May, 
Brigade and Ilainess’s batlery, ciossed the Blood river and en- 1879. 
camped on its left bank Tho country in fiont had by this time 
been 1econnoired, and it had been decided that the Division 
should follow a.1oute by the north of the Ttelezi hill and ad 
vance thence between tho Tombokala and Ityotyou 1ivers. 
The selection of this 1oute, and the choice of camping giounds 
along xt, natmally fell to the Quartermaster Generals depart- 
ment, and the Pimce Imperial, who had been attached to this 
branch of the Staff, had taken pait in several of the 1econnais 
sances, 

The IInd Division 1noved fiom the Blood iver to the 
Ttelezi hill on Sunday, the Ist June, and on the moinie of this 1st June. 
day the Pumce Imperial started m advance of the column to 
select a campmg ground fo. the Division to occupy at the end 
of its second day’s march and to examme the 10ad to be 
ivaversed in that mach, It had been auanged that this halt- 
ing place should be on the banks of the Ityotyosi 1ivei, and aa 
the country up to this point had been reconnortied on the 29th 
without any Zulus having been seen, the escoit detailed this 
day consisted meicly of ax troopers of Bottington’s Hoise and 
six of Shepstonc’s Basutos * 

The Pimce was accompaned by Lieut. Carey, D,A.Q.M.G, 
who applicd fo. permission to yom the paity m order to verify 
some Bbeatvations made on a previous recomaissance, and at 
9.15 a.m they started fom the camp at Koppe Allem. A 
friendly Zulu joined them as a guido, but only the six Dmopean 
troopers of Bettington’s Jose 1epoited themselves to Lieutenant 
Caey as escort, the mx Basutos, who had also been oidered to 
attond, feilmg to appear. Wath this small osemt they pushed 
on over a good open grass county and reached the Itelezi hill 
aoon after 10 a.m. At this place, to which the IInd Division 
was about to move, Lioutenant-Colonel Tanison, A.Q.M.G , was 
met, and the Princo and Lieutenant Carey spent some little 
time here cdiscussmg, with him the question of the wate: supply 
available. Having afterwards bocome sepmaated fiom Liou 
tenant-Colonel THaiuison, the Piimce moved on with Ins eight 
companions to cary out the 1econnaissance on which he was 
engaged 

At about half-past 12 o’clook the party eached a flat-topped 
bill, on the summut of which they dismounted while the Pimee 
inade a rough sketch of the swroundng countiy After spend- 
jng nearly an hour on tlus hill the parly moved on along the 
ridge between the Tombokala and Ityotyosi 1ivers, and about 
2.80 Pat, descended fiom the hgh ground towards a laaal some 
200 yards from the latter atieam ‘This kiaal wae of an ondinary

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native type, and consisted of a circular stono enclose about 25 
yaids in diameter, outside which five huts we.o bult. These 
huts were unoccupied, but as somo dogs were prowling about, 
and as fresh remains of such food as 18 commonly caton by 
Zulus could be seen, it was evident that the inhabitants had 
only rocontly gono away, Tho wholo of tho lovel ground near 
the laaal was covered with comsc piass and Indian corn, g10w- 
ing ua hoight of 5 ol 6 fect, and causcly suliouuding tas arcle 
of huls on all sides oxecpt the north and noith-casi., Toro the 
gvour d was opon for about 200 yards, but at that distance hom 
the naal there was a donga or chy watercourse some 6 or 8 fact 
deep by which, m the 1amy scason, the storm wateis found thoir 
way into the Ityotyosi. 

On arrivme: at the kraal, about 8 p.a, the Prmce ordered the 
escort to offsaddlo and knoe halter the hoises for giazing, This 
wag dono, and the men made some coffeo and remamed restm, 
till 10 mmutes to 4, whon tho native guide 1eported that ho hed 
scen a Zulu come over the hill, The horses, which had been feed. 
ing close by, were now caught and saddled, and {he order “Pi opare 
to mount’ was given by the Pimec. At tins time the mon of 
the escort, whose Mutini Lemy cabinos had not bes loaded, 
weie standimg by then horses im different places near the kraal, 
and aJl wore quite unconscious of dangor, ‘The Punco gave the 
woid “mount,” and as this was uttood a volley was fred at tho 
party by a numbor of Zulus who had a a unobserved thiough 
the lng grass to within 15 yards of tho huts, ‘hough no ono 
was Int by this volley tho surpiso was complote, and the 
troopers, nob yet settled in thew saddles, could haidly control 
thow hoses, which, toxmfied by the shots and by the yells of the 
Zaulus, borg them acioss the open ground towards the donga, 
Tho Pico himgolf was m tho act of mountmg whon tho volley 
was fod, but Ins chaiger beconing excocdingly iostive, ho 
pene to have fuled io get into the saddle and to have rm 
alongside the anal which followed tho horses of tho escort, 
The Princo, who was extremely active now cndeavoured to 
vault on to his horse wlule thus in 2apid motion, but his efforts 
seem to haye been foiled by the teming of tho wallet which ho 
had goized, and on this giving way ho fell to the giound and his 
hose bioke away from him 

As the escort were galloping away from the kiael the Zulus 
a up_a fire by which one trooper was hit in tho back and 
fell. Tho native guido and another troopor, who had not 
mounted along with the rest, wero left Wohin at the Inaal, 
and neitha was agam seen alive, The romaindoi of +he pmty, 
consisting of Lioutcnant Carey and fom tioopors, crossing the 
donga at diffacnt points, galloped on for soveral hundied 
yads, Lieutenant Coroy, who after crossing tho donga had 
only boen accompanied by ono man, was presently joined by 
the other thee who had escaped, and learnt that tho Prince 
was not of the paity, and that he had been last seen between 
the kraal and the donga, dismounted, and puisued by the Zulus, 
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rivers, within half a mile of the spot whoro the Prince had bean 
Idlled, Wood’s column, which had mmched on the 2nd, was 
now on the left fiont of the Division, on the farthei side of the

} the IInd Division, stated at 4.30 A.M. on the th June, and, pro- 
Bthdune, ceeding by the camp of Wood’s column which had not yet 
conmenced its march, reconnoitied the track in advance as far 
as the valley of the Upoko* ver {Jere a junction was effected 
with a 1ecounoitung paity from the Flying Column under Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Bulla, who had found some 300 “ulus collected 
near some Jnaals on the castoin side of the Upoko, and had 
obhged them to reine into some thon bush on ihe lower slopes 
of the Ezumganyan lull. Tus ground, proving imdetioabla 
foy mounted men, Buller’s pity, after having burnt the lkaaals, 
wero withdrawing with a loss of two men wounded, when 
Gencral Marshall’s force anived. 

Colunel Diary Lowe aow advanced with thico troops of tle 
17th Lancers, and, on coming under the fire of the Zulus, who 
were in the Inoken ground dismounted some of Ins men and 
opened fire im reply. In the skiinnsh which now ensned it 
scomod that hitle effect was produced on the omy who woe 
well concealed among the long grass and bushes,f and Gonoral 
Maishall moved forward with a squadron of the King’s Dragoon 
Guards to support the Lancers who were ordered to withdraw. 

These foll back stcadily, but as they commenced to ietne,

1st Tho restoration of the oxen at the King’s 
lnaal, and of the two 7-pr. guns captured at Isandhlwana 
2nd. That a promise should be given by Ketchwayo that all 
armg taken dmuing the wai shculd be collected and smiendered 
3rd. Vhat one Zulu regiment, to be named by Lord Chelmsford, 
should come unda a flag of tiuce and Jay down its ams at a 
distance of 1,000 yards fiom the British camp.

On the 6th June the IInd Division romained halted on the 6 June, 
Nondwem iver, and wagons contammg piovimons for a fort- 1879. 
mght were here unloadedln o1do1 that they might be sent back 
to the frontiér for a further supply. For the protection of the 
stoies here deposited, two stone forts were this day commenced, 
and the post was named Fot Newdigate The ordmary ar- 
rangements for secmity at mght were that the camp was sw- 
rounded by groups of mfantry with supports m rear, small partes 
of natives being stationed between these groups At 9 Pat on the 

th June, tho natives formme one of these parties thought they 

awa Zulu cicoping towaids {hem and fired tlnce shots which 
was tho recognised mgnal that the camp was attacked, The 
groups of the 58th Regiment who were on cither side of this 
paty of natives, .an m on thei supports, the office: in charge 
of which, after odeimg two v alleys to be fired, instantly 1etned 
with his mon mto one of the unfinished forts, The tents were 
immediately struck, and the t2 ops manned the wagon laager to 
recerve the expected attack, Icarmg that the piquots might 
be shot, Geneial Nowdigate now ordered. the “close’ to be 
sounded, and very svon afterwards the woops opened fire fiom 
all facos of the laager, and two rounds were fired by the artil- 
lery, Orders were promptly msued foi this fiung to coase, but, 
as all the outposts tad not been withdrawn, two sergeants and 
three men recerved gunshot wounds.

Apu, Grandia was taken befoie Ketchwayo at noon on the 
4th, and questioned as to the name of the Commander of the 
Baustish amy, the object of the invasion, and the whereabouts of 
Uhamu, 

The two guns captued at Isandhlwana were seon at Ulundi 
by Gnandier, who was kept thee as a pusoner for about ten

News having arrived that Umbelin had died of his wounds f 
Kotchwayo determined to send his prisonc: back to Umbehni’s 
tribe to he slain by them, and Grandher was accordingly 1emoved 
from Ulundi on the 18th April, esco.tod by two Zulus, At mid- 
day Gaandier scized an assogai and Killed onc of thom, on which 
the othe: ran away.

Tho supply of fuel being still a matter of sorious difficulty, 
tavo compames of the 80th were sent on the 26th Apul fiom 
Balto Spruit to the Doonbeag to cut firewood, and about the 
same date coal was obtamed from a seam which was discovered 
m the neighbourhood of Kambula, 

On the 29th Aula detachment of Royal Artillery and two 
companies of the 2 4th Rogimont amived at Utrecht where 
three companies of {his regiment had previously been m gai 
son, Ono of these companios was now o1deicd to Potgictor’s 
farm, wheie a fortified post had been commenced on the 26th, 
and the remaining companies of tho regiment were gtationed at 
Neweastle and Lineberg. 

On the 30th April Taeutonant-Colonel Buller stated on a 
reconnaissance m the chyection of Bemha’s Kop, and oxaminod 
the country as fm as Munbla hill, without finde any traces of 
the encny. 

Lod Chelmstad with his Staf, and accompanied by the 
Prince tmpcrial, arrived at Kambula on the 3rd May, and on the 
following day 1ode out with Gonaial Wood to viow tho country 
fiom tho top of the Zmgi mountain, On his retuin to Kambula 
tho alarm was sounded, tents wore sliuck, and all tho usual pre- 
patations for defonce were practised, 

Tho plan ougmally outertunod of an independent advance 
on the pmt of Wood's column by the Inhlazatyo mountain, had 
beon by this time 1clmquished, and im ode to co-oporate with 
the IInd Division whon this should advance fiom Coufoence 
Ind], a movoment to tho southwaid was made by Wood's force on 
tho moaning of the 5th May, and the position occupied at 
Kambula smce tho 31st January was finally abandoned. 

Lod Chelmsford, who started about the sumo tame as the 
column moved off, prococded this day to Conference hill, and

On the 18th June this convoy left the Blood rivor and en- 13th Juno 
camped on tho Itclozi ridge. 

The Tombokala was reached the following day, and by 14th dune, 
2PM. on the 15th the column had 10-occuped the camping 16th Juno, 
ground on tho left bank of the Nondweni, fiom which it ha 
started on the mornme of the 8th. 

The 1oth Juno was omployed m re adjusting tho loads of 18th June, 
the wagons, and on the 17th the column, marchmg about 104 27 Juno 
milos, occupied a camping giound about a milo lugher up tho 
valloy of the Upoko than that of the IInd Division.

On the 8th June Majoi-Geneial Crealock, attonded by hig 
peisonal Staff and accompanied by Commodore Richards, R.N., 
left. Foit Pearson and proceeded to Tort Cioalock. 

The Staff of the Division aceompamed the 31d saction of 
the 1st Bugade, which, under the command of Bugadie- 
General Rowlands, V.C, marched next day fiom the Tugela to 
Pout Ciealock 

Majo. Goneral Ciealock ainved at Fort Chelmsfoid carly on 
the 19th June, andiode owt the same afteinoon to 1econnoitre 
the Uuilalaz 1iver some 6 miles m advance. A camping ground 
and a pomt of crossmg were choson, and on the 20th June a 
column* under Mayor Biuce, 91st Highlanders, was sent forwaad. 
in this diection. Tho difficuitics of the tack, however, caused 
considerable delay, and this column was obliged to oncamp 
about a mile short of the giound which had been selected. 

On the 2ist Juno the 1emamder of the Division moved fo1~ 
waid in two detachments, The leading detachment f under 
Lioutenant-Colonel Parnell, 31d Regiment, 1cached tho selected 
site nom the Umlalaz, whore Major Biuco’s advanced column 
had this day ostabhshed itself, but the rca dotachment ¢ under 
Lieutcnant-Colonel Clake, 57th Regiment, failed to traverse 
the whole distance, and haltcd lor the mght about 2 mules short 
of tho position taken up by tho loadmg troops, 

On tho 22nd June the passage of tho Umlalas by a portion 
of tho force was effected without opposition, a pontoon bidgo

Clarke’s column moved up this day, but did not arnvo till 
the aftcinoon, fom hows being consumed in uaversing the dis 
tance which separated its haltang-place fiom the camp.

position of Port Dunford was about five o1 six miles noith of 
the mouth of the Umlalaz, insterd of being at the estuary of 
that rive. as had_previously been beheved, 1eturned to camp 
along the coast ndge. 

Port Dwntoid itsolf was visited by a simile 1econnoiting 24th Juns, 
paity on the followmg day, and was found to be merely an open 187 
sandy beach, where, for some tcason an yot amexplemod, the 
swf breaks with loss than its usuul violence, Soundings of the 
adjommg coast had been previously taken by lor Tisjeaty's 
Ship « Forests,” and this vessel was now seen at anchor at no 
great distance from the shoe, and signals were exchanged. 

Tt was considered that a landing place near the mouth of a 
small stream* was practicable, and the “Forester” was oidoed 
by the Commodore to retwn at once to Dmban with instruc- 
tions for transports which had been already detailed, to be at 
Port Duinfoid on the 29th June.

A foit to hold one company was commenced on tlio 25th 25th June, 
Juno on the left bank of the Umlalaz It occupied the crest of 
a hill covormg the bridge, and this work, which was called Fort 
Napole mn, was occupied on the 2¢th, The mounted men made 6h sune, 
an oxpodition ins day towads the Ungoya hulls, supported by 
a force undor Bugadio Clarko,{ while a column§ under Bngadiex 
Rowlands, V.C., moved m the dnection of Port Durnfoid and

Mossongars trom Ketchwayo with proposals for peace reached 
Genoral Crealock’s [oad-quarteis this day, They cauied a 
luge clephant’s tusk as a proof that their mission was genuine, 
aot word 1ucvived Ly Major-General Crealouk m pason. They 
wero informed, however, that all communications on ths subject 
must be mado to Lord Chelmsford. 

Tho main body of the Divisicn moved forwad on the 27th g7th gun 
and veached a camping g:0und some 8 miles beyond the Umlalaz,

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On tho 28th Juno hoth columns advanced and tenchod a 
campmg giound on a plam about a mile hom tho coast, and 
close to the sticam which ontors tho sea at Pat Dunford, To 
tho southward lay the const range of sandy hills through which 
this stioam makes its way, and on the othox thieo sidas of the 
plain laigo mashes oxtended, Althongh the weather had been 
comparatively dry, the passage of the marsh which had thusdo 
bo tiaveised by the Division was vory tocious, and 1b was 8 P.M. 
before the rcai-gnad got into camp. 

A taack leadmg fiom tho camp to the landing-place was 
commenced on tho 29th June, and on the 30th Ler Majesty s 
ship “T'oester,” with the tianspoits “Natal” and ‘Lom 
ponaee a tug, and two surt boats,® anchored off Poit Dun- 
ford. 

Tho Naval Brigado and other tronps weie sent down to the 
beach to assist in landing the stores, and to clear a placo on 
which the swf boats conld bo diawn up. 

The first operation was to take ashore and mako fast the 
onds of two stiong bawseis, tho otho: ends of which were 
moored some 400 yards out to sea, as tho suf boats wae to be 
waipen backwards and forwards along these hawacs. This 
was satisfactorily accomplished, and, the weather bcing fine, 
about 18 tons of stoies wore Jancdod m the course of the day. 

A reconnagsance was made this day by Majo-Gencal 
Ciculock with the mounted mon and two guns, as far as the 
Umhlatoos: River and a practic ble route for an advance having 
boon solocted, anda numbor of Ingo laaus dostroyed, dio party 
ietmned to Port Dentord the sa ne afternoon 

Tho enhe: pat of the Ist July was tuvowtablo for landing 
stores, end about 60 tons of supplios and 80 mules wae put on 
shoe, whilo 2 officers and 14 men wore cmbaked. Tho ammu~ 
nition 20lumn and No. 1 fiold hospital aunived Uns day from the 
Tugolk, and vauous dotacliments and dafts algo merched in. 
Thea troops wore accompamed by mule transport, aad were but 
httlo decayed on the way, 

Tho Division was at this time encamped by Biigades, the 
Ist, under Bugadia Rowlands, being neacst to the sea, and tho 
2nd, unda Brigadier Clarke, about half a nile futher mland.

Brigado and tho sea, and to this wok tho name of Kort Richards

Durban with Sir Gainet Wolseley 

Tho transports wore also obliged to put to soa, and it seemed 
possible that the Division, whose supphes were now 1unumeg 
short, might become eutnely dependent on the depét at Fort 
Cholmsford ‘The whole of the hase and mule transport avail- 
able was therefore sont back this day to bring up stoics fiom 
Fort Cholmsfoid, to wluch place a large convoy of empty ox 
wagons had also been despatched on the 2d. 

‘The Dmangwene military lnaal was burnt on the 4th July 
by the mounted men of tho division and 200 of Dunn’s scouts, 
the patty bemg commanded by Major Banow. This kraal lay 
some 9 miles beyond the Umblatoosi uver, and showed. no signs 
of rocent occupation. About 200 Zulus were seen a few miles 
boyond, and the party having captmed some cattle and mado 
a few prisoners, rettined to camp the same ovenmg without any 
oaaualty. 

Sinco the Division had crossed the Umlalaz, many Zulu 
refrgeos had como into camp, and the number of these people, 
who consisted puncipally of women and children, now amounted 
to about 1,400. Their prosence did not increase the hoalthmess 
of the camp, and tho sick hst, which had been comparatively 
small whon tho Division first occupied the Umlalaz plain, now 
showed 4 steady increase, 

On the 5th July tho smf moderated and somo stores were 6th July, 
landed. Tho dostiuction of the cold Ondine laa having been 
determined. on, a supportmg foice* under Bugadior Clarko left 
camp at 3,80 pa. this day and bivouacked at the lower diift of fot Righ wda 
the Umhlatoosi, where it was jomed by the mounted men under toUmblatoosk 
Major Barrow and by Major-General Crealock and Ins Staff. ” 
This party made but a short halt end pushing on by the hght 
of the moon, arnved at a deseried Noiwegian mission station 
about 2 AM. on the 6th, From this Major-General Crealock ve 6th July, 
turned to the brvouack at the lower diift, and Banow’s force, 
starting again at 4 sm, recrossed tho Umblatoos by the middle 
dyift, and reached tho Ondine military lnaal at 945 Au.

A small numba 

of Zulus had been seen on the 19th, and dming ths day’s march 

a skirmish took placo in which a few of the enemy were lulled 

by men belongmg to Baker’s Hose. Ag a rulo, however, the 

kiaals near the Ime of mach ware deserted, but as they con 

tamed largo supplies of corn, ut appeared that the occupants had 

only rocently loft them. 

Tho Flymg Column made a short march of about 3 miles on gist dune, 
the 21st Jame, and ciossed to the loft bank of tho eastern branch 
of the Umblatoosi, tho IInd Division coming up fom the mopanango to 
ea Sprnt, aud encamping opposite on the right Umblatoom,8

On the 22nd June the Flymg Column moved on about 4 22nd Tune » 
miles, the IInd Division 1emaimmg at the Umblatoos, Detach- Dmhlatoos tc 
ments from the Flying Column,} and from the Und Division§ Pot Dvelyn, 
wore sent forward, and began the construction of a work called 
Fort Evelyn, near the ground where the Flying Column en- 
compod on its mrival. Lacuterant-Colonel Kast joined Lord 
Chelmsford’s staff this day hum England as Deputy Quartei-

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Tho Flying Column remamod haliod on the 23rd, engaged 
in bmldmg Tout Evelyn,* and the [nd Division marched up and 
encamped close by 

On the 24th June tho Flymg Column maiched to the top of 
tho Jackal Ridge, the Hnd Division followmg 1 to the base of 
the hill and cucampmeg about a mile mica, While patolling in 
front of the column ts day, the mounted men ander Liontenant- 
Colonel Buller camo on and dispersed a number of Zulus who 
wore bumnme tho grass along the lino of advance, and lage 
bodies of the cnemy were scen in and neax tho mulitary kuaals 
lymg im the valloy north of the ridge along which tho amy was 
to move, 

An advance of about 6 miles was made by the Flymg Column 
on the 25th Junc, and cally in this mach a steam with stoop 
banks and a soft muddy bed bad to bo mossed, The latter 
difficulty was overcome by laying down grass mats found in the 
deserted Zulu lonals, but as there was only ono cossing place, 
tho passage caused much delay, and the IInd Divisicn following 
ini sar got no fmthor than the castor bank of this stroam, vii 
it took sovon hows to cross. 

On the 26th June tho Flymg Column remained halted, and 
the IInd Division closed up to within e mile and a half of its 
bam 

Tho advanco of tho Buitish troops had now bought them 
within roach of some of the Zulu nnlituy loaals obsoi ved on 
tho 24th, and while the Flying Column was halted this day, 
Bugachei-Goner it Wood lod a forco, consisting of tw squachons 
17th Lancag, Bullor’s mounted mon, two Y-pr.. guns(N 6 nee 
and fwo companies of Bengough’s natives, agwanst thoso Inaals 
in the ‘Mpombeno valloy, oud lay about § milos north of his 
camp, On tho appioach of Wood's force, those Janals wore 
evacuated by the Zulus, who sol throvt of thom on fire, and the 
remning Inaals,t which thoy had Jolt umnymed, wore burnt b 
the Buitish troops, who sulfo.ed no Joss in a slight sku mish which 
took place, 

On the 27th June, both colunms marched to the Entonjanoni 
Inll, whao a convemen ciampmg giomd had previously boon 
solocicd A paty under Licutenant-Colonol Buller who were 
ow this day iecomoriing the country between Tntonjaneni 
and the Wlute Umyolosi, mot ihice mosscngcis fom Ketchwayo 
who bore two clephant’s tusks, and woe accompanied by a herd 
of about 150 cattle, which had boon captmed at Is wdhiwana. 
Thess messengers wore talon to {ho camp at Kntonjanom, and 
hanced 10 Loid Chebnsford a loti: wiitton on behalf of Ketch- 
wayo by a Dutch trader named Vijn, who, having boon m Zulu 
land at the outbreak of tho wai, had since 1omamed among the 
Zalus, Thus letter was in veply to Lod Cholmsfoid’s communi-

Inng sickness, that the arms domaaded could not be smiendeed, 
as they were not m the king’s possession, that the two 7 pi, guna 
were ou {hon way, pnd that the Cnghsh tioops must now 
retno, 

‘sho Zulu messongers rotmned on the following day, carrying 
back tho elophants tusks, and homing a writton ieply fom 
Lod Chelmsford. In this Ketchwayo was mformed that, as the 
conditions demanded had not been comphed with, the Bithsh 
army would still advance, but that as some cattle had been su- 
yendered, tls advance would be delayod until the evenmeg of 
the 29th, to allow tme for the fulfilment of the 1omaindor of the 
conditions, 

In this noto Lord Chelmsford expressed his willingness to 
make peace, and mod:fied the pre immary conditions by staimg 
that the sunender of such of the aums, captued at Isandhlwana, 
as wore in the possession of Zulus now with the king would be 
aceeptod; and that a body of Ketchwayo’s i1ctainais to the 
pe see of a regiment (1,000) might make submission by laymg 
down, their aims, instead of tlis bemg done by a named regi 
ment, 

During the 28th and 29th June the whole force 1cmained 
halted on the Entonjaneni lull. On the afte:noon of tho 28th, 
Lord Chelmsfoid recerved a tolegramt{ sent by Sir Garnet 
Wolscloy from the Cape Colony, announcing Ins assumption of 
the command m South Afiica, and requesting information as to 
the position of tho toops and the plan of the campaign, and to 
this {elepram a reply was despatched on the 29th. 

Ulundt lay uot more than 16 miles distant, and Lod Chelms- 
ford deaded that the oops moving on it fiom Entonjaneni 
should march lightly equippod, without kits or tenis, and with 
rations fox ten days only. These supphes wee carned in ox- 
wagons, which were the only transport velucles accompanying 
the force, except the mule carts for the regumental reserve am- 
muntition, 

The mule wagons of both columns were sent back on the 
29th June to Fait Maishall to bring up more supphes and tho 
yemundor of the ox wagons were formed into a large defensible 
laager on the Dntonjaneni inl, for the protection of the stores 
left behimd.§ 

These arrangements were completed by the evening of the 
29th, and on the 30th June both columns moved down fiom 
Entonjaneni into the valley of the White Umyolos, and

in the sandy bush-covored flat which oxtends fiom the baso of 
the Entonjanom hoghts to the banks of the Umvolosi, 

Dume the advance a report was gent im hom the fiont that 
a large force of the onemy was moving from Ulund tc wards tho 
Umvolost, but as the Zulus did not cross tho siver, no collision 
oceuned, 

ALout mid-day two messengeis from Kotchwayo woo 
recerved by Leid Cackmsfaird, They bought tho sweid of the 
late Tiince Impeual, and another letto: written by the Dutch- 
man Vijn on behalf of the kmg. Tus lotlor maely promiacd 
that the two 7-p.. guns and somo more cattle would be sont 
the fcllowmg moinmg, and ihe mossengeis were dnected to 
return to Ulundi with another wiitten communication from 
Lord Chelmsford to Ketchwayo, 

By this document the conditions demanded as a preliminay 
to peaco nogociations were still fmtho: modified, ag 14 was in- 
timated that on the two guns and tho 1est of the cattle bemg given 
up, the surendor by the Induna Mundula of 1,000 intles taken 
at Isandhlwana would be accepted mstead of the act of submis- 
sion of 1,000 men previously 1equired. 

As the wator at tho piesont camp was scarce, Lord Cholns- 
ford stated is intention of moving on 10 the Umvolost but con- 
sented to go no fwther than tho banks of that 11ve. before noon 
on the ard July, in oder to givo timo for the fulfilmont of tho 
conditions demanded. Meanwhnlo, if the Znlus made no opposi- 
tion t> his advance to tho uver, and ichamed fom acts of 
hostility, Lord Chelmsford promised tbat Ins troops should desist 
from bunme Zulu kaaals, 

On the dopatine of the Zulu onvoys, Lord Chelmsford tolo~ 
geuphal te Su Gmneot Wolsoley tho teums which he had offered, 
and gave a buof sketch of tho situation, adding an mqtiry as to 
tho position of the Ist Division, from which ho had re eryed no 
recent intelligence, 

Next day both columns advanced though a difeult. coummtry 
covered with Icng pass, cactus, and n imose bush, and anrved 
without opposition at tho White Umvolos. About 1.40 Pan, 
while Wood's column, which was leadmg, waa taking up its 
positioa near the 1ive,, a lage force of the onemy was soon 
advancing on the opposite side of the stream, and. is wa immic~ 
chate attack was apprehended, the [Ind Division, then about a 
milo in 16m, foumed a laage on its leading, wagons, instead of 
oceupymg ground beside the bivouack of tho llying Colin, 
Tho Zulus, howeven, did not cross the r1ve1, and neither column 
was attacked, The Ifid Dryimon iomained in the postion thus 
taken up till the followmg day, when it moved forwuid and 
paked its wagons beside those of the Mying Column, so as to 
form one double laager. Tho whole of tho 2nd July was em-~ 

dloyed in making this laager dofonmble by clearing wway the 
bast on all sides, and m building a small stone fort on a nsing 
mound close by. 
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This day passed without any Zulu force bemg geen, and no nd July, 
futher message auiving, Ketchwayo’s mtentions 1emamed m- 1879 
known, <A heid of white cattle* which were observed in the 
course of the day coming fiom the dneotion of Ulundi, appear, 
however, to have been sent by the king ay a peace offermg, but 
before they icachod the mva thoy wee chiven back by the 
Zulu troops, who were indignant at the prospect of these cattle 
bemg swrendeiod. 

The defensive preparations at the fort and laage wore con- 
tinued during the did July, undistubed by the enemy. At noon sid July, 
this day, when the time allowed by Lord Chelmsford for the 
ieceipt of a reply expiied, no answer had been received fom 
Ketanware, and this silence was regaided as a 1ejection of the 
proposals which had been sent to him.t As the Zulus on the 
high giound on the left bank of the river constantly fied on 
the watering patties, negociatious woie regarded as at an end, 
and the cattle smrendered on the 27th June, having been diurven 
back acioss tho Umvolosi, a reconnaissance in force was undei~ 
taken at 1 PM. by Licutenant-Colonel Buller and the mounted 
men of the Flymg, Colunm. Sending a portion of his force by 
the foid of the wagon tack, Buller with the main body crossed 
at another ford lower down, and moved agamst the sonthan 
end of the bill overlooking the iver between these two sords, 
This Inil, which had been occupied by the enemy s sknmisheis, 
was promptly evacuated, and whon Bullers pmty ommged hom 
the bush bordering tho left bank of the river, a number of Zulus 
were soen hastening ove: the open county in fiont, These 
were pursued to a distance of nearly 3 miles from tho Um- 
volosi, whon Bulloi’s party suddonly came undor a heavy fie 
from a forco of about 5,000 Zulus who were concealed in tho 
valloy of the “Minlanc steam. Numbers of the enemy also 
pee on both flanks of the yeconnotirmg party, pushmg 
boldly forwaid with the object of enciiclmg them and cutimg 
off ther retreat, In this attempt they wae unsuccessful, aa 
Buller ultimately withdiew his party, having lost thee mon 
jailed and fows wounded ‘Tho retreat was eovered by tho 
mounted men who had been left on the hill mentioned above, 
and by two 9 pis. and somo infantry which had been sent out 
fiom the camp, but which had not crossed the river. 

By this reconnaissance infoimation was gained as to the 
nature of the country between the Umvolosi and Ulundi, and as 
41o tha strength and position of the enemy’s forces,

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Dwing tho 3rd July a telegiam, sent by Sir Garnet Wolscley 
from Dhan on the Ist July, was 2eceived by Lord Chelmstord, 
Jn ins Sir Gainet Wolseley acknowledged the receipt af Lod 
Cheohnsfoid’s memorandum of tho 28th June, and aidered him, 
if compelled to fall back, to rctue on the [st Division vit Kwa- 
magwata and St, Paul’s, Sir Garnet Wolseley, as he strongly 
objecicd to the separation of the coun us, Larthe: dosned. that 
measures might be takon for muting the forco with Lord 
Chelinsfoid to General Crealock’s Division now et Pol Duin 
ford * 

Lod Chelmsford in 1eply announced the movemonts which 
he proposed to make on tho following day, and 1oported his 
intention of subscquently marching by Kwamagwasa and St. 
Pau!’s. 

Dunng the night of the 8rd July the noise of the Zulus 
smnging in Ulmdi and the sunownding: kraals could be plainly 
heard, and a mght attack on the Butish entiouchments was 
anticipated but none was made. 

At 6AM. on the 4th July the mountod mon of the Flying 
Column crossod the Umvolom by the lower diift and occupicd 
the hill commanting the upper or wagon dritt. ‘The 1iver was 
hero faded at 645 A.M. by a combined forco comprising’ tho 
pieater pat of Wood’s Flying Colunm and the IInd Civision, 
and having a total strength of 4,166 Evropoan and 958 native 
hoops, with 12 guns and 2 Gatlngs. 

five companies of the 1 24th Regiment and L company 
RE, with detachments fiom otha 1ognnonts and coups, was loft 
to hold the entrenched camp. This force was commanded by 
Coloncl Bollans; and had a slength of 529 Kuropean and 93 
native troops 

Tho mounted mon undei Buller pushed on aloagd of tho 
column, which made iis way wmopposed {ough the rough and 
bushy giound east of the Umvolosi, and reached the opon 
country beyond at about 7.30 a. t

Tho ordor of march was nx follows 80h Regumont 4 7-pr (11 7 RA), 
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interior being occupied by the Native Contingent, the ammuni- 4h July, 
tion and tool carts, and the Beaier Company.* 
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The troops in the sides of this rectangle were in fos, those 
in the front and rear faces beng: deployed, and m this formation 
the force moved forwaid shortly before 8 Aat, covered by the 8.0 aah 
cavalry, The geneal direction of the maich was towards the 
north-east, between the Undabakaombi and Nodwengu Inaals, 
and was continued foi about half a mule past the latter when, 
having reached a favourable position, previously reported on by 
Lieutenant-Colonel Bulle, Lord Chelmsford wheeled the rect- 
angle halfnight and halted it with its front fating towards 850 ax 
Ulundi, T chintr lay dué east, and about a mile and a half away. 

The Zulus, who had begun to assemble on the surrounding 
heights soon afte: the British troops got clear of the bushy 
ground, werd now seen advancing from all sides, and at about 
8.45 A.M. came into collision with those mounted men of the 845%, 
flying column who were in front and on the right flank. These 
were soon forced to fall back, and by about 9 a.at. the whole of 9.0 aa. 
the mounted men had 1etued within the rectangle formed by

When their front was clear tho arlillay oponed fie on tho 
advancing onany, and tho giound boing almost ontaroly feo 
fiom bush the effect of tis arm was vory destiuetive. Tho 
Zuln movements, however, were not cheeked, and thei goat 
chelo gradually contracting, to wrilhm muskeiry rengo, the fing 
soon became goieial. The casualtios anong the British troops, 
collected as they wag in a dense mass on Cpen zround, and 
exposed to a converging attack, must have beon very sunous if 
the cnomy’s fie had been at all accmate, but as it was tho loss 
{vas compaiatively small Tho Zulus, fiumg wildly, pressed 
forward in then usual loose order, and sought to close with the 
Butish troops, but tho steady and wellasustained fie of the in- 
fantiy suppoited by the Gatlings and maullery, rendered this 
mupassible, and at no pomt did thoy succoed im approaching 
neaer then 30 yads, A luge force of tho onemy came up 
thom nvar tho Nodwongu lnaal, and, having failed t© make any 
imp ession on the right face of tho rectangle, oxtended io its 
lett with the object of outflankme! the troops mmacdately op- 
posta to it, Finding, however, that on all sides a similar solid 
ino of infantry met them, the Zulus lost heart and beg an fo faltar. 
A want of concert in {hen action was perceptible, and tho lage 
1escives which wero on thé giound uot beme noi ght up tho 
chock which the advanced portions rocerved was specdily talon 
advantage of, At 9.25 am Lord Chelmsford ode od the 17th 
Lansors to engage the cnony, and Colonel Diary-Lowa, loading 
oul his mon tough an openmg mado in tho rour faco of the 
reetmplo, clingod ‘thy Zulus who wore near tho Nodwonpgn 
Iraal, and dispaised all who wae on the open growl. Leaving 
a number of tho onemy who had taken voltae in a auyme to bo 
dealt with by the mounted natives, the Lanvers pushed on after 
those who wee now flymg towards tho hills, aud in this pursuit 
the vfficacy of the lance as & cavahy woapon was abundantly 
pioved, 

‘he wounted men of the Flying Colupn, uidor Lienten mt- 
Colonel Buller, wsued fiom the font of tho square aftor tho 
Lancois had gono out, aud pursued various svatlered partion of 
the enemy, whose fhyht now became general, Comparatively 
little opposition was attempted after tho Zulus had oommonved 
to fl back, and the vory heavy losses wl ich they suffered in 
then flight wee inflicted almost with nopunty, The pursnit 
coasod ut the base »f the lulls, and some ol the enemy who re- 
mained on the crests above were soon dispersed by + few shells 
from the $-pis. Shells wore also thiown mito the ment kanal of 
Ulunh,* and this, as woll as tho otho. military knaals in the 
neighbourhood, was burnt. by tho motmted mon. 

After the wounded had boon ceived for, the troops of the

at about 2 P.M. the force started to1etnrn to tho bivouack on 

the Umvolosi, which was reached about 4 P.M.* 

The British loss this day amounted to 12 Inlled and 88 
wounded, and that of the Zulus, whose force is set down at 
20,000, was estimated at not less than 1,500. 

By thw action the Zulu wuilitary power was completely 
bioken, and a conviction was biought home to the fightmg 
men whom Ketchwayo had assembled, that their superiouty of 
numbers was of no avail against the weapons and discipline of 
Briash troops, even when these were on the open ground and 
unprotected by entrenchments 

Ketchwayo himself left the neighbourhood of Ulundi the day 
before the battle,t and Ins army, after its defeat, at once melted, 
away, all the people returning to their own loaals, 

The British troops passod the night of the 4th at the laagor 
by the Umvyolosi river, the garmson of which had not been 
attacked during the absence of the mam body, and on the 
following day a movement for effecting a junction with the stn duly. 
Ist Division was commenced, both the Tina Division and the 
Flymg Column marching back to the camping giound below 
the Entonjaneni Heights, which had been occupied on the mght 
of the 30th June, Leo the Flying Column bivouacked, tho 
Tind Division being ordered to ascend the heights and encamp 
at the fortified laagar above 

The Ulying Column marched up on the 6th and encamped oth July, 
beside the IInd Division, an] the defensible laagor in which the 
supplies had beon stored was now broken up. 

Gord Gholnsford had on the evening of the 5th received a 
furthe: communication from Sir Garnet Wolseley, bought by. 
native vmmners sent up by General Crealock from Pot Dunford, 
and on the 6th a reply was sent notifying tho movements which 
wore about to be undertaken. 

These were the return of the IInd Division, with all the 
wounded, to Foot Newdyate, aud # mach of the Plyung 
Column to join Sn Garnet Wolseley by way of Kwamagwasa 
and St Paul’s 

On the night of tho 6th July a storm of bitterly cold wind 
and rain began, which lasted with moie or less violence dung 
the whole of the 7th and 8th, and rendered all movemont for 8th July, 
the time ympossihle. Both hoises and oxen suffered from. the 
severity, of tho weather, and the mortality, especially among 
tho latter, was very considerable. 

News of the victory at Ulundi had ieached Sn Garnet

on the 4th August proceeded to the ynction of the Fort Evelyn ath August 
road, by which the convoy from Landman’s Diiftt camo up this 
day, and passed on dnect to Entonjanem. Loavy vain pre- 
vented all movement on tho 5th, but on the 6th Angust Clarke’s gi Anguab 
Column marched to Entonjaneni, and encamped bestde tho 6ub August 
convoy, 

On, the 7h Angust tho column descended from tho Enton- 7t1 Augnst, 
janani heights and re-occupied the campmg ground where Loud 
Chelmsfoid’s force had halted on ite mach to Ulind, and nea 
this spot a site was chosen for a fort, which receved tho name tuytonyunoni 
of Fo.t Victoria. During the aftcinoon Sir Gaanet Wolscloy to Pot Vieé 
arrived at this camp escoited by a squadron of the King’s ‘6 4 
Dragoon Guads. 

Afler loaving Pot Dmnfod Siu Gainot Wolscley had pro- 
ceeded by Dmban to Picte:maritzburg, which he had ieached 
on the 26th July, and where he had r.omained till the 30th

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From here he had 1idden to Rorke’s Durft, and pu shing on thence’ 
by Isandhiwana and Jot Mushall €o Entonjaneni, came up 
with Clarke’s Column at I*o.t Victoria. 

A voy sovere storm of wind and 1ain commenced on the 
cvenmg of the 7th August, and lasted throughout the tivo fol- 
lowing days. Dmg the continuance of this storm, movement 
was impossible, and tha cold wether cause] a very serious loss 
cf oxon, of which 452 belonging to Clarke’s Column porished 
within srxty hows.* 

Sir Garnet Wolseloy had amounced his intention of boing 
at Ulundi on the 10th August, and accordingly proceeded 
thither this day, avcompamed by a squacion vf mounted m- 
fantiy. The weather had improved, and Clarke’s Column also 
moved foiwaid to tho White Uinvolosi, and encamped. on its 
right bank. 

On the 11th August, Claike’s Column ciossed tho river, and 
joined the Toad-quaiters camp at Ulindi. Neither at this nor at 
the other mbhtary lnaals had any thing boen dono in the way of 
rebuilding, and it appoared fiom tho icconnaissunces mado by 
the mounted men that thero was no armed force of Zulus in the 
surrounding custiicts. 

While Clarke’s column was moving up from the White 
Umvolosi fo Uhmdi, tho mounted mon Pe on towards the 
Black Umvolosi, and icachod a laaal belonging to Kutchwuyo, 
named Mayuzokanyo, This plice, which had eon supposod to 
Ko a formidablo shonghold for the protection of Kotehwayo’s 
tusonal, was found to bo mooly an ordinary mihtuy kaa, 
about 100 yards m diunetar, which had buen i eady dusiioyed 
by the Zulus. Somo rockets and 7p. sholls woro found at 
Mayizckanyo, andim a ravino about a imile short of the kraal, 
the two 7-pr. guns, captmed by the Aulus at Isandhiwana, wero 
discovered, An attempt had boon mado to vendor these guna 
serviceable by scpewit 4 ordinmy gun mpplos into thon vents, 
bat thoy were otha wiso umnjued ‘They wee now mounted 
on then cunages which wore standing close by, and brought to 
Ulundk by tho mounted mon. 

On the 12th August Mayizokunyo was again visited, On 
this ovcasion thd patiol, which was accompaniod by dir Garne, 
Wolsoloy, found and 1ccovered a number of rockets and other 
stords, and blew ap « Ingo quantity of powder which had boon 
collected in some caves within a short distance of the kraal,

On the 26th July Lieutenant-Colonel Baker Russell maiched 26th July; 
from the camp at St. Paul’s with a torce composed as follows ;— 1878 
Two compames 90th Regunent, the Ist Squadion Mounted gt rants to 
Intantry the Tiansvaal Ranga (Raaf), and one troop of Lons- Kwamagwasa, 
dale’s Hoise*, 20 

At Kwamagwasa, which was reached on the 27th, the tivo 27h July 
companies of the 90th were left, thew place in the column being 
taken by the two companies of the 94th, which had been de- 
tached to gairison this post. Marching fiom Kwamagwasa on 
the 28th, the column arrived at the Jackal Ridgo on the 29th, 28th July 
and, haltmg heie on the 30th, reached Foit Evelyn on the 31st. abe SOY 
Fiom this tho maich was continued on tho Ist August, the A

column being joined this day by two 7-pr. pums (N | 5 B.A.), Radgo, 18 
which had bee at Fout Evelyn. ae ie August 


On the 2nd August the column arrived at Fort Maishall, 2nd August 
and on tho following day, having been jomed by two more sid August 
7 pr. guns (N 5 RA.) from this os moved down the valley 
of the Upoko to the Fizunganyan hill, where paities engaged in 
outting firewood discovored the bodies of 25 Zulus, who appeared 
to have fallen in the skirmish of tho 5th June. 

The column, on aniving at Foit Newdigate on the 4th 
August, was jomed by Lieutenant-Colonel Harnoss and the two 4th August. 
remaining guns of his battery, and also by somo drafts for tho 
94th Regiment. The Ilcad-quarters and tour companies of this 
regiment, with the 2nd Company Royal Enginceis, were at this rért Nowdi- 
time at a new post called ot Cambridge, whither they had gate to Te 

one on. the 26th July, and on the 5th August Baker Russell’s (de 
‘column moved on to this place. 5th August 

Tere the column romained for three days, being joined on 
the 7th by thee compames of the Native Contingent under 7th August 
Majo: Bengough. 

On tho 9th Augustt the infantry artillery, and train moved 9th August 
eastwards across the White Umvolom, while tho cavalry pushed 
on and reconnottied the country as far as Bethel, a deserted 
German mussion statiop, On tho following day the column 10th Augnst: 
reached the Dnlongana Mission Station, and on a site adjoining Fat Cam. 
this a new fort was commenced, to which the name of Fort bndgo to Fort 
George was given, 

Leaving the infantry, artillay, and all the wagons at this 
post, Lioutenant-Colonel Baker Russell stated at daybreak on 
the 18th August with a force of about 340¢ mounted men, and 1th Auguet

procecded eastwards boyond the Black Umvolosi The steep 
and rug sod countiy now tiavorsed was found to be ovenpied by 
tho Zulus, who ab one point seomod diaposed to rosisl the 
advance of the patiol. ‘They withdrew, howeve1, on the 
approach of tho advanced guard, and by the ovenmg of tho 
18th tho party had amved unmolested at Rhomstorf’s Mission 
Station. 

The mmediate object of this expedition was to 1each 
Umkondo, where Kctchwayo was beheved to be: but it was 
now ascorlamod that 35 miles of difficult country would have 
sull to be tiaveised to reach this place. During the mght of 
the 18th the only native guide who had tomained with the 
paly deserted, and as many of tho hoses were gieatly ox- 
hausted by the mach fiom Tort George, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Baker Russell decided 10 go no futher, but to make his way 
back by a different road, 

On the 14th August, therofoio, the foreco moved westwards, 
aud ciossmg tho head-wateis of the ’Mkusi river, brvouacked 
somo 10 miles to the east of the sources of the Black Umvolosi. 

At daylight on the 15th the march was resumed, and Fort 
George was reached the samo aftanoon. 

While this party was away many Zulus had anived at Port 
George amendaning thoy ar ne and the eattln helongmg ta the 
king, and dwing the week that followed, 1oconnaissances made 
though the stmowdng country seemod tho submission of 
those chefs who wore not disposed to ten lo 1b voluntarily. 
This was accomphshed without a shot boing fred, and on the 
completion of this duty Liouten mt-Colonel Baker Russoll’s 
Column was dnected to move towards the northorn district of 
Zuaulwud, 

A gauruson of tivo companios of tho 94th and somo native 
troops bomg left al Fort Goorge the column t.vcordingly moved 
on the 25th August towards Foil Cambridge and halted on the 
Winte Umvolosi, Asconding the valley of ‘his sticam the column 
reached the Inscke mountain on the 26th, and remainod halted 
hae on tho following day, while 200 of the mounted men 
pushed fo. ward to the Zangon Nek, 

Tho column moved wp to tlus place on the 28th, and on tho 
29th advanced to tho neighbowhood of tho Dihlobana mountain, 
which was Uns day patrolled by tho mounted men without any 
hostlo natives boing discovorod 

At this halting place, nen the Tnhlobana mountain, a fort 
was constricted which was called Foit Piet Uys, and here tho 
column remamed diumg the 80th August, while a paaly of the 
mounted mon patrolled the track towards the Damb: mountain, 
and chnoavened and buned the 1emains of many of those who 
had fullon in the action of the 28th March.* 

Nows having been 10¢ oived on the 80th that Kotehwaya had 
been capimed, a party of mounted inen was despatohed on the

Consequent on the movements of Clarke’s and Baker Rus- 
soll’s colunius, a considerable number of Zula cliols had tenducd 
theh submission by the date of Su Gainet Wolsoloy’s arival at 
Uhnd, There wero good grounds for hoping that Ketchwayo 
himself was about to act in a sumlar manner, for the Dutchman 
Van, who has been. mentioned as having acted in the capacity 
of secretary to Ketehwayo, had presented himself on the 10th 
August at the Buhsh Head-quatms established that day on the 
site of the King’s naal, This man had honght a vorbal mes- 
sage fiom Ketchwayo to the effect that, his amy being dis- 
persed, ho was collocting Ins cattle and was about to smiender 
them, 

A peisoial suwienda on tho part of the king had uot boon 
touched on in this mossago, and Vijn had, at Sr Carnot 
Wolscley’s request, retiuncd on the mormng of the 11th with 
thé obyect of mducmg Ketchwayo to submit his safoty and 
good ticatment being guaantecd 

At noon on the 13th Angust, however, Vin once moie pro~ 
sonted himself at Ulundi and iepo ted that hws mssion had beon 
unsuccesstul. A paity of n ommicd men was promplly detailed 
to procecd, under the gmdaico of Vijn, to the Yeon whero 
Kc tehwayo had been the day before, and if possible to elect his 
captmo. ‘This party was under the command of Mayor Banoww, 
19th Uussais, aud consisted of a troop of the King’s Diagoon 
Guaids and 60 mounted mianhy, with some u vives, making a 
total of about 300, 

Simting al 3 pat tho Black Umvolosi was icached about 
midnight, aud afte: haltmg hee for about an how tho mach 
norlhwaids was resumed. The difficulty of keepmg the force 
together while moving along a navow path though bush, 
naused gical delay m is progress thnmg the deik hours, and 
it was not till 1 Paton tho Idth August, that tho p uty redo up 
to and suuotinded the Jaaa whee Ketchwayo had been on the 
12th. Thus kraal was 10w deserted, but as it wag ascertamod 
that Kotchwayo had only left 1 the provious afternoyn, Major 
Bauow decided to push on in pursuit Tho King’s Drag don 
Guaids wore left at this kiaal, and the romaindor of tho part; 
simting agam shortly after 8PM soon 10 hed anothor an , 
whoo the king had slopt tho previous night. This too was 
unoccupied, bub information was roccived fiom somo nativos 
hore which evused the puty to move on to anothor kraal, which 
was voached at sunsel Bivonaclang hoo the search was con- 
tinued on the 18th andacsulled m the discovery of an old man 
who was iccogmsod by Vijn aa one of tho king’s porsonal 
attendants, ‘lus man was induced on the L6th 10 guide the 
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paity to tho spot where the king had passed the night of tho 
14th, but here all direct traces were lost. 

This day’s maich bought Major Banow and his followers 
back to the Black Umvolos: somewhat below the onginal pomt 
of crossing, and hoe tho pmty divided. Only thice days’ pio- 
visions haying beon taken out, Majo. Baiow, with the main 
poli of the furce, stated vn the 17th to retwn te Uland, 
wlule a small detachment, under Lod Gifford, moved eastwards 
down tho valley of the Umvolosi. As it was assorted by the 
natives that it was the lang’s intention to make his way to the 
rugged country, known as the Incanda forest, which hes south- 
west of Kwamagwasa, Lord Guffo.d’s detachment moved south- 
waids on the 17th across the White Umvolosi. At a kraal on the 
high ground, south of this rivor, a servant of Ketchwayo’s was 
captured bearmg a handsome express rifle, which was believed 
to be the king’s property. Though it was asceitamed that the 
king himself was stall nem the Black Umvolosi it appeared pro- 
pablo that he mht try to escape by the same path by which 
he had sent his property, and therefore while Lord Gifford 
returned to seaich the country north of the Black Umvolosi 
Si Garnet Wolseley, on learning the ciicumstances, dotailed 
a force of the King’s Dragoon Guards to patrol the distict neay 
Kwamagwasa, 

Sw Gainet Wolscley, who was oncampod at Ulundi, had in 
tho mean ume received the submission of many mportant Zulu 
chiefs Among these wero Umnyamana, Ketchwayo’s prime 
minister, and Tshingwayo, the commander of the Zulu amy at 
Tsandhiwana, both of whom 1eached Ulundi on tho 15th August 

Kotchwayo’s 1oported movement towards tho Incanda forest 
led io the despatch, on the 17th August, of a pmty of offices 
under Captain Stewart, 8rd Dragoon Guards, to intercept hun, 
This party moved m a south castoily direction, but failed to 
find the king, and vanous othe expeditions which weio sont 
out dwmg the latte: pat of August woo equally unsuc; 
cessful, 

Ketchwayo still vomaining at laigo, a force of infantry con- 
sistmg of the 8 | 60th Rifles and tivo compames of Barton’s 
Natives, marched on the 23rd August froni Ulundi and en- 
camped on the Black Umvolosi io guard the cossing places 
of this uver, Lieutenant-Colonel Claike, who was in command 
of this force, 1eccived infoimation from the Chief of the Staff, 
dming the mght of the 26th August, that Ketchwayo was 
believed to be moving towards the ’Ngome forest, and ordered 
Major Marter, K.D.G., to start on a reconnaissance in this dnec- 
tion the following moining. 

Major Marter, agcompanied by an interprete: * accordingly 
started on the morning of the 27th August, Ins force conmsting 
of a squadion of the King’s Diagoon Guaids, a company of the

Moving by the ’Ndaza kiaal and thenge 1 tho valloy of tho 
Tvuna iver, Mayor Maite: and his partly cached the top of the 
Nenge mountain the same evonme and bivowicked noar Umgo- 
jona’s kraal, Stutmg again at 6 Am, on the 28th August the 
pally anaved about 10 AM at a steam which flows westwards 
mto tho Lbululwana, and while halted hoe, a native appearod 
who, aftor speakmg on mdWoront snbyecis romakcd, “1 have 
head the wind blows fom this side to-day,” pomting towards 
the ’Ngomo forest, ‘but you should take that road until you 
como to Nisaka’s Juaal.’ 

TH was known thit the Zuhis were extremely averse to giving 
dieot information about the king and Major Mater determined 
to acton the hunt conveycd in this specch, and consequently 
followed the track towaids Nisukas nau, % 

While on the way to this Inaal, « native mossonger was mot 
cairying a note m a cloft atic, and this note was read by Major 
Marter. Ib was open, and was addrossed to Captam Maurice, R.A, 
by Lord Gifford 

Load Giffid who had never 1eturnod to camp since hoe 
started on tha 13th, had got back to the Black Umvolosi on the 
20th, on which day provisions for his puty had reached him on 
pack mnlos, and up to the 26th had boon searching the bushy 
valley of that shie un and the comntry bel ween it and the Umonu 
uver, Lerd Cafford on the 26th boing within 2 niles of Lioutonant 
Colonel Cluke’s camp on the Black Umvolosi, had obtained fiom 
i two day's rations fcr In patty, ad steruiig at 10 Pan the 
seno night had proccedod in w north-westeily diestion, 

On (ho morning of the 28th August therefore the two parties 
commanded by Major Matter antl Lord Gifford respectively, 
wore al no great distance apart but were acting indopondontly, 
and the note which thus reached Majo. Martor contained no 
eluo either tc the actu portion of Lord Gilford ox to the hidin, 
place of Ketchwayo, and” ho messonger was sent on to ty and 
dehver it to Capitan Mamie. 

Some information with 10g'd (o the kang had been obtained 
hy Loul Gafloid on the 27th and on tho mornng of tho 28th 
Jus sconts had asea tamed that Kotchwayo waa nt that dime in tho 
Kwa Dwasa kraal, somo § a1 6 miles fom whore bis party then 
was, This Jaaal being desenbed as closely surrounded by bush 
on all sides but one, Loid Gifford delermmed to wait till night 
before allempling to capture ils mmialos. 

Major Marte: moe wwhile moved up to Nisake’s kraal, and on 
aslang hog for guides, without mentions g 16 object of the 
oxpocition, was supplied with two who coudu ted his paty to 
the top of tho1mge whoe tho fiaal of Umhiuigulu, Nisala’s

This was in fact tho Kwa Dwasa Inaal which Loid Cnffoid 
had at about the same hom discovered 10 be the kmp’s resting 
place. Major Mater, howeyei, ign nant of Loid Gifford’s inten- 
tions, decided on immediate action, and determined to make a 
descent on the kraal forthwith. 

Mounted men, however, could not reach the hottom of the 
valley without making a considerable crcwt, and Majo. Marter 
having made his men take off theh steel scabbards and all 
accoutiements likely to rattle, led his squadron northwards along 
the top of the 1ange till a less precipitous part of the hill side 
was reached. While a small detachment was left on the moun- 
tain in charge of the accoutrements, pack houses, &c, the com- 

any of tha Native Contingent was diected to male its way 
own. the steop hill side, but to 1emain concealed in the forost 
till they saw the cavalry approach fiom the head of the valley. 

At 145 pm. the men of the King’s Dragoon Guaids began 
to lead their hoises down, and reached the bottom of tho valloy 
with considerable difficulty at 8 o'clock Remounting in a 
hollow out of sight of the Inaal, the Dragoons now galloped up 
to it and sunounded it, while the Natiye Coutmgent formed up 
across tho opon giound to tho southwmd, 

Tho occupants of tho hiaal, being completely surprised, 
made no resistance, and were all captmed  Thoy were found 
to consist of Ketohwayo, with the chief Umkosana, mne men 
and a lad, and fivo women and a gil, One of the men who 
was too infirm to travel was loft behind, but all the 10st were 
removed as prisoners These, homg on foot, moved slowly, md 
it was dm when tho Bers which had left ihe scone of the 
capture ab 4 PM, arrived at a lnaal soma 5 miles lower down 
the valloy. Tho kmg and the vest cf the prisonois were placed 
in the buts of this kvaal for the night, and next morning the party goin Augnat 
again moved forward, 

At about 11 am. Loid Gifford was met. This office: had 
heard at 5 pu. the previous day that the captwe had aleady 
been effected, and had consequently 1emamed where he was foi 
the night. Having now obtamed paiticulas fiom Major Maxtor, 
Lord Gifford started for Ulundi, arid 1eported the capture of the 
king to Sir Garnet Wolseley tho same evenmg. 

Major Maiter, havmg despatched & message to Lieutenant- 
Colonel Clarke, asking that a mule cart might be sent out to 
meet him, moved on to the ’Ndaza kraal, which war reacher, 
befoio dark. Shortly befmo wriving horo, four of the king's 
attendants (threo mon and one woman) attempted to esdapa 
into the bush, through which the paity were making their way 
in single file. The pusonoaa had been warned that if they

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attomptod to escape they would be shot, and the cscort, acting 
m obedience 10 ordma, pomptly fied on these fugitives, and 
lalled two of the men, ‘The otha man and the woman esoaped. 

After pasamg tho night of the 20th at the ’Ndaze naa, the 
paity movod on the 30th to Lioutonant-Colonol Clake’s camp 
ol tho Black Umvolosi, the kmg and somo of the women being 
gauied ju the mulo cat which had boen sont with two companics 
of the 60th to the ’Ndaza lnaal. 

On tho 31st the king and the other prisqners wero taken to 
Sir Ganet Wolscloy’s camp at Ulund, whee they arrived at 
ic am At2p.a. tho same day the king was sont off with his 
ationdants to the coast by way of Kwamagwaga and St. Paul’s, 
and being embaikod at Port Dunford on tho 4th September, 
was 1omoved to Capo Town, and on lis airival thao on the 
15th Soptombe:* was confined in the castle. 

With tho capime of Kotchwayo the Zulu war terminated, 
and all that now 1emamed to be done was to make a politien) 
settlement of the county before it was evacuatod by tho British 
troops. It had been decided by Sir Garnet Wolscloy that Zuln- 
Jand should m futme consist of 13 scpmato chstricta, rlod by 
cliefs who should agice to the conditions demanded by tho 
British, and op tho afternoon of the lst Septembai,f a number 
of tho principal men of Zululand attended at Uhifidi, and wit- 
ncssed the acceptance of these conditions by sovcial of the 
solected chofs,t who either porsonally or by deputy put their 
yaks tq the following agreement -—

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2. I will not permit the existonce of the Zulu military 
system, or tho oxistenco of any military system or organisation 
whatsoever withm my termtoiy; and I will proclaim and make 
it a rule that all men shall be allowed to many when they 
chaore, ard as they choose, recording to the good and ancient 
customs of my people, known and followed im the days pre- 
ceding the establishment by Chaka of the system known as the 
military system; and I will allow and encowage all men living 
within my temtory to go and come fiecly for peaceful pur- 
poses, and to work in Natal, or the Transvaal, 0 elsewhere, for 
themeclves o1 for hire. 

8. I will not import or allow to be impmted mto my tei- 
ritory, by any porson upon any protence or for any object what- 
soever, any arms or ammunition from any pait whatsoever, or 
any goods 01 merchandise by the sea coast of Zululand, without 
the expiess sanction of the Resident of the division in which 
my tenitory is situated; and [will not oncomage or promote, 
or take part m or countenance in any way whatsocve: the im- 
portation mto any part of Zululand of arms or ammunition fiom 
any part whatsoever, or of goods or merchandise by the sea 
coast of Zululand, without such swction; and I will confiscate 
and hand. over to the Natal Goveinment all aims and ammuni- 
tion, and poade and merchandise so imported into my territory, 
and Iwill punish by fine or other sufficient punishment any 
person pailty of, or concerned in such wnsanctioned. importa- 
tion, and any person found possessing aims, or ammunition, or 
goods, or merchandise knowingly obtumod thereby.

5. The smrendor of all porsons fugitives in my territory from 
justice, whon demanded by the Govo.nmeout of any British 
colony, territory, or province im the interests of justice, shall bo 
yeachly and promptly made to such Government; end the escape 
into my territory of porsons accused or convicted of offences 
against British laws shall be prevented by all enact means, 
and overy exertion shall be used to sewo and dehver up such 
persons to British authonty. 

6. I will not make war upon any chief, or chiefs, or people 
without the sanction of the Biitish Govemment, and in any 
unscttled cispute with any cluef or people, I will appeal to the 
arbitration of tho Buitwsh Governmont, through the Resident of 
the division in which my territory 1s situated. 

7. The succession to the Chicftamship of my territory shall 
be according to the ancient laws and customs of my people, and 
tho nomination of cach successor shall be subject to the ap- 
proval of the British Government.

11. In all matters not included within these terms conditions 
and limitations, and m all cases unpiovided foi herem, and in all 
casos whore thao may be doubt o1 uncertainty as to the laws 
rules, 01 stipulations appheable to matters to bo lcalt with, | 
will govern, order and decide in accordanco with ancient laws 
and usage of my people. 

These terms, conditions, and limilations I engage, and J 
solemnly pledge my faith to abide by and respect m lotte: and 
in sprit, without qualification or 1csorve. 


A Bnitish Resident* was ontiusted with the go rcial supa 
vision of the different chefs, and the details of the boundarice 
of thon respective disiicis wero ananged by a commission, con- 
aisting of hive nulitary officast who wont though the country 
in Septemba aud Octoba, 

On tho 2nd Soptombor the foreo assomblod at Ulundi was 
inspocted by Sr Garnet Wolscley, and tho evacuation of Zulu- 
land was al onco commenced, Laer.onant-Colonol Clarke, with 
the 57th Rog nent, 3 60th Rifles, the Gatling battery, and tha 
Natal ITonso, started this day for St. Pauls, whoneo ho was to 
male lng way into Natal by Entumeni and the middle dutt of 
the Tugola and anotho: columm consisting of the 80th Rogi- 
mont with two 9-pr. guns (N 6 R.A.) mueheod off about the 
somo time fo Utiocht by tho Inhlazatye mountain and Con- 
fere ico hill. 

Sir Gainct Wolsoloy and his Staff vemamed at Ulundi till tho 
4th Soptembor, when ho proceoded to Utrecht, where he arrived 
an the 9th.

Transport m South Africa. 


The principal means of transpoil employed in connection with the 
Zulu War was the bullock wagon commonly used throughout South 
Aftica This is a ponderous vohizle, carrying from thres to mght 
thousand pounds, and drawn by a team of from ten to eighteen oxen, 
yoked in parrs to a long chain o “ Trek-tow,” attached to the pole or 

‘ Dissel boom” Two natives accompany each teow, a “ driver,’ 
and » “leader” or “fore looper’ These men have chaige of the 
cattle, and on the maich the “ fore looper” walks in iront of the 
leading pair of oxen, while the “ dv ver” uses the whip and atiends 
to the brake when necessary 

Tho usual dimensions of an ox-wagon are as follows Tength of 
body, 18’; diameter of hmd wheel, 5' 2", of fore wheel 3’ 10”, ex- 
treme width of track, 5'10" The fore wheels do not lock nuder, and 
the centre of giavity 1s low ‘The ox in draught occupies a space of 
9’ 6’, so that the 10ad space required for a wagon whose total longth 
1s 20’, drawn by 16 oxon 1s 20 + 8 x 94 96’ — 32 yards, or allow- 
ing for intervals 40 yards, but im practice 1b was found that with bad 
driving each wagon took up about 60 yards of road 

Bosides tho ox wagons a considerable number of nmuulo-wagons 
were employed which carricd 2,000 lbs. Then dimensions were as 
follows : length of body, 12’ 6’ ; diameter of hind wheels, 4 7”; of 
fo1e wheel, 3°2’ ; extreme width of track 5 6”. ‘The fore wheels of 
these wagons lock under, and takmg the longth of the velucle at 14’, 
the 1oad space iequived when drawn by eight mules is 1d + 12 
x 4— 62 21 yards, 

The daily 1ation for mules was 5 Ibs giain and 10 lbs. hay, which 
had to bo carized in the wagons 

With ox-wagons thero was not this loss of transporting power, but 
thew rate of progress was much slower, as dranght or “ tick” oxon 
will not keep im good condition unless they have abundant tame for 
grazing, Twelve to fiftoon mules a day 1s the utmost that should bo 
requued of them, and they shonld not be kopt in tho yoke for mao 
than three or four hours af a time 

The wagons and carts reqmrec for transport dming the Zulu 
‘War were obtained both by purchise and by livre The following 
table shows tho mumbers and the prices paid -— 
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The Dutch sesidonts in South Africa, when travelling in amall 
parties had always been in the habit of parking their wagons at night, 
80 as to mike » wagon or square enclosure called a “laager.” Their 
oxen weré ugnally placed within this enclosure, which, in case of 
attack by the natives, formed a defensible post. 

A sinnlar plan was adopted by the Buhsh troops when advancing 
to the relief of Bishowe, and also durmg the march to Ulundi. 
Various forms of lager were tried, the systems generally adopted by 
the IInd Division and by the Tying Column being shown on the 
accompanying sketches ic
